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Some four hundred prominent men and women of New 
York, a group vastly more representative of the popula- 
tion of the American metropolis than the Three Tailors 
of Tooley Street were of “the people of England,” have 
sent to Congress a memorial solemnly protesting against 
the proposed addition of four battleships and other ves- 
sels to the United States Navy. The remonstrance, after 
describing the proposed construction program as extrava- 
gant, goes on to say: “Sixty-five per cent. of the na- 
tional income is now expended on war, past and present. 
The increase of our naval budget has recently been used 
in the French Assembly as a reason for increasing its 
own, is largely responsible for the increase of armaments 
among Asiatic nations and is well nigh certain to retard 
the reduction in the armaments of the world for which 
we have so long been waiting.” The signers of this re- 
monstrance, including our benevolent old friend, Andrew 
Carnegie, who, while in active business, always had a 
welecming hand for an order for armor-plate for Ameri- 
ean warships, have, we fear, allowed themselves to be 
tricked by a very shallow pretense. Their serious accept- 
ance of the contention that the increase in our naval 
building program has caused France to increase hers, is 
childlike in guileless simplicity. ‘The real cause for in- 
creased construction by France may be found in the 
amazing naval activity of a nation much nearer her door 
than the United States. ‘The simultaneous appearance 
of petitions of this character would indicate that the deft 
hand of Reverend Crafts is busy in working up public 
sentiment against the increase of. our Navy, as it did 
against the continuance of the canteen. Congress should 
by this time be aware of the value of such petitions. 
In the Senate on March G6 a memorial was presented 
signed by William H. Maxwell, city superintendent of 
schools, and some 300 members of faculties in universi- 
ties and colleges and educators of New York city, remon- 
strating against the great addition in the plan of author- 
izing at once the construction of four new battleships. 
Addressing itself to those who find a certain sort of pleas- 
ure in finding fault with the United States Navy, the 
Washington Herald remarks: ‘Our Navy may be ‘in- 
ferior’-—probably always has been—but there have never 
been ‘any flies on’ our John Paul Joneses, David G. Far- 
raguts, Raphael Semmeses, George Deweys, et al. Of 
course, we fell out with ourselves about forty years ago, 
and had something of a run for our money, but before 
and since that time our ‘inferior Navy’ has always made 
gocd from the word go.” 
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As a result of the opinion of the Rhode Island Supreme 
Court affirming the decision of a lower court in the 
Buenzle case to the effect that the proprietor of an amuse- 
ment resort may exclude from his premises an enlisted 
man of the Navy who is unobjectionable for no other rea- 
son than that he is dressed in uniform, an organization 
known as the “Bluejackets’ Friends’ has instituted a 
movement which seems bound to accomplish some highly 
desirable results in behalf of the enlisted men of our mili- 
tary Services. During the progress of the Buenzle case 
through the courts several public spirited women in New 
England and elsewhere banded themselves together in a 
society designated the ‘““Bluejackets’ Friends,” the purpose 
being to procure an increasing display of respect for the 
sailor’s uniform and to protect its wearer from imposi- 
tion and unjust discrimination in places of public amuse- 
ment. In pursuance of this object the president of the 
organization recently addressed letters to the managers 
of fourteen theaters in New York and Philadelphia, in 
which the following question was submitted: “Will you 
knidly inform me as to your attitude regarding the en- 
listed men of the United States Navy? Are they ad- 
mitted to your theater when in uniform and welcomed 
upon the same basis established for those citizens who at- 
tend in civilian dress?’ The replies to these letters are 


. one’s front yard, 


most gratifying, all without exception stating that enlist- 
ed men of the Navy are heartily welcomed at the theaters 
represented on equal terms with civilian patrons. One 
New York manager writes: “The bluejackets are more 
than welcome in their uniform, for it is a badge of honor 
to the man who wears it. And we honor our country in 
honoring them. ‘They are welcome as the flowers in 
spring.” Other managers write that they make no dis- 
crimination against sailors or soldiers in uniform, but 
treat them just as they do all well-behaved patrons. It 
will be seen that the “Bluejackets’ Friends” have set out 
in a thoroughly practical way to accomplish a highly 
praiseworthy task, and we trust that the organization 
may grow in numbers and influence until it extends over 
the whole country, inculeating a larger degree of respect 
and good will, net alone for the American sailor, but for 
the American soldier as well.

The eagerness of mortals to forget the unpleasant 
things they have done appears in a despatch from Lon- 
don to the effect that General Kitchener, commanding 
the British forces in India, who is operating against a 
large body of rebellious tribesmen on the northern fron- 
tier, has instituted a system of concentration camps “such 
as Gen. J. Franklin Bell, of the American Army, organ- 
ized in the Philippines.” There is a certain grim humor 
in this statement which, however, does not excuse the 
perversion of facts which it involves. If General Kitch- 
ener has introduced concentration camps in India he has 
simply followed the policy instituted by General Kitch- 
ener in South Africa, rather than that adopted by Gen- 
eral Bell in the Philippines. The concentration camps 
in the Philippines were established for the protection 
of friendly natives against the murderous insurgents, and 
they afforded shelter, food and medical attendance for 
thousands of Filipinos who otherwise would have per- 
ished. The humane purpose of those camps was grate- 
fully acknowledged by those who enjoyed their protec- 
tion, and when the camps were finally abolished it was 
against the earnest desire of their most intelligent in- 
mates. It is possible that the establishing of concentra- 
tion camps in South Africa was remotely suggested by 
those instituted in Cuba by General Weyler. Be that 
as it may, we have never been disposed fully to credit 
the reports of the cruelties imposed upon the inmates of 
the camps, either in Cuba or the Transvaal. It is a fact, 
however, that the memory of the camps still rankles in 
the hearts of the Boers, who contend that 20,000 of their 
women and children died victims of the camp system. 
Their feeling on this subject is significantly indicated in 
a letter from George A. Sheiner to the New York Sun, 
republished in these columns last week, in which it is 
stated that all over South Africa money is being col- 
lected for the erection of a great monument in honor of 
the Boer women and children who perished in the camps 
of concentration. The building of that monument and 
of local memorials also in contemplation will afford an 
reminder that the concentration camp pro- 
duced its unloveliest results, not in the Philippines but in 
South Africa. 
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Mr. John I. Stevens, former Chief Engineer of the 
Panama Canal, whose abrnpt withdrawal from that office 
has never been fully understood by the general public, 
may possibly have disclosed the motive in a formal state- 
ment issued in New Haven March 9. In this statement 
Mr. Stevens predicts that the canal will not be completed 
before 1915, and declared that, while it will be a success 
as an engineering project, it will be a failure both finan- 
cially and strategically, besides loading the United States 
wth a heavy burden of debt. He contends, moreover, that 
our expenditures on account of the Navy will increase 
rather than diminish after the canal is completed; that it 
will have to be strongly defended, both by naval and land 
forces, in time of war; that it will benefit foreign but 
not American shipping, and that, all things considered, 
it would have been wiser to spend the money required 
to build the eanal in the construction of a more powerful 
Navy. Mr. Stevens’s view as to the military advantages 
of the canal is less impressive than his opinion as an 
expert engineer. Ile says: “With the Panama Canal 
completed it will take a modern war fleet moving as a 
unit: at least seventeen days to steam from Hampton 
Roads to San Francisco, or vice versa, and seventeen days 
is a long time to wait when 13-inch shells are mussing up 
No, the idea that a navy can be thrown 
from one ocean to another, like a hot potato from hand to 
hand, does not appeal to a practical mind.” Accepting 
these figures as approximately correct, the difference be- 
tween seventeen days required for the cruise by way of 
the canal and the ninety-one days required for the cruise 
by way of the Straits of Magellan—a difference of more 
than two months—would be a matter of very great im- 
portance to a naval power engaged in war. Frankly 
speaking, while Mr. Stevens is undoubtedly a first-class 
civil engineer, it is evident that he has not yet advanced 
beyond the primary class in naval and military strategy. 
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An excellent illustration of the ease with which an ac- 
tive mind can create, on paper, a military organization 
capable of maintaining the National defense is afforded 
in a communication published in the New York Sun. 
First, the author would have a Regular Army of 100,000, 
with the pay of the enlisted man fixed at twenty dollars 
per month. In addition, he would have a National 





Guard of 400,000 apporticned among the various states 
with an annual allowance of $100 for officers and men 
alike, in return for which they should bind themselves to 
serve in camps of instruction two weeks in each year, 


‘The enlistment term in the National Guard should be 
three years, after which men fit and desirous should be 
transferred to the United States Army. ‘Thus,’ the 
author remarks, “we should have a real National Guard 
that would be equal to any emergency. Regiments couid 
be transferred from the Atlantic to the Pacific, or vice 
versa, in a few days. Stores, arms and equipments should 
always be kept in stock, that there should be no delay in 
mobilization. ‘These are only general ideas to stimulate 
discussion and perhaps action in the right direction. We 
have a militia or state Guard, but in a real emergency 
I think it would be powerless to check an enemy that 
had the numbers, organization and equipment necessary 
for an invasion. The plan outlined would cost perhaps 
from $100,000,000 to $150,000,000 a year, but in the 
course of years it would pay.”

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Thanks to a novel decision by the courts of Missouri, 
that state seems likely to become a haven of refuge for 
deserters, the decision holding in effect that there is no 
authority of law for the arrest of deserters by civil offi- 
cers of the state. On its face, this decision appears to be 
arbitrary aud unsound, yet it embodies a principle which 
must not be overlooked, Desertion is, strictly speaking, 
no offense against the laws of Missouri, and the arrest 
of such a person by an official of that state would seem 
to be voidable by the writ of habeas corpus. Should that 
doctrine be upheld, the only way to apprehend a deserter 
would be to detail a Navy officer or a deputy United 
States marshal for that purpose. Such measures should 
not be necessary. Every state should co-operate with 
the national government to protect our military Services 
from the despicable crime of desertion, and to that end 
each state should empower its police authorities to arrest 
a man accused of that offense and surrender him after his 
identity and guilt have been reasonably established. The 
position taken by the court of Missouri, if sustained by 
the higher courts, will place that state in the attitude of 
offering shelter and asylum to a class of criminals who 
have violated an oath-bound obligation to the Federal 
government.

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Capt. Edward J. Dorn, U.S.N., Governor of Guam, has 
served notice on the undesirable residents of that remote 
American territory that they must behave themselves or 
take the consequences. This he has done in an executive 
general order announcing that every person having no 
apparent means of subsistence, who has the physical abil- 
ity to work, and who begs, or neglects to apply himself 
or herself to some lawful calling; every person found loi- 
tering about saloons, or dramshops, or gambling houses, 
or tramping or straying through the country, without vis- 
ible means of support; every person known to be a pick- 
pocket, thief, or burglar, either by his own confession or 
by having been convicted of any of said offenses and hav- 
ing no visible or lawful means of support, when found 
loitering about any gambling house, cockpit, or any out- 
lying barrio of a pueblo; every idle or dissolute person 
of either sex caught occupying premises without consent 
of the owner thereof, shall, on conviction, be punished 
by a fine of $250 or imprisonment for one year, ot both. 
In view of this order the Boston “anti-imperialists’ may 
feel it necessary to scold Governor Dorn for “oppressing” 
the inhabitants of Guam. 








An Army officer on the retired list writes to us saying: 
“There is a provision of the old law which says retired 
officers will receive three-quarters of the pay of their rank 
at the time of their retirement. If a bill passes simply 
increasing the pay of all officers (without specifying active 
or retired), may it not be that it will mean that the man 
to be retired after the law is passed, if it is, will get an 
increase and he shall have that now obtained in the Navy 
—then are some men retired to get one pay and others of 
the same rank to get another?’ ‘he bill in question, 8S. 
4030, as passed by the Senate March 6 in the opening 
sentence provides: “That the pay of the officers of the 
Army is hereby increased,” etc. As officers on the retired 
list are “officers of the Army” it follows that if the bill 
passes the House their pay is increased without any spe- 
cial reference to the retired list. The latest information 
from Washington seems to be that the House will not 
take up or favor the Warren Pay Bill, which passed the 
Senate, but that the question of increase of pay will be 
fought out in conference upon the Army Appropriation 
Bill. .

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The new thrusting cavalry saber is under discussion in 
England. As an argument against it the case is cited of 
an officer who, in a charge at Balaclava, drove his sword 
to the hilt through the body of a Russian. Unable to 
withdraw it, he was tethered by his sword-arm to the 
corpse, and while thus disabled received two saber cuts 
and a lance wound. Probably, too, for every instance of 
this kind it would be possible, if evidence were available, 
to cite several cases of wounds received while the sword 
arm was uplifted for the cut. 








Six of the international treaties approved by the Amer- 
ican delegates to last year’s peace conference at The 
Hague were ratified by the Senate on March 10. The trea- 
ties thus reported were those regulating the opening of 
hostilities, relating to the laws and customs of war on 
land, defining the rights and duties of neutral states and 
individuals in land warfare, regulating the planting of sub- 
marine mines, forbidding the bombardment of unfortified 
towns, and adapting the principles of the Geneva Con- 
vention to maritime warfare.

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Representative Tarker, of New. Jersey, in «addressing 
the House Feb. 25 in support of the proposed increase 
of pay for enlisted men of the Army, paid a fine tribute 
to the young men at present serving in the ranks. He 
said ia part: “It is something to look on the troops at 
Fort Myer or the engineers at the barracks, and to see 
the large proporiion of fine-faced young men who are in 
the ranks. Now, we want those men in the Army. We 
want to make it possible to have them. I am sorry to say 
that there have been some measures of discipline taken 
that I think sometimes drive them out. I think that we 
ought not to have said to them—I have had that out be- 
fore and will pot argue it now—that they should not 
drink a glass of beer in their soldiers’ chubs—in their 
post exchange—but must be forced to have it on the out- 
side. I do not think that is the way to treat free-born 
American citizens. The post is their only home, their 
only family. If they can take refreshment there, they 
take it under the restraint of the family, and it can be 
so arranged by military discipline that nobody gets too 
much. I have argued that out before and will not argue 
it now. It is not in the bill. We have done a great 
deal for their food. We have made large appropriations 
likewise for the post exchange, for newspapers, and gym- 
nastics, and all that is there; but the really important 
thing is to let the man understand that he has a chance 
for promotion and a rise.” 

Inasmuch as it is morally certain that at least some of 
the ships of the great fleet which Rear Admiral Evans is 
: taking to the Pacific will need docking upon their arrival 
or during their stay in those waters, the extent of avail- 
,able docking facilities on the Pacific coast is a matter of 
considerable importance. ‘The situation in this respect 
is far from satisfactory, the fact being that, with the ex- 
ception of the dock at the Puget Sound Navy Yard, there 
is only one dock on the whole Pacific coast capable of ac- 
commodating battleships of the larger types. This avail- 
able dock aside from the one at Puget Sound is at Hunt- 
er’s Point, about five miles south of San Francisco, and 
is seven hundred and fifty feet long, one hundred and 
twenty-two feet wide and thirty feet deep. We learn 
from Cassicr’s Magazine, however, that the San Fran- 
cisco Drydock Company is about to build a dock at Hunt- 
er’s Point which will be the largest structure of its kind 
in the world, with a length of ten hundred and fifty feet, 
a width of one hundred and forty-four feet and a depth 
of thirty-four and a half feet. The construction of this 
great dock will be a valuable addition to the facilities 
for caring for large ships on the Pacific, but the presence 
of the battleship fleet in those waters will sharply empha- 
size the need of additional docks on the Pacific coast, 
which shall be under the immediate control of the Navy 
Department. 
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Harper’s Weekly says: “The action of the House au- 
thorities in respect of the increase pay of the Army will 
be a great surprise to the country. It has been con- 
fidently proclaimed that this simple act of justice was to 
be done for officers and men, but now it turns out that 
some one has given the word that only as much is to be 


done as is essential in the opinion of shortsighted people, 
and this little is to be marked by gross injustice as well 
as by folly. An amendment has been prepared for the 
Army Bill increasing the pay of the enlisted men, the 
officers being omitted. It is just and wise to increase the 
pay of the enlisted men, but why are the officers omitted? 
The two rates of pay—for men and officers—were fixed 
at the same time and under the same conditions. The 
changed conditions—the increased cost of living, for one 
thing—have made the pay of the officers much more 
inadequate than the pay of the men, for such an increase 
in cost affects most seriously the man with the larger 
demands upon his income. It is clear that those who are 
responsible for this particular bit of injustice are not 
only guilty of willingness to commit the wrong, but that 
they are also guilty of folly. They are apparently moved 
by the fear that if they do not increase the pay of the 
soldier the Army cannot be recruited. ‘They know this, 
indeed, and it is also known that the temptations of larger 
emolument held cut by civil life, now suspended tempo- 
rarily, are likely still further to deter enlistments. 
Therefore they bid for enlisted men. This is very well, 
but the temptations of civil employment to officers are 
as great, if not greater, than those to the men. 
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Brig. Gen. Richard H. Pratt, U.S.A., in a spirited 
statement in a recent number of the Philadelphia Ameri- 
can, charges Francis E. Leupp, Commissioner of Indian 








Affairs, with misrepresentation and hostility toward the. 


Carlisle Indian School. General Pratt founded the school, 
and for many years was its superintendent. In the 
course of the General’s article he says: ““When Mr. Leupp 
makes use of his official position as Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Indian Affairs, to emphasize his peculiar views 
and call in question the judgments of former administra- 
tions, including Presidents, Secretaries of the Interior, 
Commissioners of Indian Affairs and many intelligent 
laborers in the Indian service, and also to arraign the 
wisdom of Congress, which has been guided by the judg- 
ment of these former administrations and laborers, it 
does seem right and proper that in some way we should 
compel him to furnish a basis of fact before we proceed 
to uct on his recommendations. Nobody ean read what 
he says in his official utterances, in public speeches and 
magazine articles without reaching the conclusion that 
he has especially charged himself with a brave mission 
to destroy, if he can, the Indian’s chances for getting 
out among our people and learning by actual contact 
with them what is the length, breadth, height and depth 
of our civilization through actual participation in it, and 
so find out whether he can measure up to, and become a 
part of, that civilization.” 
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According to a cable report received at the War De- 
partment March 4 the material excavated in the con- 
struction of the Panama Ganal during the month of Feb- 
ruary amounted to 2,945,880 eubie yards, which, consid- 
ering that there were only twenty-five working days in 
the month, surpasses all former monthly records. It is 
estimated that from this time forward the monthly aver- 
age excavation will amount to about 3,000,000 cubic 
yards, at which rate the whole work of excavation should 
he completed in three years. It is stated, however, that it 
is not the purpose of the Engineer-in-Chief, Lieut. Col. 
George W. Goethals, U.S.A., to carry the work of exca- 
vation to completion so rapidly, his plan being to pro- 
ceed with the construction of locks and other features in 
order that the canal in all its parts may be finished about 
the same time. The point having been made that the re- 
ports on excavation work include the material removed 
by dredging, it is worth noting that the actual “dry land” 
excavation for February amounted to 1,861,522 cubic 
yards, a daily average of 122,745 yards as against 104,- 
330 yards in January and 88,000 yards in December. 
The record for February far exceeds the most sanguine 
estimates submitted a year ago. 
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Inasmuch as Pay Inspr. Thomas J. Cowie, U.S.N., 
made use of the phrase “passed midshipmen” in the 
course of his hearing on the pay bill before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, he took occasion to explain 
to the committee that there is really no such grade or 
rank as “passed midshipman,” but that there ought to be 
and, unofficially, there is. ‘The midshipman when grad- 
uated is assigned to the duty of an ensign (corresponding 
grade of second lieutenant), but remains in grade with 
students at the Naval Academy and receives not $1,400 
or $1,500, as his Army cousin receives, but a paltry $950 
per annum for two years. His status is worse than while 
at the Naval Academy, for during these two years he has 
no rights under the pension laws. His status is so pe- 
culiar and unique that for the very purpose of clear des- 
ignation he has been and is unofficially graded as a 
‘passed’ midshipman. Why isn’t he commissioned an en- 
The ships need ensigns and have no official scope 
of duty for midshipmen. ‘The regulations have no work 
for a midshipman, no more than an Army regiment has a 
place for a ‘cadet’—passed or otherwise.” 
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Now that Judge Magoon, Provisional Governor of 
Cuba, has returned to Havana after a leave spent in 
the United States, it is but fair to say that the news- 
paper report persistently circulated during his sojourn 
in this country to the effect that his administration of 
Cuban affairs had provoked sharp criticism from the War 
Department was utterly unfounded. After Governor 


Magoon, accompanied by his legal advisor, Col. Enoch 


H. Crowder, J.A.G. Dept., U.S.A., had paid formal calls 
of leavetaking on the President and the Secretary of War 
on March 5, the Secretary made a public statement, in 
which he said: ‘Nothing could be further from the truth 
than the report that the Department is dissatisfied with 
Governor Magoon. He returns to Cuba with not only 
the confidence of the authorities at Washington, but with 
their gratitude for the very thorough, effective and tactful 
control that he has exercised over Cuban affairs.” 
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From a review of the subject of coal deterioration by 
S. W. Parr and N. D. Hamilton in Economic Geology we 
learn that recent experiments in Illinois have proven that 
coal, sheltered or unsheltered, if not excluded from the 
air, will deteriorate in value, and that the only way’ to 
prevent it appears to be to store the coal under water. 
The article states that all the samples subjected to out- 
door exposure showed marked deterioration, and that 
coals subjected to a dry atmosphere and slightly elevated 
temperature, showed greater deterioration than in the 
case of outdoor exposure. The authors conclude: “(a) 
Submerged coal does not lose appreciably in heat value. 
(b) Outdoor exposure results in a loss of heating value 
varying from two to ten per cent. (c) Dry storage has 
no advantage over storage in the open except with high- 
sulphur coals, where the disintegrating effect of sulphur 
in the process of oxidation facilitates the escape of hy- 
drocarbons or the oxidation of the same. (d) In most 
cases the losses in storage appear to be practically com- 
plete at the end of five months.” 
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Among the contributors to the current number of Aero- 
nautics, the American magazine of aerial navigation, are 
two officers of the Signal Corps of the Army, Lieut. Col. 
William A. Glassford and Lieut. George A. Wieczorek. 
Colonel Glassford gives an interesting memorandum on 
the Santiago captive balloon of, 1898, and awards high 
praise to Mr. Ivy Baldwin for the work he accomplished 
with the balloon during the siege of Santiago de Cuba. 
Lieutenant Wieczorek discusses the military value of bal- 
loons and contends that, while the balloon is at present 
valuable chiefly in reconnaissance, there is reason to hope 
that it may develop into an effective offensive factor. He 
points out that modern firearms were developed to their 
present high state of perfection by constant military use 
and improvement, and predicts that the balloon will un- 
dergo a similar process of evolution. 
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Judge Wiltbank, of Philadelphia, has revoked the li- 
cense of a private detective agency of that city, the mem- 
bers of which, in their zeal to win the money rewards 
paid by the government for the apprehension of deserters, 
have resorted to despicable methods in their pursuit of 
offenders. It is alleged that this concern in some way 
obtained the names and personal descriptions of some 
eight thousand deserters, and with that list as a guide en- 
gaged in the search for deserters as a regular business. 
In pursuance of this policy the detectives appear to have 
made many illegal arrests, and it is charged that in one 
instance they arrested as a deserter a former bluejacket 
who had an honorable discharge. It was also shown that 
they employed dissolute women to lure suspects to their 
haunts, and a case was cited in which a man accused of 
desertion was kept in shackles in the detective agency for 
two days before being arraigned. 
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Incredible as it may seem, fears are entertained that 
the pending treaty of arbitration between the United 
States and Great Britain, negotiated by Secretary Root 
and Ambassador Bryce, may be defeated because of the 
active opposition of the so-called Irish patriotic societies 
in this country. It is said that the State Department is 
being flooded with remonstrances from these organiza- 
tions, and the unreasoning character of this opposition is 
shown by the fact that the remonstrants are as yet ut- 
terly ignorant of what the treaty contains, its provisions 
being still kept secret. 
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Major Edward Champe Carter, Med. Dept., U.S.A., In- 
structor in Department of Care of Troops, in the Army 
School of the Line, Fort Leavenworth, states that while 
the time devoted to the subject, ‘Care of Troops,” is all 
that can be allotted, it is not sufficient to enable the in- 
structor to assign practical problems or exercises to 
members of the class to work out. In view of the fact, 
however, that a course of hygiene is now established in 
all garrison schools as a vart of the preparatory work 
for admission to the Army School of the Line, Major 
Carter suggests that there should be a more thorough 
instruction into sanitation, prevention of diseases likely 
to weaken armies, and protection against these diseases.

Major William A. Mercer, 11th U.S. Cav., who recent- 
ly resigned the post of Superintendent of the Carlisle In- 
dian School, has been succeeded by Mr. Moses Friedman, 
late assistant superintendent of the Haskell Indian School, 
who has had much experience in Indian education. The 
withdrawal of Major Mercer from the Carlisle School 
was followed by a renewal of the agitation for the aboli- 
tion of the institution, but there is little likelihood that 
any measure with that object in view will be enacted by 
the present Congress. Senator Curtis, of Kansas, him- 
self an Indian and an earnest advocate of Indian educa- 
tion, is confident that for the present, at least, the Car- 
lisle School is secure. 
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_THE DELAWARD AND NORTH DAKOTA. 


The following letter has been addressed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to the Chairman of the Military Com- 
mittee of the Senate: 

“Washington, March 9, 1908. 
“My dear Senator Hale: 

“Referring to my conversation with you on Saturday I 
«consider it advisable that the Naval Committee should be 
clearly advised as to the actual circumstances under 
which the plans for the Delaware and North Dakota were 
officially approved by the Department and the unanimity 
with which the salient features of these vessels were ap- 
proved by the Board on Construction, the Special Board 
‘on Designs, the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, and 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Atlantic Fleet. 

“As you may recall the plans for these vessels 
were prepared in competition with those submitted by 
naval architects not connected with the Navy Department, 
this competition having been provided for, specifically, 
by the Act of Congress approved June 29, 1906. After 
the designs had been thoroughly considered by the Board 
on Construction (more than twenty tentative designs hav- 
ing been considered by that board preliminary to the se- 
jection of the one finally approved) these plans and all 
other plans submitted to the Department in competition 
were referred to a special board under the presidency of 
the Assistant Secretary of the Navy, Hon. Truman H. 
Newberry. The other members of this board were Rear 
Admiral Herrell, Captain Rodgers and Captain Wain- 
wright, who were at that time members of the General 
Board, the Chief Constructor, the Engineer-in-Chief, and 
the Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, so that a majority 
of the members of the board had nothing whatever to do 
with the designs of the vessel submitted by the Board on 
Construction. The features of the various designs sub- 
mitted were carefully examined by this board, and my 
predecessor, Mr. Secretary Bonaparte, in his report for 
ihe fiscal year 1906, stated as follows: 


In accordance with the proviso attached to the last Naval 
Appropriation bill, the plans for the battleship authorized by 
the said bill are, simultaneously with this report, transmitted 
to Congress. These plans were selected by a board of officers, 
under the presidency of the Assistant Secretary, and after a 
very careful consideration of various designs submitted by dif- 
ferent naval constructors in the United States and one in Eng- 
land, and one by the Board on Construction of the Department. 
‘The type of vessel selected has a length of 310 feet. In the 
language of the board: “It will carry as heavy armor and as 
powerful armament as any known vessel of its class; it will 
‘have a speed which is believed to be the highest practicable for 
a vessel of this type and class, in the present state of knowl- 
edge. It will have the highest practicable radius of action, and 
an be built within the limit of cost fixed by the act of Con- 
gress.” TYis plan, therefore, complies in all respects, in the 
judgment of this highly competent board, with the terms of the 
authorization, and the Department has no hesitation in approv- 
ing the report of the board. 


“Tn due course, the report of this special board, and 
the approved plans of the Delaware and North Dakota 
were transmitted to Congress, and the Naval Appropria- 
tion Bill approved March 2, 1907, contained the follow- 
ing proviso: (Authorizing the building of the vessel.) It 
is thus obvious that the designs of these vessels received 
the fullest consideration and were, in effect, epproved 
by Congress. 

“Shortly after my assumption of the duties of Secre- 
tary of the Navy, however, it was brought to my attention 
Dy an officer attached to the General Board that, in his 
opinion, the armor belt on the Delaware and North Da- 
kota should be raised thirty inches. This officer subse- 
quently made a formal statement to that effect. His com- 
munication was referred to the Board on Construction 
and was given most careful consideration, and the Board 
on Construction promptly and unanimously submitted 
its report recommending, in the most definite terms, that 
no change whatever be made in the designs as approved, 
since, in their judgment, the armor belt was properly 
placed. 

“The officer making the original statement that the lo- 
cation of the armor belt was in error, was permitted to 
see the report of the Board on Construction, and made 
rejoinder thereto. While the Department had no doubt 
whatever as to the correctness of the judgment of the 
Board on Construction in this instance, it was deemed ad- 
visable to obtain the opinions of the then Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, Rear Admiral Brownson, and the 
present Commander-in-Chief of the Atlantic Fleet, Rear 
Admiral Evans. Rear Admiral Brownson, after care- 
fully looking into the matter, stated specifically that the 
location of the waterline belt armor of the Delaware and 
North Dakota, as decided upon by the Board on Construc- 
tion, was entirely correct, and that, in his judgment, no 
change should be made. Rear Admiral Evans, who had 
previously made a statement that. in his judgment, the 
armor belt was too low, entirely changed his mind after 
fully considering the plans of these vessels—informing 
me, in effect, that he had previously heen misinformed 
as to conditions, and that after actual examinations, he 
entirely approved of the armor protection cf the Dela- 
ware and North Dakota and its location as determined by 
the Board on Construction. Admiral Evans, so I am in- 
formed, made substantially the same statement to Rear 
Admiral Converse, the president of the Board on Con 
struction, and to Rear Admiral Capps, the Chief Con- 
structor, as he did to me, in reference to his concurrence 
in the opinion of the Board on Construction with respect 
to the location of the waterline belt on the Delaware and 
North Dakota. 

“T also submitted the question of the location of the 
waterline belt armor and armor protection of the Dela- 
ware and North Dakota to many other officers of the 
Service, and, with but one exception, they all informed 
me that these ships, namely, the Delaware and North 
Dakota, were amply protected; in fact, better protected 
than the ships of any other service, the only criticism be- 
ing that if the waterline belt armor was raised a few 
inches it would reduce the weight of the armor and in- 
crease the carrying capacity of coal, and ammunition, an 
obviously impossible gain since all available space had 
already been devoted to such purposes. 

“While the Department cannot for one instant permit 
the assumption that such vital questions affecting ship 
design can be determined by popular vote among the offi- 
cers of the Serviee, and while the Department is most 
strongly of the opinion that its highly trained and legally 
appointed official advisers should have the dominating in- 
fluence in all matters connected with the design of nayal 
vessels, it appears to me that in this question of the lo- 
cation of waterline armor belt, the Department has gone 
out of its way to obtain opinions from the highest possi- 
ble authorities among the seagoing branch of the Navy, 
and that there is really no ground for further contention 
with respect to the matter of the waterline belt armor on 
the Delaware and North Dakota or on the South. Caro- 
lina and Michigan, whose armor belts are very similar 


‘in location and character. 


“Tt also seems proper in this connection to note that 


the officer who has taken the most active interest in agi- 
tating this subject of alleged erroneous location of water- 
line armor, originally recommended in his letter of June 
15, 1907, that the waterline belt be raised thirty inches. 
In a subsequent letter he recommended that it Le raised 
to twenty inches. In his recent testimony before your 
committee he recommended that it be raised ten inches. 
I think no better illustration could be had of the unrelia- 
ble character of recommendations of this kind, since the 
original proposition of thirty inches is, within less than a 
year, reduced to ten inches. 

“As the only point criticized in the designs of the Dela- 
ware class is that of the waterline armor distribution, 


_and since this criticism has been disposed of by the unani- 


mous opinion of the most competent authorities upon 
whom the Department must rely in matters of this kind, 
I am convinced that there is no ground whatever for fur- 
ther criticism or justification for any change in the es- 
sential seagoing and military characteristics of the ves- 
sels of the Delaware class. ; 

“In view of my recent conversation with you, I think 
the above statement very important, and request that it 
be laid before your committee at such time as you may 
consider proper. I also deem it necessary to point out 
that practically none of the unfavorable criticism which 
has recently been directed at certain vessels of the United 
States Navy is applicable to battleships designed dur- 
ing the past four years, and, so far as eoncerns location 
of waterline armor, is really inapplicable to those de- 
signed since the Virginia class, the contracts for which 
were signed more than seven years ago. The reports of 
Rear Admiral Converse and the Chief Constructor give 
extensive and detailed comparison between the battle- 
ships of the United States Navy and those of foreign 
navies of the same period of design, and, after a careful 
perusal of these reports, I am wholly convinced that the 
battleships of the United States Navy are in no sense 
inferior, type for type, in their own period of design, to 
those of any other nation in the world, bu*, on the con- 
trary, I concur in the opinion of certain forcign critics, 
that our battleships have a certain measure of definite 
superiority. 

“In conclusion, and as indicating the character of work 
performed by the Beard on Construction, [I invite your 
attention to the performance of a new type of vessel 
whose designs were wholly prepared by that board. I 
refer to the recent trial of the U.S.S. Chester. This -ves- 
sel was designed to meet certain requirement of the Gen- 
eral Board for a vessel of high speed and great endurance 
which could be used for scouting purposes. The Chester, 
Birmingham and Salem were, in a measure, an answer 
to foreign vessels of that class which had been designed 
to make 25 knots speed. The American designers insisted 
on having a vessel sufficiently large to maintain a good 
average speed in all ordinary weather, and that she should 
have a much larger coal endurance than any foreign ves- 
sels of this type. In the recent official trials the scout 
cruiser Chester maintained an average speed of 26.52 
knots for four hours, and had in her bunkers during that 
trial an amount of coal practically equal to that carried 
by the fastest foreign scout cruisers when their bunkers 
were full, and the Chester actually had on board during 
the trial three times the amount of coal carried by the 
largest and fastest of her foreign rivals at the time of 
their speed trials.

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PLEA FOR THE CANTEEN. 


Hon. Gustav Kiistermann, of Wisconsin, made an. ex- 
cellent speech in the House of Representatives Feb. 25 
in advocacy of his bill, restoring the Army canteen. It 
would be difficult to find anywhere a more admirable 
statement of the radical difference between prohibition 
and temperance. Mr. Kiistermann said in part: 


“My introduction of a bill to re-establish the canteen 
in the Army has brought down on me the wrath of tem- 
perance and prohibition people, not alone in my district 
but in many parts of the country, The ladies especially, 
whom I so much adore, have attacked me most severely, 
but I forgive them, for I feel that they were misled by 
sentimentality and not by facts and figures. There is no 
one on this floor or in this country who is more thorough- 
ly in favor of temperance habits than I am, for I favor 
temperance in drinking, temperance in eating, and in 
everything else. I am not a champion of the liquor in- 
terests, and if I had the power I would take away the 
license from every saloon keeper who does not run an or- 
derly place and who will give intoxicating liquor to any- 
one already under its influence, or to anyone whom he 
knows it will have an ill effect upon. On the other hand, 
I want to see those dealers in spirituous liquors protect- 
ed, and not classed among the outcasts, who maintain 
good order in their places, and serve those who find com- 
fort in taking a glass of beer or wine, chatting with 
friends while drinking it and knowing when to quit. 

“Right here let me say that if the prohibitionists who 
are now trying to do something that in the long run they 
will find impossible to do, viz., to entirely stop the liquor 
traffic, would devote their energies toward stopping treat- 
ing, they would do much more toward real temperance 
than they will ever perform with their present methods. 
If this was done, people would get used to the custom as 
it prevails in Germany and other European countries, 
where everyone pays for what he eats or drinks, and the 
number of saloons would materially lessen, and cases of 
intoxication would become few and far between. In my 
state, Wisconsin, anti-treating societies exist in many 
cities, and on entering a saloon a number of men can 
often be seen grouped around a table talking over business 
affairs, criticizing the work of Congress, getting much 
comfort and satisfaction out of the short time spent there, 
and at the end of the session everyone pays his own bill, 
be it for a cup of coffee, a glass of beer or wine, or some 
other beverage. You will be astonished to see how little 
they drink and how much they talk. It would be cruel 
to break up these social gatherings, simply because there 
are some people who, rather than refuse the offer of a 
treating friend, or feeling under obligations to treat when 
their turn comes, imbibe more than is good for them. 

“Anything done to excess will bring evil consequences, 
whether it is to drink intoxicating liquor, ice water, gin- 
ger ale, or to eat watermelons and lobsters. I am told 
that in the Netherlands the saloons are not licensed, but 
only the customers,-who ¢an not procure any liquor with- 
out first showing their license. Of course, no one who 
over indulges can secure the license. 

“A majority of the House and Senate, through misrep- 
resentations and the influence of women, who meant well, 
but gave the matter but superficial consideration, decided 
to abolish the canteen. The bill was passed on Feb. 2, 
1901, and the operation of it has been given a fair trial 
—a seven-year trial. The members of Congress are not 
in position to say whether the seven years’ test has 
proven it to be a wise measure. The officers of the Army, 





the men who manage our military affairs, are no longer 
in doubt as to the results of that act.” 

Mr. Kiistermann here quoted from official reports con- 
cerning the effect of the canteen legislation. Continuing, 
he said: 


“The difficulty of getting recruits is probably in part 
due to the small compensation paid to our soldiers, which 
is materially less than is paid to men in any other line 
of work. But this is not all. Congress, induced by per- 
sons who never took the pains to study the subject, de- 
cided to regulate the habits of the soldiers. Instead of 
leaving this matter in the hands of the superior. officers, 
who of course know best how to deal with the habits of 
the soldiers, it was simply decided to forbid the selling 
of beer and light wine in the Army posts and in Vet- 
erans’ Homes, thinking that this would keep the men 
from drinking anything stronger than water. By one 
stroke of the pen they thcught to make goody-goodies out 
of the soldiers. It was believed that the soldiers, trained 
in discipline, would gently submit to being robbed of the 
comfort and enjoyment there is in an occasional glass of 
beer or wine. ? 

“Probably some members now on this floor voted for 
the passage of that bill who would defy anyone to take 
away from them what they took from the soldiers. While 
they were at it they might as well have added a few 
words to the bill, thereby preventing the sale of tobacco, 
cigars, and prohibiting smoking within the Army posts 
or Veterans’ Homes. 

“Our $13 soldier is a good man to experiment on, and, 
after we have him thoroughly reformed, we will see what 
can be done with the sons of those women who have been 
so very active in bringing about these reforms in the 
Army, instead of first beginning at home and endeavoring 
to change the evil habits of their husbands and sons. 

“What has been accomplished by the abolishment of 
the canteen is ciearly seen by the many reports from 
Army officers, the Surgeon General, the Secretary of War, 
and others. Those who simply voted for the measure to 
try its general effect on the Army, must, if they read the 
reports mentioned, have become convinced that the desired 
results were not obtained. 

“These superior officers tell us that since the canteen 
has been abolished desertions are a daily occurrence, dis- 
cipline has suffered, the number of trials for drunkenness 
and disorderly conduct has greatly increased, to get re- 
cruits or new enlistments is almost a matter of impossi- 
bility, and worst of all, every fifth soldier in the Army is 
affected with venereal disease. Now can we, ‘who are 
sent here to legislate for the best interests of the country, 
close our ears to the urgent appeals of the superior offi- 
cers in the Army? Can we continue to allow the shock- 
ing conditions to exist that the abolishment of the can- 
teen has brought about? Are we here to be influenced by 
persons who, in their mad rage against the lesser evil, 
are blind to the much greater evil caused by their agita- 
tion? Can it be true that from fear of losing a few vetes 
we can close our eyes to the true condition of things and 
vote contrary to our real convictions? 

“My personal knowledge of the effect of the abolish- 
ment of the canteen in several Veterans’ Homes also in- 
duced me to move for a re-establishment of the canteen. 
I know that in these Homes cases of drunkenness were 
of rare occurrence before, and now under the new order 
of things it is almost impossible to keep order. Why, 
just think of the injustice of treating these old soldiers, 
who did their full duty for our country, like a lot of 
children! Having been accustomed to drinking wine or 
beer for years, and however moderately, they are now 
told they must give up the old habit: they must not take 
the stimulant which at their old age they. are so much in 
need of, or, if they: insist upon having it, they must sneak 
into the low dives that have sprung up since their club- 
house was abolished. 

“Knowing the true facts in the matter, as every mem- 
ber has an opportunity to ascertain, Congress will fail of 
a public duty if, it does. not. restore the canteen. No 
clamor from temperance agitators should keep us from 
acting in this matter for the good of the Service. We 
certainly can not afford to trifle with our Army affairs. 
Now, if the committee to whom the bill has been referred 
has not the courage*to take action on it, let them report 
it to the House without any recommendation, and have 
the members vote for or against it—for a betterment of 
conditions in our Army or for a continuance and growth 
of the evils brought about by the abolishment of the can- 
teen.’ 
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THE LIFE-SAVING SERVICE. 

Senate Document No. 326 is an interesting statement 
of the.General Superintendent of the Life-Saving Service 
relative to district superintendents in this service, and 
gives many incidents of heroism on the part of these no- 
ble men, telling of gallant achievements and showing the 
spirit which animates them. Although no requirement is 
officially imposed, when the occasion calls they recognize 
an obligation as ‘peremptory as if the duty were imposed 
by regulations. These brave officers have stimulated the 
inen under them to accomplish miracles, until before the 
world the U.S. Life-Saving Service stands pre-eminent 
among kindred institutions. Referring to Superintendent 
John M. Richardson. who died in 1896, after a brief ill- 
ness, in the twenty-second year of his service, the Gen- 
eral Superintendent says: “The loss of this superintend- 
ent’s life was as certainly due to the kabors and hardships 
incident to his duty as if he had perished in an attempted 
rescue of the shipwrecked.” 

Of Capt. Benj. C. Sparrow, who was superintendent 
of the Massachusetts coast district, the report states: 
“No wreck occurred during the thirty years of his incum- 
beney within a distance which would admit of his reach- 
ing it that he did not attend. He endured the severest 
hardships, and in one instance nearly lost his eyesight 
and barely escaped with his life.” The occasion was the 
night of Dec. 23, 1896, when a wreck was reported to him 
as having occurred some seven miles from his home. No- 
tifying his station keeper, the superintendent immediate- 
ly set out alone for the scene. Through mist. and snow 
he pushed his way. In his statement Captain Sparrow 
says: “Here the storm again broke out with renewed 
violence, and I stopped a few minutes for observation, in 
order to determine the extent of my vision. I was com- 
pletely enshrouded by an impenetrable mist of driven 
snow, so thick as to interfere with respiration, through 
which I do not think I could have distinguished a person 
twenty feet distant. The situation was thoroughly be- 
wildering, and but for the knowledge of every foot of 
ground about me I would have easily lost my way.. The 
snow filled the meadow grass to a depth half to one’s 
knees. The lower portion had absorbed the salt of the 
marsh and become wet and clinging. I proceeded thus 
until the tide overflowed the entire depth of snow and 
rendered travel so difficult that I turned toward the out- 
side of the beach, and found that a slight ebb of the tide 
there rendered it possible to walk below the beach cliff 
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by closely watching the waves and scrambling up the face 
of the sand banks on ‘al! fours’ when the heavier surfs 
ran up.” Captain Sparrow never recovered from the ef- 
fects of that night’s work. His genera] health was irre- 
coverably impaired, and he gradually lost his mind until 
it became necessary to relieve him from duty. 

Of Captain Knowles, another superintendent, it is said: 
“In 1885 he and the crew which he led were for three 
days given up as lost.” They had found it impossible 
to return to shore in a furious gale, and had after peril- 
ous effort reached Block Island, some ten miles out to 
sea. 

Captain Rich, of the Maryland-Virginia district, was 
one born into the service. a heroic son of a brave father. 
He died in hospital] as a result of an injury received while 
on tour of his district. “During his incumbency there 
were 800 disasters in his district, involving the lives of 
6.292 persons, of whom only 45 were lost, while of $12,- 
104,157 of property imperilled $8,588,875 was saved.” 

This review of the work of the Life-Saving Service 
shows that heroic devotion to duty and honor is to be 
found elsewhere than in the military services. This re- 
port is made by the General Superintendent in support of 
a bill (H.R. 17710) to increase the compensation of the 
district superintendents to $1,900 and $2,000, the pay 
of keepers. of life-saving stations to $1,000, and that 
of surfmen to $70 a month, with one ration a day. 
The pay of members of the life-saving crews dis- 
abled is to be continued during their disability for two 
years with an addition of two years if the General Super- 
intendent shal] recommend it. Those dying by reason of 
perilous service or wounds received in the line of duty 
are to have their pay continued to their families for four 
years. 

S. 5664, containing practically the same provisions as 
H.R. 17710, was favorably reported to the Senate on 
March 6. The report shows that the aggregate pay of the 
Service per annum under the new scale would be $1,- 
635,062.35, an inerease over present pay of $230,089.85. 
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OPPOSED TO RETIRED PAY. 

In the debate on the bill (S. 654) to increase the effi- 
ciency of the Veterinary Service of the Army, Senator 
Bailey on Feb. 26, recorded his objection to the whole 
principle of retired pay as follows: 

“I know that that was never the rule in this country 
until the war between the states. If the Senator will 
take the trouble to examine the debates, he will find there 
was not a man who advocated that law who asserted that 
it was to become the permanent policy of the government. 
The truth, and the whole truth, is that there were a num- 
ber of venerable and excellent men long in the service of 
the United States who were not qualified for the great 
work that lay before them, and the government, unwilling 
of its own motion to strip them of their command and de- 
prive them of their offices, devised the system of retire- 
ment as an easy and graceful way for the seniors who 
were fit for peace to make room for the juniors who were 
needed in war. ‘That was the whole argument in favor 
of it, and it was adopted by the American Congress with 
no thought that it should become the permanently estab- 
lished policy of the government. 

“It is a curious kind of an argument to say that be- 
cause a man has a lifetime employment assured to him 
the government must take care of him after he ceases to 
be useful to the government on account of his age. Near- 
ly every other man in any employment in this world, if 
assured from his very early manhood of a lucrative and 
permanent position, would be entirely willing to inaugu- 
rate a policy of saving something each year to provide a 
modest competence for his old age. But in the case of 
the government, and in those cases, too, where the tenure 
is the most secure and the salaries the largest, we adopt 
the policy of encouraging men to spend all they receive 
by promising to take care of them when they have spent 
eo asad have earned. It is an unwise and an indefensible 
policy. 

“I say that the government ought to pay its Senators 
and Representatives, as it ought to pay every man who 
serves it down to the men who fight in the trenches, the 
full value of their services while they work, and when 
any man ceases to work for this people he ought to cease 
te draw a salary from the public Treasury.” 











OUR TRANSPORT SERVICE. 


To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Investigation will show that with the single exception 
of England, and hers are few, that we are to-day as a 
nation the only one attempting to carry on its own trans- 
port service, and while the Writer knows that in one or 
two instances figures have been submitted to Congress 
showing that the Army Transport Service was paying 
and profitable, still the writer is skeptical enough to be- 
lieve that these figures may have been erroneous. There 
is no deubt but that sooner or later, if the merchant ma- 
rine of the country is not going to vanish entirely from 
the seas, the question of a ship subsidy on the plan 
1ow pursued by foreign countries (and which is giving 
them the mastery of the seas) will come before Congress, 
and that its passage with suitable provisions will assure 
to the country speedy, adequate, and efficient means of 
transportation for -troops and supplies, in time of war 
and peace. It is an indisputable and proven fact that 
there is not to-day a government in existence that can 
carry on any line of business, more especially one involv- 
ing the problem of transportation, and which can furnish 
the accommodations for all classes, to the entire satis- 
faction of those same classes, with the facility, and econ- 
omy, of the commercial companies engaged in the trans- 
portation business. . 

For illustration let us compare the accommodations on 
any Army transport with those of an ordinary liner en- 
gaged in either transatlantic or transpacific transporta- 
tion of passengers: First, there are no accommodations, 
not even for the officers who naturally get the best, that 
can compare with those of the first cabin of a liner; there 
is practically no second class accommodations at all, and 
the accommodations furnished the troops cannot in any 
way be compared with the steerage accommodations of 
the liners of the present day. . 

Under the old transport regulations a non-commis- 
sioned staff officer above grade number 15, paragraph 9, 
Army Regulations, was given what is termed dormitory 
accommodations with a seat at the second or third table 
laid in the so-called saloon: these accommodations have 
recently reverted to a condition that can only be termed 
by one name, “Vile,” it being a fact that on recent trans- 
ports refurning from the Philippine Islands that Filipino 
and negro women were given accommodations with the 
white women, the latter being in the most cases wives of 
non-commissioned staff officers. : Bs 

The question might be asked, How would this condition 


be changed or bettered by the abolishment of the trans- 
port service? The answer is that on a liner built for the 
purpose of passenger traffic the officers would travel either 
saloon or first cabin, according to rank or means; the 
non-commissioned staff officer would, in accordance with 
the existing regulations, travel in the second cabin, and 
the troops steerage. Each class would be entirely segre- 
gated from the other, and in the matter of accommoda- 
tions, food, etc., every class would fare much better than 
they do under the present arrangement. 

Of course there are certain features and conditions per- 
taining to this question that never, if it can be avoided, 
appealed to the ears of any members of Congress who 
had even a slight regard for the interests of the enlisted 
men. They are as follows: § 

The government is now and has been for some time 
past paying Jarge sums to commercial steamship com- 
panies, some of them foreign, for the transportation of 
supplies and war material to the Philippine Islands, the 
transport service being entirely inadequate to handle all 
of the government’s shipments; and it would seem that 
by placing the transportation of all troops, supplies, etc., 
in the hands of commercial companies, such action would 
encourage such companies to build up a merchant marine 
for the Pacific Ocean. 

Last but not least, there enters into the question the 
matter of quick transportation. At the present time 
there is not a transport in the service that can make the 
trip to Manila in less than twenty-six days. mmer- 
cial liners built for the purpose could do it in at least 
half the time, and in time of war days mean in some cases 
victory or defeat. The trend in commercial boats is to- 
wards an increase in speed. The Army transports have 
reached their limit; not even with the expenditure of 
thousands of dollars of money could they increase it. 
They are run until] repairs are absolutely necessary, and 
in some cases, as that of the Grant, until they are beyond 
repair, and that some dire accident has not overtaken 
some of them long ago is only due to the luck that seems 
to stay with them. 

OnE Wo Favors ABOLISHMENT. 
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HYPHENATED CITIZENS. 
Berkeley, Cal., Feb. 23, 1908. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

A few evenings ago I attended the annual debate for 
the “Carnot Medal” between the University of Califor- 
nia and Leland Stanford University. The general subject 
of the debate was “France and Morocco,” but more par- 
ticularly, Should France adopt the policy of former Min- 
ister M. Deleasse, in regard to Morocco, at the expiration 
of the present Algeciras convention, which is, I believe, to 
be in force for four years from its adoption. 

Our speaker was unusually severe on what he termed 
the “bluff” of the German Kaiser in sending an ulti- 
matum to France, demanding the resignation of Delcasse, 
or else have war. He went on to say that the German 
army was more an army of bluff than anything else; that 
the German soldiers were better on parade than they 
would prove to be on the field of battle, ete. Of course, 
it was college-boy talk, but the remarks of the youthful 
Demosthenes seemed to particularly incense a fat, pudgy 
German sitting near me, and as soon as the judges retired 
to determine the winner, this man broke out into some- 
thing like this: “Dake ten Scherman soldiers und ten 
American soldiers, und put dem togedder to fight it oudt, 
und der Schermans vill vin everytime, ya!” This was 
instantly resented by a young girl sitting nearby, who 
closed her Yemarks by saying: “I am an American, my- 
self!” ‘The German came back at her with the declara- 
tion: “I vas a Scherman” (American, presumably). An 
old lady sitting near leaned over to the girl and said: “TI 
vas a Scherman, too!” All more or less excited. 

An insignificant incident, certainly. But the thought 
came to me again, as it had many times during my ser- 
vice, that there is uo piace in this country, or in any 
country, for a hyphenated citizen. 1 heard many such 
spats as this between the men of my old battery before 
the Spanish War. And we can all recall several inci- 
dents of the above nature, in the ranks, that resulted in 
fisticuffs and became public, back in the ’90’s, when Cleve- 
land took such a decided stand for Venezuela. 

In his allegiance, as in every other principle of life 
and character, a man either is or he is not. On which 
side of the hyphen would these people stand? Should the 
one side be at war with the other? Do they measure up 
to the standard that Washington required when he said: 
“Put none but Americans on guard to-night.” Obviously 
they do not. 

I am sure that all Americans would have more con- 
fidence in, and more respect for, this half and half ele- 
ment, if they were either the one thing or the other.

THE WAIL OF A PESSIMIST. 
St. Petersville, Canada, Feb. 22, 1908. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It is the rule with honest folks to pay for what they 
get, but our people take advantage of the helplessness of 
the men whom they have trained in a special line until 
they are unable to make a living at anything else. The 
only skilled labor in the land which has not had a raise 
to correspond with the increased cost of sustenance is 
that of the Services. Congress has signified its willing- 
ness to give the private soldiers two dollars a month 
more pay. i 

Formerly I lived happy on the theory that since God 
made us all we are bound to be good people, that G 
would not have made us unless it had been worth while. 
It was natura! to think so, for all the daily papers con- 
tinually assured me that we were fine fellows. Now I 
have been compelled to revise. Now I believe that this 
world is a sort of Purgatory to which we are sent because 
of a bad previous life, that this is our last chance, and 
that we are not getting ahead much. . , 

I have thrown up the sponge and am boarding with 
my wife’s father. He has a farm and he tells me that in 
time I shall be able to earn the food and clothes required 
for my wife and our nine children. I have at last called 
the attention of the surgeons to my rupture and am get- 
ting my retired pay; so my mind is easy about the three 
meals a day; but I cannot help thinking of all the other 
fellows who have no wife’s pa. 

The people are undoubtedly villains. Just look at them 
shamelessly showing their small meanness and dishonesty. 
The mass of them are engaged in hounding the corpora- 
tions, especially the railroads. The fact that these as- 
sociations have built up the material prosperity of their 
country is forgotten, and now the effort of the masses is 
to damage these public servants as much as possible, 


right or wrong. No one would object to seeing certaio 
bad, selfish men who have betrayed their trust severely 
punished ; but no reason can be seen for attacking the as- 
sociations required by modern trade and manufacture. 
No regard is paid to the fact that the corporations con- 
sist largely of rather poor people who are entirely inno- 
cent. No attention is given to the danger of injuring 
themselves along with the servants whom they are bind- 
ing hand and foot. My inference is that the rea] motive 
under this venomous warfare is simply the ancient one 
of hatred for those who are either rich or prominent. 
Consider the widespread fad for taking alcohol from 
everybody by law. The natural right to use any materia) 
thing is pushed aside with contempt; the fact that sump- 
tuary laws cannot be enforced, that prohibition creates 
intemperance, that the state needs revenue, that liberty 
demands freedom—nothing makes any difference. The 
women are mad, and they are leading all the politicians 
and many of the men around by the nose. The chief 
power in the land is the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Kidless Union, and next come the tyrant labor unions, 
which propose to rule the workmen outside of their com- 
panies and to bully the whole nation. Consider the can- 
teen outrage.

tates. Notwithstanding what one of our Senators has 
said to the contrary, we are living in a tinder-box age, 
where the least spark may start a blaze. Every nation 
seems to have a chip on its shoulder; if it is not so, what 
is the meaning of these numerous occasions arising where 
a great deal of smoothing has to be done by our govern- 
ment to prevent ruptures with other countries? 

speed the time when all families, nations and tribes can 
live in peace and harmony, but we do not seem to be hu- 
manized to that extent at present, and are governed in 
most of. the great and small things of life by the fear of 
unpleasant consequences. At present in national and 
corporate affairs it is the fear of the big stick. 

Is the fountain head of every country, the homes and! 
families thereof, where ties of blood and love is supposed 
to reign, governed without this fear? We all know that 
the little Johnnies and Willies are much more amenable 
to peace conditions by their fear of the rod. The wise 
mother prepares herself with her implements of warfare, 
a large fleet of good strong switches, so if one becomes 
disabled there are others to fall back on; it would be 
useless to threaten the little Johnnies and Willies with 
punishment for an onslaught on her preserves if they 
could not see that she had the implements to make good. 
She may have to remind them occasionally that the 
switches are there for use in case they become too ob- 
streperous, but generally the knowledge of the fleet of 
switches being handy and mother’s ability to use them is 
sufficient to make her tribe, as well as others who enter her 
domain, a peaceful one. 

Very few families are ruled without fear of chastise- 
ment, and then it is usually where the boys have long, 
fair curls tied with blue ribbon and mother is too busy 
attending the meetings for foreign missions to know what 
the boys are up to. For some unaccountable reason the 
big Johnnies and Willies are not as wise as the little 
ones, for our small Army and Navy (with American 
brag) have bluffed them so far in keeping off our pre- 
serves, but some day they will call the bluff. “You can 
fool all of the people some of the time; you can fooF 
some people all of the time, but you cannot fool all the 
people all of the time.”’ 

A member of President Lincoln’s cabinet told me that 
during the Civil War Washington was so infested by the 
housebreaking element that the police force was unable to: 
cope with it, and as the homes could not always be under 
the protection of the male members of the family. it was: 
a serious matter as to what to do. The chief of police 
was consulted and he advised that the ladies have piste} 
practice in the back yards of their homes. It was done, 
and as bad news travels fast, it soon reached the ears of 
the disturbing element, and not one of these homes was 
molested. The knowledge going out of their being pre- 
pared was their protection, and so the best insurance our 
government can give us against war, which we all know 
is the worst form of barbarism, for it causes nothing but 
misery, suffering, waste and bloodshed, is to give us an 
army and navy large enough for our protection. 

No expense should be considered too great for a hu- 
mane government to make to avoid the butchery of war. 
For, do the best we can to redeem ourselves, this age 
in a few generations from now will be looked upon as one- 
of savagery and barbarism.

ARMY WoMAN. 
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According to press reports from London the British 
military authorities have recently conducted experiments 
at Aldershot with a military traction engine, from which 
great results are expected. The inventor is Mr. Henry 
George Wright, son of a prominent engineer of South 
Africa. The machine weighs thirty tons and its military 
value lies in its ability to traverse the roughest ground’ 
at high speed, thus rendering it available for hauling 
heavy guns into position in territory where horses would 
fail. It is said that in the trials at Aldershot this en- 
gine climbed hills at a gradient that would have baffled 
ordinary traction engines, crossed ditches six feet wide 
and maneuvered with ease in its own length. The strik- 
ing features of this new engine are described as follows: 
1. It has an internal combustion engine, developing the 
equivalent of 400 horsepower. 2. It has a special gear 
which transmits the power of the pistons to the wheeis. 
with less loss than in the ordinary traction engine, loco- 
motive engine or motor car. This is the great secret of the 
special power of the engine. 3. Its eight wheels run in 
two endless bands studded with thirty-two feet. This is 
the secret of the ease with which it climbs hills and 





_traverses hitherto impassable obstacles. 
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A sharp discussion is in progress in the General Staff 
over the order that is being framed concerning the ninety- 
mile practice ride for general officers which has been com- 
manded by the President. ‘There is, first of all, a broad 
purpose to comply with the spirit of the order and to 
make the proposed test one that will redound to the good 
of the Army. ‘There is no sign of a disposition in any 
quarter to cavil at or criticise the President’s policy of 
demanding from officers physical soundness if they are to 
remain in the Army. As far as there is an expression of 
opinion, every officer seems to be actuated by a commend- 
able desire to be fit for duty in the field. That is the 
standard which all keep in mind for themselves and for 
the Service. ‘There is, however, no denying the fact that 
many officers manifest some irritation at the imposition 
of a penalty at the end of a test involving the perform- 
ance of. riding and running under conditions to which they 
have been strangers for many years. There is hardly 
an officer who does not look forward to the three days in 
the saddle with a pleasant anticipation. At the same 
time a number do net relish the idea that this ride may 
send them out of the Army so far as active duty is con- 
cerned, while still fit for such duty as will be required 
of them. The crucial part of the test is the require- 
ment that five miles of the thirty to be covered each day 
for three days shali be under the conditions of a forced 
march, the officer on foot and leading his horse at a trot. 
It is urged that this part of the test is excessive, and 
it is suspected that its purpose is to drive from active 
service ofticers who are doing good work and would be 
able to do so for many years to come. A cowboy, inured 
to the life of the plains, might be willing to ride a hundred 
miles a day for any number of days, but he would not 
care to mix up with a five-mile sprint for three days run- 
ning at the side of a horse likely to be restless and frac- 
tious at being led at a trot. Cowboys, as a rule, are 
young men, but the officers for whom the President pro- 
poses this test will many of them be men between forty- 
five and sixty vears of age. The first three days riding 
test might well have been confined to riding and the run- 
ning test have been left to some future year when the 
Army should have become more accustomed to the strenu- 
ous demands that have been suddenly sprung upon it. 
The victims hope that the final order for the ride will 
show some modification in the method of ascertaining the 
physical soundness of a body of men who are not acro- 
hats. 
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That great difficulty is experienced in securing desira- 
lle men for the clerical corps of the Navy is illustrated 
by the fact that during the past six months but 50 per 
cent. of the men enlisted for this particular branch quali- 
fied in the yeoman school. A recent report of the Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation indicates a scarcity of men 
in the yeoman branch, and this is further emphasized by 
the present policy of the Bureau of Navigation in declin- 
ing to detail chief yeomen to shore stations because the 
services of every available chief yeoman are required 
aboard cruising ships. Such a condition is due to no 
other causes than to insufficient salaries in proportion 
to the qualifications required, and the disagreeable and 
unnatural conditions to be met, and to the fact that there 
are no inducements in the way of promotion, ete., which 
exist in every other branch of the Service. A recent or- 
der requires that all “chief yeomen must be fair stenog- 
raphers,” but the reason for this requirement is not ap- 
parent, as it is only necessary that those yeomen detailed 
for duty with a commander-in-chief, commanding officer, 
and perhaps an executive officer, be stenographers, and 
besides all men who are competent yeomen do not possess 
an aptitude for stenography. Rather eliminate such a 
qualification as applying to all chief yeomen, and issue 
certificates of qualification as stenographers to all yeo- 
men who may qualify by examination, and allow the 
holders of such certificates to receive $5 extra per month. 
There is a dearth of competent stenographers in the Navy, 
and there is a great demand for them, therefore, the ne- 
cessity of encouragement; and is there any reason why 
they should not receive extra compensation for special ap- 
titude, as well as seamen gunners, coxswains and even 
messmen, ete.? ‘The yeomen of the Service complain of 
insufficient pay, which they assert is less in proportion 
to services rendered under conditions they are obliged to 
meet than any others, except it be the Hospital Corps. 
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The Army Board, of which Major General Duvall is 
president, appointed to inspect and report on the availa- 
bility of several sites proposed in the neighborhood of 
Washington for the purposes of a target range for Infan- 
try and Artillery, has the past week visited the High 
Point tract in Fairfax County, Virginia. This body of 
land is the old George Mason plantation famous in the 
history of the country as the spot where were thought 
out the great underlying principles embodied in the Vir- 
ginia Bill of Rights and the Declaration of Independence. 
The tract consists of nearly five thousand acres lying 
along the Potomac River and Occoguan .Bay, much 
of it being open level or rolling plowland. There are nu- 
merous points where piers may be constructed and the 
whole region is susceptible of easy improvement with 
roads. Springs of pure water abound and there is abund- 
ant timber that can be cut up for building purposes. The 
defects of the place are that there are marshes nearby 
and railroad communication would have to be supplied by 
constructing an electric road, as the nearest station on 
the Richmond and Danville is nine miles off. Washing- 
ton was a frequent visitor to Gunston and used to play 
chess with George Mason on the porch of the old mansion 
overlooking the Potomac. On the place is the old Mason 
burying ground, where Masons, Lees and Fitzhughs for 
generations back are buried. These things may not add 
practically to the advantages of a target range, but when 
thrown in add a sentimental interest worth considering. 
There is doubt if the government will buy the range this 
year. The House threw out the item and the Senate 
seems likely to consider many other things more pressing 
this year. 
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It is reported that military men in Norfolk, Va., with- 
out exception, oppose the request of the War Department 
that the 71st Virginia Regiment be assigned as either a 
“reserve” or as a “support” for the Coast Artillery at 
Fort Monroe. It is contended that the 71st is essentially 
an infantry regiment; that it is drilled as infantry; 
versed in infantry tactics. and that to assign it to artil- 
lery duty as contemplated would necessitate training in 
artillery drill and tactics, with the result that they would 
he neither artillerymen nor infantrymen. It would also 
be embarrassing, it is claimed, to the privates of the regi- 





ment, to be encamped at Old Point, since they would 
lose many of the privileges of the Chamberlin hotel and 
elsewhere, which they are accustomed to enjoy as civil- 
ians. A private in uniform is barred from many places 
near the fort, and no private, during encampment, is per- 
mitted to don civilian attire. It is unfortunate that the 
members of the 71st are opposed to coast defense duty on 
such trivial grounds. If they really knew their own in- 
terests they would be eager to accept the assignment 
planned and receive training as practical soldiers. Con- 
trary to the feeling of the 71st is that of the 72d Regi- 
ment, whose headquarters are at Luray, and which is 
made up almost entirely of the mountain companies. 
This regiment officially requested that the command be 
designated to camp cach year at Fort Monroe. Their 
request, it seems, was forwarded to Washington, but was 
disapproved in favor of the Tl1st. It is believed that 
the Government preferred the Tist on account of its 
proximity to Old Peint, which would render the expense 
of transportation and encampment comparatively smail. 
The 72d should be rewarded in its desire to be soldiers 
to be selected for coast defense duty. 
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The Ordnance Department of the Army has supplied 
the states of Alabama, Connecticut, Indiana, Iowa, 
Maine, Maryland, Nebraska, Oregon, Ohio, New Jersey, 
West Virginia, Wisconsin, part of Minnesota, part of 
New York and the Hawaiian Islands with the new 
Springfield rifles, .30 caliber, 1903 model, fitted for 1906 
ammunition. This week a letter has been sent to the 
adjutants general of all states that have not had their 
quota of rifles stating the readiness of the Department to 
furnish what number may be needed, and explaining 
how they may be secured. Each state governor will be 
required to make a requisition, and the Ordnance De- 
partment is ready to ship rifles enough for the actual 
enlisted strength of the National Guard of each state 
with ten per cent. added for newly recruited strength 
and more up to the authorized strength of 164 men for. 
engineers, 100 for Cavalry, 150 for Infantry, 109 for 
Coast Artillery, and 100 for Signal Corps, provided the 
states have adequate and suitable storage for such excess 
of rifles. The regulations under which this supply of 
rifles is made is set forth in G.O. 222, W.D., 1907. With 
the rifles will be sent bayonets, belts with clip pockets, 
and all appendages and equipments. Ammunition will 
be furnished round for round, the governors to certify 
how much of the old ammunition they have on hand, 
when the Ordnance Department will ship on the new 
ammunition and then the state authorities will ship to 
designated arsenals their supply of old ammunition. In 
this way the National Guard will at no time be without 
arms and ammunition in case of emergency. 
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The Quartermaster’s Department has prepared a set of 
specifications for portable field kitchens which can be 
taken down and transported on Army wagons or placed 
in railroad cars and carried in ordinary camp baggage. 
All pieces are required to come within a width of thirty 
inches. The floor is in such sections and made of inch- 
and-an-eighth stuff on two by four joints. The dimen- 
sions of such kitchens is twelve feet by fifteen with a 
storehouse eight by fifteen. ‘The shape is that of the lean- 
to and the whole structure is bolted together with lag 
screws so that it can quickly be taken down and put up. 
Plans also have been prepared for a mess shelter twenty 
by thirty-two feet, with two long tables with benches on 
each side of them. This is built with a comb roof, the 
height to the comb being thirteen feet. This, too, is built 
in sections that can be easily transported, the whole being 
held together with lag screws. 
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In a southwest gale and a heavy sea the new scout 
cruiser Birmingham established a new record for vessels 
of her class with reciprocating engines in her screw stand- 
ardization tests over the measured mile course off Rock- 
land, Me., March 11, making her fastest mile at the rate 
of 25.83 knots an hour, corrected speed. To accomplish 
this result her screws made two hundred revolutions per 
minute. ‘There was considerable vibration, it is said, 
when the vessel was going at top speed, but otherwise the 
tests were pronounced thoroughly satisfactory. During 
her four-hour endurance trial on March 12 the Birming- 
ham maintained a speed of 24.32 knots an hour in a run 
down the New England coast. During the four hours 
the screws averaged 191.66 revolutions a minute. From 
that average the cruiser’s speed was ascertained. The 
vessel left on a 24-hour trial on March 12. 
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The investigation of the personnel of the Navy by the 
Senate Military Committee and the inquiry into the meth- 
ods of the Electric Boat Co. by a special committee of 
the House of Representatives has made it doubtful when 
the Navy Appropriation Bill, which. was completed three 
weeks ago, will be reported to the House. The inquiry 
of the Senate Committee will probably have an important 
effect on the program and if the investigation of the Elec- 
tric Boat Co. shculd produce anything like a scandal it 
would no doubt put a quietus on the idea of authorizing 
a large number of submarines this session. Chairman 
Foss, of the House Committee, finds ‘himself in a most 
embarrassing situation with one of the most important 
bills for years on his hands and his day in court prac- 
tically crowded off the calendar. 
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The Senate Military Committee has not yet taken up 
the Army Appropriation Bill, other legislative matters 
having occupied the’ time of Senator Warren, chairman 
of the committee, and his associates. The changes likely 
to be made in the bill have been pretty well discussed 
and no great amount of time will be required to get the 
measure into shape. The committee will include in the 
bill the appropriation for additional pay for officers and 
men as authorized by the Warren bill, passed last week 
hy the Senate. The House, it will be remembered, after 
having passed the schedule for increased pay for enlisted 
men, failed to put in any appropriation therefor, so that 
if the bill had finally become law as the House left it, 
there would have been actually no increase whatever. 
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Baron Takahira, Japanese Ambassador to the United 
States, at a banquet given in his honor by the Japan So- 
ciety of New York on the evening of March 10, delivered 
an address in which he touched upon a question concern- 
ing which there has been much speculation, namely, the 
effect which war between Japan and the United States 
would probably have upon the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 
Referring to this subject, Baron Takahira said: “The 
treaty of alliance between Great Britain and Japan was 





concluded purely and simply to secure the peace and 
therefore the prosperity of the Far East. It has no ul- 
terior motives against any nation, much less against’ the 
United States.” 


If our correspondent, “Fair Play,” who writes on the 
subject of the “Equalization of Foreign Service” will 
furnish us with a roster of Philippine service we -will 
either publish it or place it where it will do the most 
good. We quite agree with our correspondent in his 
opinion that Philippine service should be equalized, and 
if he will give us the evidence to prove his statement 
that certain officers have had an excess of foreign ser- 
vice, while others have escaped it altogether, we shall 
be glad to get it, and do not doubt the Chief of Staff 
will also. We are quite sure that there is no disposition 
to do injustice. 
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The report of the Marix board that tested the subma- 
rines Octopus and Lake at Newport last May, and which 
has been withheld from publication, has been included in 
the statements made before the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs. It presents many interesting features of the 
competition between the two boats and shows that the 
board took into account the good points of both boats 
quite impartially. There is from time to time in the lan- 
guage of the report a suggestion that neither boat was 
precisely what the officers on the board would like to see 
in a boat of such type. 
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The new order rearranging the stars in the national 
flag will make necessary a good deal of work in order 


to get the one new star for Oklahoma properly on the 
blue field. All the stars in the fourth and sixth rows will 
have to be ripped off and moved along so as to let in one 
more star, and the fifth row is to be rearranged so as to 
have seven stars. When thus changed the field will have 
six rows of stars, the first, third, fourth and sixth each 
having eight stars and the second and fifth each seven. 
Fe ho prescribing the change appears under our Army 
reading. 
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At a dinner of Mrs. Hitchcock’s Entertainment Club, 
held at the Waldorf-Astoria, Tuesday evening, March 10, 
Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, U.S.N., retired, gave 
an interesting talk-on a subject entitled “Glimpses of 
My Social and Social-Official Experiences.” A speech 
was also made by Mr. Nikola Tesla, the electrical expert 
and inventor, who was, with Admiral Sigsbee, a guest of 
honor. Among those present was Col. P. St. Clair Mur- 
phy, U.S.M.C. 
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When Fort Mason, Cal., has acquired the submerged 
land along its front the transport wharves to be built 
there will furnish room for at least four Army trans- 
ports. The first step is to build the sea wall, crib wall, 
transport wharves and sheds, specifications for-. which 
have been approved by the War Department, bids to be 
opened at Fort Mason May 4 by Major George McK. 
Williamson, constructing quartermaster. Storehouses, 
shops, powerhouse, quarters and the other requirements 
of a supply depot will be provided for later on. 
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The graduating class at the Naval Academy consists 
of the entire membership of the first class as published 
in the 1908 Navy Register, with the exception of the 
following, who have either resigned, dropped back, or 
failed at the semi-annual examination, as already re- 
ported: Robert O. Bausch, Alexander M. Charlton, Jo- 
seph B. Clark, Rensselaer W. Clark and Albert M. Penn. 
This, with minor changes, will represent the class as it 
will graduate in June. It now numbers 195. 
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The bill introduced.by Senator Dick, prohibiting the 
wearing of the uniform of the National Guard just as 
the wearing of the uniform of the Regulars is forbidden, 
stands a good show of becoming law. National Guards- 
men take great interest in the measure, and it was the 
subject of careful consideration at the recent convention 
at Boston and leading members of the Guard are using 
their influence to explain the necessity for such a law and 
to show how the interest generally in the National Guard 
is fostered by such distinctive legislation. 
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Allen J. Chantry, who leads the class at the Naval 
Academy, has been appointed assistant naval constructor, 
being disqualified to continue in the line owing to defec- 
tive eyesight. He will pursue a course in the Massachu- 
setts Polytechnic Institute and then enter the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair. Chantry led his class 
through the six years, making the final high multiple of 
616.21, his nearest competitor, Whitford Drake, of Mas- 
sachusetts, being 600.51. 
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The whole matter of brigade encampments of the Army 
and Militia has been held up at the War Department un- 
til the Army Appropriation Bill passes, and it is not 
known whether there is to be an appropriation for them. 
Secretary Oliver has concluded that the chances are 
against the appropriation, but the condition of arrange- 
ments is such that little time will be lost in pushing the 
maneuvers forward if the money is forthcoming. 
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Messrs. Hatfield and Sons announce to their customers 
and those who desire military and civilian clothes that, 
on or about May 1, they will remove their business to the 
new building now in course of completion at 12 West 
Thirty-first street, New York city. “Hatfield’s best” has 
long been regarded in the Services as a sufficient endorse- 
ment of the excellence of the clothes a man is wearing. 
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The District of Columbia National Guard will not par- 
ticipate this year in the joint maneuvers with the Coast 
Artillery in coast defense; the reason assigned is that the 
District Guard is short of funds, but as the government 
would pay the cost of the maneuvers, the natural infer- 
ence is that the men of the Washington Guard do not re- 
gard the maneuvers in coast defense as quite enough of 
a frolic to suit their taste. 
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‘he Franklin Hudson Publishing Company, of Kansas 
City, Mo., announces the revision of the Cenley Seore 
book, arranged for the model 1903 rifle, with the latest 
sights and the new ammunition, reduced in size to fit the 
pocket. 
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REPORT ON THD BROWNSVILLE AFFAIR. 


The majority of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs on March 11 submitted their report of its in- 
vestigation into the shooting affray at Brownsville, Tex., 
on the night of Aug. 13, 1906, for which three com- 
panies of the 25th U.S. Infantry were discharged “with- 
out honor,” by order of the President. The committee 
conclude, “‘first, that in the opinion of this committee the 
shooting in the affray at Brownsville, on the night of 


Aug. 18-14, 1906, was done by some of the soldiers be- 
longing to the 25th U.S. Infantry, then stationed at Fort 
Brown, Tex. Second, that the testimony fails to identify 
the particular soldier or soldiers who participated in the 
shooting affray at Brownsville, Tex., on the night of Aug. 
13-14, 1906.” 

The committee began taking testimony Feb. 4, 1907, 
and continued until June 14, 1907. Meetings were re- 
sumed Nov. 18, 1907, and concluded Feb. 25, 1908. The 
witnesses numbered 162, and their testimony fills three 
volumes, containing altogether nearly six thousand pages. 
The majority report states that there is considerable con- 
tradiction in the testimony, much of it, however, upon 
irrelevant and immaterial points. ‘Taking the evidence 
as a whole,” says the report, “and reconciling it where 
possible, and giving it due and proper weight in view of 
admitted facts, your committee has considered and agreed 
to” the resolutions quoted above. ‘The majority report 
is signed by Senators Warren, Lodge, Warner, du Pont, 
Taliaferro, Foster, Overman, Frazier and McCreary. 

To the above report Senators Warren, Lodge, Warner 
and du Pont add a statement, in which they say: 

“While under the evidence it has been shown that the 
assault was perpetrated by members of the aforenamed 
battalion, it is reasonable to believe. as appears in the 
report of the Committee, that all the soldiers were: not 
concerned in the commission of the crime, either as prin- 
cipals or accessories. * * * In the present case, 
however, it would seem but justice to restore to all the 
innocent men of these companies the rights and privileges 
which bad accrued to them by reason of their previous 
service in the Army.” 

* * * “On many occasions in the past the nation 
has had reason to be proud of the enlisted men serving 
in the four colored regiments of our Regular Army. The 
action of the soldiers who participated in or withheld 
knowledge of the attack on the town of Brownsville was 
not only a crime under the statutes of the United States 
but was also a grievous wrong to their colored comrades 
in the Army, whose good name and fame it should have 
been their duty to sustain.” 

They recommended that a bill be passed authorizing the 
enlistment within one year of any of the discharged sol- 
diers who can prove that he had no guilty knowledge of 
the Brownsville affray and that he be entitled to the pay, 
allowances and other rights and benefits that he would 
he entitled to receive from said date of enlistment if he 
had been honorably discharged and had re-enlisted im- 
mediately. 

The proposed bill for the relief of innocent members 
of the discharged battalion was suggested by the Presi- 
dent in a message, in which he says: 

“The testimony secured by the committee is now avail- 
able, and I desire to revise the order of Dec. 12, 1906, 
and to have it carried out in whatever shape may he 
necessary to achieve the purpose therein set forth. The 
time limit during which it was possible to reinstate any 
individual soldiers in accordance with the terms of this 
order has, however, expired. I, therefore, recommend the 
passage of a law extending this time limit until a year 
after the passage of the law, and permitting reinstate- 
ment by direction of the President of any man who, in 
his judgment, shall appear not to be within the class 
whose discharge was deemed necessary to obtain the dis- 
cipline and morale of the Army.” 

The minority report, presented by Senator Foraker, 
which is prefaced with a careful analysis of the testi- 
mony, concludes that: 

“1. The testimony wholly fails to identify the particu- 
lar individuals, or any of them, who participated in the 
shooting affray; that the discharged soldiers of the 25th 
U.S. Infantry, or any of them, entered into any agreement 
or so-called ‘conspiracy of silence’; that the testimony is 
so contradictory, and much of it so unreliable, that it is 
not sufficient to sustain the charge that soldiers of the 
25th U.S. Infantry, or any of them, participated in the 
shooting, and that the weight of the testimony shows 
that none of the soldiers of the 25th U.S. Infantry did.” 
The following is added: ‘‘Whereas the testimony shows 
that the discharged men had a good record as soldiers, 
and thet many of them had by their long and faithful 
service acquired valuable rights of which they are de- 
prived by a discharge without honor; and whereas the 
testimony shows beyond a reasonable doubt that whatever 
may be the fact as to who did the shooting, many of the 
men so discharged were innocent of any offense in con- 
nection therewith; therefore it is, in our opinion, the duty 
of Congress to provide by appropriate legislation for the 
correction of their record and for their re-enlistment and 
reinstatement in the Army, and for the restoration to 
them of all the rights of which they have been deprived, 
and we so recommend.” 

The minority report therefore recommends the enact- 
ment of the bill, S. 2579, published on page 712 of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, March 7. 

Senator Foraker and Senator Bulkley, in addition to 
the above minority report, find as follows: **The weight 
of the testimony shows that none of the soldiers of the 
25th U.S. Infantry participated in the shooting affray.”’ 

The majority report is supplemented with an extended 
review of the testimony taken by the committee, the 
salient features of which have already been published 
in these columns. ‘This review includes the following: 
“Although the committee has devoted much time to the 
investigation, and has diligently followed every clue that 
has been suggested, and, while the proof is abundant and 
conclusive that members of the 25th Infantry were the 
perpetrators of this unprovoked attack, the evidence, we 
regret to say, fails to identify the particular soldier or 
soldiers who actively participated in the crime. It is 
perfectly manifest, however, both from the nature and 
character of the attack and the number of persons en- 
gaged in it, that it was preconcerted and probably de- 
liberately planned and executed. And it is reasonably 
certain that soldiers who did not actually participate in 
the attack must have known of it, and aided those actively 
engaged in it.” 

The minority report says that the testimony, while as 
thorough as could be obtained, is very unsatisfactory, in- 
definite, and conflicting in its nature, and that it has been 
impossible to arrive at any conclusion as to what motive 
the colored troops night have had to induce them to do 
the shooting. The report goes on to say that the only 
evidence produced which would give color to a motive is 
that there were eight gambling houses conducted in con- 
nection with the saloons in Brownsville which were fre- 


quented by white soldiers stationed at Brownsville, but 
at which the colored soldiers were not admitted. This 
resulted in a great loss of business and the gambling 
and saloon interests wanted the colored soldiers replaced 
with white. The report indicates that the information 
given the committee by the so-called gamblers was not 
satisfactory. As to the evidence of Major Penrose and 
other officers of the battalion. that the men were not 
guilty, this conclusion was arrived at after the first im- 
pression of guilt, and the report suggests in this connec- 
tion that these officers are white men and some of them 
born and reared in the South. This minority of the com- 
mittee did not feel that the conflicting and circumstantial 
evidence given by those who testified against the soldiers 
should be given more consideration, or, perhaps, even as 
much as the testimony of the officers and soldiers them- 
selves, many of whom had served faithfully, many years, 
some participating in the Indian wars, the Spanish- 
American War, and the Philippine campaigns. ‘The 
strongest evidence,’ the report continues, “if undisputed, 
implicates no greater number than from seven to twelve, 
and admitting for the sake of argument that this number 
were guilty, which the report says has not been proven. 
it is held that that fact should not justify the discharge 
of an entire battalion.”

PROGRAM FOR BATTLESHIP FLEET. 


The Bureau of Navigation gave out Wednesday the 
following official statement as to the ceremonies that are 
to take place when the battleship fleet is reviewed by the 
Secretary of the Navy on reaching the Pacific coast after 
the conclusion of target practice at Magdalena Bay. 
While the statement intimates that no plans have been 
considered as to the movements of the battleships after 
the cruise to the various Pacific ports of the United 
States there is a well defined expectation in naval circles 
that the fleet will cross the Pacific, visit Manila, and 
come home by way of Suez. The anaouncement of this 
plan may not be expected until after all danger of inter- 
national complications likely to occur is past: 

“Upon the completion of record target practice at Mag- 
dalena Bay the Atlantic Fleet will visit the following 
California ports: San Diego (Coronado). Santa Bar- 
bara, San Pedro, Santa Cruz. San Francisco, arriving 
at the latter port on May 5, 1908. As soon as the Com- 
mander-in-Chief is able to determine definitely the date 
upon which the target practice at Magdalena Bay will 





- he completed. the Department will be informed as to the 


itinerary. The Commander-in-Chief will also telegraph 
to the Governor of California the date of his arrival at 
San Diego, and telegraph the mayors of the ports to be 
visited: the date of his arrival at each port, and the 
length of the stay of the fleet. The length of stay at the 
ports named is left to the discretion of the Commander- 
in-Chief: the date of arrival in San Francisco, however, 
is fixed at May 5, 1908. 

“It is the intention of the Department to assemble 
hoth the Atlantic and Pacific fleets at San Francisco in 
May, at which time the Secretary of the Navy will review 
the combined fleets. The Yorktown will be the reviewing 
ship and will be anchored off Oakland piers ready to 
receive the Secretary of the Navy at the time of the re- 
view. The Pacific Fleet will arrive at San Francisco 
May 6, 1908. The review will take place May 8. After 
the Secretary of the Navy has reviewed the fleet, and 
the Yorktown has anchored at the head of the line, the 
flag and commanding officers of both fleets will be received 
by him on board the Yorktown. On the day of the re- 
view all vessels will be full dressed and at night the ships 
will illuminate. 

“The plans for the future movements of all vessels of 
both the Atlantic and Pacific fleets after the naval re- 
view at San Francisco have not as yet been made.” 


VOYAGE OF THE ATLANTIC FLEET. 

In the best of shape the Atlantic Battleship Fleet, under 
command of Rear Admiral Evans, arrived in Magdalena 
Bay, Lower California, March 12, from Callao, after a 
run of 3,112 knots from that port, two days ahead of the 
schedule, and covering some 12,000 knots from the start- 
ing point, Hampton Roads, Va. 

The Navy Department on March 12 received the fol- 
lowing wireless message from Rear Admiral Evans, via 
San Diego: 

“Fleet off Magdalena Bay. Will anchor there 12th, 
being eleven days, twenty hours from Callao, two days 
ahead of schedule time. Fleet in better condition than 
when it left Hampton Roads. Ready for any service on 
hour’s notice. Target practice begins as soon as ranges 
ean be established.” 

The arrival of the fleet without any mishap after its 
long voyage is certainly an event the American people 
can well be proud of, and it is the most practical evidence 
of the skill of our officers and men. 

The laying of the ranges for target practice will re- 
quire several days. The waters of Magdalena Bay are 
ideal for target practice. The bay being smooth and 
landlocked, some big records are looked for. The length 
of the record practice will depend upon Rear Admiral 
Evans, details for the remainder of the cruise being left 
much to his discretion. When he has finished with the 
target practice and maneuvers he wishes to put the 
battleships through he will notify the Navy Department 
and the mayors of ports the fleet will visit before reach- 
ing San Francisco on May 5. 

From Magdalena Bay the fleet will go to San Fran- 
cisco, a run of some 1,100 knots. This last stage of the 
journey will be a tour of social calls and shore leaves, 
with stops at San Diego, Los Angeles, Santa Barbara 
and Santa Cruz, where reception committees are plan- 
ning all manner of entertainments for officers and men. 
The bluejackets and marines will be specially cared for, 
and are promised a series of fetes which include from 
gala balls, under the patronage of exclusive sets, to 
prize fights refereed by Champion James J. Jefferies. 

Word has been received from Lieut. W. R. Gherardi, 
U.S.N., commanding the U.S.S. Yankton, that the search 
for the castaway sailor, Jeffs, who was supposed to be 
marooned on Indefatigable Island, in the Pacific ocean, 
proved unavailing. The searching party from the Yank- 
ton, which was accompanied by native guides from 
Chatham Island, found a signal pole erected by Jeffs, 
and also an old razor with his name on it, but no other 
trace of Jeffs. There is a bare possibility that he might 
have been picked up by some passing ship, but it is 
deemed doubtful. The Yankton is now en route to 





Magdalena Bay to join the fleet. 
The torpedoboat flotilla, under Lieut, Comdr. H. I. 
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Cone, left Callao March 9 for Panama. The people of 
Peru during the eight days’ visit of the flotilla, lost no 
opportunity to further display their hospitality toward 
the American naval officers and men. 

Lieutenant Commander Cone put his boats through a 
series of maneuvers, for the benefit of his own men and 
the enjoyment of specially invited guests on several oc- 
casions. Many entertainments were given in both Callao 
and Lima in honor of the Americans. 

The Casino Chorrillos gave a breakfast Mareh 8 to 
the officers of the flotilla. The afternoon was pleasantly 
spent in dancing. Sefior Valarde, president of the Casino, 
welcomed the Americans in an address. He declared 
that Peru admired and loved the American uniform, as 
shown by the reception accorded the visitors by all 
classes in the Republic. He offered a toast to “the great 
and glorious future of the United States.” : 

Comdr. A. W. Grant, of the supplyship Arethusa, re- 
sponded in English, declaring that although he could not 
speak Spanish, he understood enough of Sefior Velarde’s 
address to comprehend the sincerity of the welcome. 

The flotilla is expected to arrive at Panama on March 
16, and Minister Squires will give the officers a reception 
that afternoon, followed by a dinner at night, after 
which they will attend a reception given by the Presi- 
dent and Mrs, Amador. 

The men of the flotilla will be asked to attend a bull 
fight as the guests of the Republic of Panama, where 
they will be regaled with beer and sandwiches. The 
University Club will tender the officers a smoker and 
the 'Tivoli Club will probably give a dance in their honor. 
These features and visits to points of interest on the 
canal will complete the entertainment during their visit 
in Panama. The city will be gaily decorated in honor 
of the visitors. 

LOBENITZ SYSTEM OF ROCK EXCAVATION. 

In our issue of Feb. 8 we called attention to the Lobnitz 
system of rock breaking as applicable to the service of 
the Panama Canal. 'This was followed by the appearance 
of the following article in the Canal Record of Feb. 26: 

The Isthmian Canal Commission has ordered_from Lobnitz 
& Co., Ltd., of Renfrew, Scotland, one of their 15-ton rock 
breakers for use in subaqueous excavation at the Pacific end 
of the canal, between Miraflores and La Boca. The breaker, 
in brief, is a steel spar weighing about fifteen tons, mounted 
on a suitable barge, with a boiler, derrick and hoisting engine. 
The end of the steel spar is armed with an armor piercing 
shell of chrome steel, and in operation the spar is raised and 
dropped until the rock it strikes is broken into small frag- 
ments to the depth of three or more feet. The barge is then 
moved a few feet and the operation resumed. After an area 
of reck has been broken it is picked up with an ordinary 
ladder dredge, carried out to sea and dumped. These breakers 
have done very successful work in the English harbor of 
Blythe, and in deepening the Suez Canal. Working with ladder 
dredges, rock has been removed at a cost of seventy-five cents 
per yard. No drilling or blasting, with its attendant heavy 
expense and frequent loss of life, is required. Delivery of the 
breaker ordered by the. Commission is promised at Colon, 
knocked down, in about five and a half months. It will be 
set up on the La Boca shipways and will be in operation, it is 
thought, in about seven months. 

Brysson Cunningham, in the last number of Cassier’s 
Magazine, says: ‘This system, though undoubtedly 
first introduced into maritime work forty years ago 
at the port of Cette, has only within a comparatively 
recent period received the attention which it merits; but 
it has latterly been very enterprisingly developed and 
improved at the hands of Messrs. Lobnitz & Co., of Ren- 
frew, who have made it a specialty. It is interesting to 
uote that the mere statical pressure of a ram of 15 tons 
weight (18 tons in water) bearing upon a point of one 
centimeter area is five times the limit of resistance of the 
hardest rock, and when the ram falls through a height 
of ten feet the accumulated energy on the point is twen- 
ty-three times the average energy accumulated per square 
centimeter of the section of a shell issuing from the most 
powerful gun existing. The heavier ram with the shorter 
fall has proved itself the more effective; there is more 
pulverization and less fissuring. The débris, in short, is 
produced in a better form for removal by dredging. Rams 
of 6, 5 and 4 tons are in common service for the lighter 
classes of rock. 

“Rams are now generally made to a standard weight 
of one ton per meter, so that a 15-ton ram indicates a 
length of approximately 50 feet. The heaviest ram stat- 
ed to have been employed up to the present time has 
weighed 20 tons; but there is no apparent reason why so 
great a weight as this should not be exceeded where cir- 
cumstances permit of the advantageous employment of 
the increased inertia. 

“The nature of the point, or cutter, is a very impor- 
tant consideration in regard to effective work. It is de- 
tachable from the shaft, and is made of a special quality 
of forged steel adapted to the particular variety of rock 
which is to be dealt with. It is not by any means a 
necessary conclusion that the harder the rock, the harder 
the steel. In rocks of great hardness, such as granite, 
a tough steel is the greater desideratum, while a hard 
steel may he ‘used very effectively in friable sandstone. 
In any case, the cutters are made harder in the interior 
than on the surface, so as to maintain a sharp point un- 
der wear.” 

It is roughly estimated that two cubie feet of rock 
ean be dislodged by each blow. In the sandstone bed of 
the River Mersey and in the sandstone at Blyth the cost 
of breaking up rock was found to be a fraction less than 
12d. per cubic yard, including everything except insur- 
ance, establishment charges, interest and depreciation. 
A still hetter showing of 8.94d. per cubic yard was made 
at the Manchester ship canal, and in one month 17,400 
cubic vards of rock were broken at a cost of only 5.39d. 
per eubie yard.

RECENT DBHATHS. 


Major Charles ©. Churchill, U.S.A., retired, who died 
at his residence in Newport, R.I., March 6, 1908, was a 
veteran of the Mexican and Civil wars, and was born 
in Pennsylvania July 18, 1825. He was appointed a 
second lieutenant in the 3d U.S. Artillery March 3, 1848: 
was promoted first lieutenant June 30, 1852; captain in 
May, 1861, and was retired Feb. 28, 1862, for disability 
in the line of duty. He was advanced to major on the 
retired list April 23, 1904. Major Churchill went to 
Newport to live soon after his retirement. His wife died 
several years ago. 

On March 8 at Seattle, Wash., occurred the death of 
Capt. D. J. Ainsworth, U.S. Revenue Cutter Service, the 
officer having shot himself with a revolver on board the 
Rush, under his command. Captain Ainsworth was born 
May 28, 1860, at Boston Mass., and was appointed a ca- 
det in the Revenue Cutter Service from Virginia June 
8, 1883.

Chief Btsn. William Anderson, U.S.N., on duty at the 
navy yard, Brooklyn, N.Y., died at that place March 11, 
1908. He was born in Sweden, and was appointed a 
boatswain Dec. 12, 1881, previously serving nine years 
and three months as an enlisted man. He was appointed 
chief boatswain March 3, 1899, and had been in charge 
of the rigging lofts at the yard for twenty-five years.

Harper’s Weekly for March 14, 1908, pays a feeling 
tribute to Prof. Henry Loomis Nelson, who was the 
father of Mrs. Williams, the wife of Capt. James M. 
Williams, U.S. Army. A page of the Weekly is occupied 
with the representation of a handsome tomb dedicated 
to Professor Nelson, with the date of his birth, Jan. 5, 
1846, and his death, Feb. 29, 1908. On the page follow- 
ing is this: “Died, Feb. 29, 1908, Henry Loomis Nelson, 
journalist, a true patriot, a noble man, a beautiful spirit. 
God rest his sturdy soul!” To which we respond with all 
our heart, as the result of an acquaintance with Pro- 
fessor Nelson extending over many years. As Harper’s 
Weekly says, so say we: “He could think and reason 
straight and clearly. He had integrity. industry, char- 
acter. He had lived a full life in the midst of important 
affairs, had known well many men worth knowing, and 
for at least thirty years had been a student and a teacher 
of the greater sort of politics, and kept keen by constant 
use his faculties of observation and comment.’ Gradu- 
ated at Williams in 1867, Nelson studied law at Colum- 
bia, and after a brief experience became a journalist of 
distinction, ending his days as professor of political sci- 
ence at Williams College, writing occasional articles for 
Harper’s Magazine, the North American Review, the 
Atlantic Monthly. and other periodicals. Thirty-five 
years ago Mr. Nelson wrote a novel called “John Ran- 
toul,” which was published by James R. Osgood and Com- 
pany. He published in 1884 a little book on “Our Un- 
just Tariff Law,” and another in 1896 called “The Moncey 
We Need.” 

Percival Green Lowe passed away in San Antonio, 
Tex.. Thursday, March 5. The body will be taken to 
Leavenworth, Kas., for burial. He leaves two sons, 
Major W. G. S. Lowe, commandant of the Western Mili- 
tary Academy at Upper Alton, Ill., and Capt. P. G. Lowe, 
jr.. U.S.A., retired, and two daughters, Mrs. Samuel 
Wilson, of Leavenworth, and Mrs. Lloyd McCormick, of 
Governors Island.

Doctor Johnson was found and 
at once procured his mount and set off in the dark for 
the sixty-five-mile ride to Cheyenne. He reached the 
hospital at the Cheyenne Agency just at dawn after a 
hard ride of eight hours. Just as he entered the hospital 
tent he found the Agency doctor, who had despaired of 
the arrival in time of Surgeon Johnson, bending over 
the Captain in the act of making an incision. Doctor 
Johnson at once assumed charge of the case, assisted 
by the Agency doctor. The operation was successfully 
performed, and Surgeon Johnson remained with the Cap- 
tain for a week sntil he was well enough to be removed 
to Des Moines, Ia., a journey of 600 miles. A special 
engine and car were procured, through the courtesy of 
the superintendent of the Elkhorn and Missouri River 
Railway, and it was given precedence over all other 
trains.

Beyond being bruised from head to foot, and suf- 
fering a hadly sprained ankle, which will keep her on 
erutches for a while, she was not otherwise injured, but 
her sliding and bounding over a thousand feet obstructed 
with huge boulders and large pine trees and escaping with 
her life was marvelous.

The distances for the National Team Match, at Camp 
Perry next August, remain unchanged, but an important 
change has been made in the order of fire. ;The skirmish 
run will come in as the fifth stage, being preceded by the 
200 yards slow, the 200 yards rapid. the 600 and 800 
yards stages, and followed by the 1,000-yards stage. In 
the National Individual Match the skirmish run will come 
first, as last year. Hight additional gold, silver and 
bronze medals, twenty-four in all, will be given in the in- 
dividual match, the cash prizes remaining the same. The 
ammunition in the National Matches is confined to that 
manufactured by the government, but ammunition from 
private manufacturers can be used in most of the matches 
of the National Rifle Association. The cartridge for the 
new Springfield rifle has a bullet weighing 150 grains, 
which has a bearing surface of .33 of an inch. The 
charge of pyrocellulose powder used imparts to the bullet 
muzzle a velocity of 2,750 feet per second. This powder 
was developed to decrease the erosion accompanying high 
velocity. With the old powder developing 2,750 feet, the 
life of a gun was reduced to about 1,000 rounds, while 
with the new powder the Ordnance Department reports 
the life of a barrel to be between five and six thousand 
rounds. 
$y the courtesy of the Chief of Ordnance, U.S. Army, 
we are permitted to publish this week the tabulated data 
on the subject of the effect of drift, wind, and change in 
elevation on the new model rifle of 1906 bullet when fired 
from the model of 1903 rifle, with a muzzle velocity of 
2,700 feet per second. The tables giving this data will 
be found on page 750. 


The report of the Wainwright Commission, appointed 
by Governor Hughes, of New York, to inquire into the 
condition of the National Guard, was made public on 
March 12. The members of the commission were: Col. 
William Cary Sanger, chairman; Major Gen. William A. 
Kobbé, U.S.A.: Francis G. Landon, Senator Martin 
Saxe, Senator Albert TIT’. Fancher, Senator Charles H. 
Fuller, Assemblyman J. Mayhew Wainwright, Assembly- 
man Thomas H. Todd and ex-Assemblyman George L. 
Xaldwin and Col. Walter S. Schuyler, U.S.A., who acted 
as military adviser of the commission. The report as to 
discipline and efficiency is in the main creditable to the 
force. It contains nothing of a sensational or of a rad- 
ical nature. The commission report that in their judg- 
ment the condition in the Guard as to integrity is good, 
notwithstanding the individual cases, which they severely 
condemn, and the lax financial methods with regard to 
county and civil funds, with regard to which they make 
specific recommendations for improvement. ‘While there 
has been a steady progress toward a high standard of 
efficiency and discipline,” says the Commission, “we think 
it necessary to observe that the habit of discipline: has 
not been sufficiently acquired throughout the Guard.” It 
is recommended that salaries should only ‘be paid to those 
officers who devote their entire time to the work of the 
Guard, and that other officers shouJd be paid only when 


on ordinary duty. The payment of double salary to the 
same officer should be forbidden. The report recommends 
the establishment of a militia council, somewhat analo- 
«ous to the General Staff of the Army, two of whom are 
to leave the council every year. This body is to be 
charged with the duty of considering and reporting upon 
all questions concerning the organization, efficiency and 
the welfare of the Guard. It is believed that this council 
will not only be of practical value, but will tend to 
lessen the chance of misunderstandings such as have 
arisen in the past between the Major General and the 
Adjutant General of the State. The standardizing of 
armories is recommended, tending to prevent undue ex- 
travagance in the cost. It is recommended that upon 
the application of two-thirds of the officers of any regi- 
ment the system of appointing officers should be substi- 
tuted for that of election. A fixed age is set beyond 
which an officer shall not be permitted to hold a com- 
mission. This applies only to officers to be appointed 
after the passage of the proposed military law. No 
officer so appointed would be allowed. to remain in serv- 
ice after sixty-five years of age. Reference is made to 
the difficulty experienced in securing competent officers in 
sufficient numbers, and in this connection there is recom- 


‘mended an increased money allowance to officers. A re- 


vised military code is also submitted by the commission. 


A telegram from Omaha, Nebr., under date of March 
10, states that the land upon which Fort Niobrara is 
built is being sold over and over again by a gang of 
swindlers operating in the East. The Land Office at 
Valentine, near the fort, is being deluged with letters 
from all parts of the country asking about the land, 
which the writers say they have purchased in sections 
and half-sections, with abstracts furnished by the “Pub- 
lic Abstractor of the State of Nebraska,’’ which show 
the title to be perfect, but there is no such office in the 
state, and the deeds are fraudulent.

G.O. 29, MAROH 5, 1908, WAR DEPT. 

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.O.M. at the 
Presidio of San Francisco, of which Lieut. Col. Frederick 
Marsh, C.A.C., was president, and Capt. Edwin G. Davis, C. 
A.C., judge advocate, for the trial of 1st Lieut. Herbert G. 
Millar, 4th Field Art. 

Charge I.—‘‘Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man, in violation of the 61st Article of War.’’ 

The specification alleged that the accused duplicated his 
pay accounts, and that he failed to pay certain debts. He was 
found guilty and sentenced to dismissal, as we have hereto- 
fore announced, and the President approved the sentence, to 
fake effect March 5, 1908. 


ARMY SMALL ARMS COMPETITION. 


G.O. 31, MARCH 7, 1908, WAR DEPT. 

1. The following instructions for holding the annual small- 
arms competitions of the Army in 1908 are promulgated: 

Rifle Competitions. 

(a) Combined departmental small arms competitions, in- 
stead of the divisional ones prescribed in the Firing Regula- 
tions, will be held under the names and at the places indicated 
below and will be under the supervision of the department 
commanders hereinafter: named, as follows: 

Atlantic (comprising the troops stationed in the Department 
of the East and the Department of the Gulf), at Fort Niagara, 
N.Y., under the direction of the commanding general, Depart- 
ment of the East. 

Northern (comprising the troops stationed in the Depart- 
ment of Dakota, the Department of the Lakes, and the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri), at Fort Sheridan, Ill., under the direc- 
tion of the commanding general, Department of the Lakes. 

Pacific (comprising the troops stationed in the Department 
of California and the Department of the Columbia), at the 
Presidio of Monterey, Cal., under the direction of the com- 
manding general, Department of California. 

Southwestern (comprising the troops stationed in the De- 
partment of the Colorado and the Department of Texas), at 
Leon Springs, Texas, under the direction of the commanding 
general, Department of Texas. 

(b) The competition of the troops comprising the Army of 
Cuban Pacification will be designated as the Cuban Rifle 
Competition, and will be held as directed by the commanding 
general of that army, after the close of the regular season for 
troops of that command. 

(ec) The Army Rifle Competition will be held at Fort Sheri- 
dan, Ill., under the supervision of the commanding general, 
Department of the Lakes. Record firing will be commenced 
on August 10, and will be preceded by the usual preliminary 
practice on Aug. 7 and 8. 

Pistol Competitions. 

(a) Each combined departmental pistol competition and the 
Cuban Pistol Competition will be held at the places of the 
rifle competitions, -respectively, and will be commenced im- 
mediately after the latter shall have been completed. 

(b) The Army Pistol Competition will be held at Fort 
Sheridan, Ill., and will begin immediately after the completion 
of the Army Rifle Competition. 

2. All combined departmental competitions must be finished 
on or before Aug. 1, to enable competitors for the Army rifle 
and pistol teams to reach Fort Sheridan not later than Aug. 
5, to which place they will be sent by their respective depart- 
ment commanders. " 3 

Competitors for the Army rifle and pistol teams from the 
Cuban competitions will be sent to Fort Sheridan by the com- 
manding general of the Army of Cuban Pacification. 4 

The commanding officer of each organization from which a 


> competitor is selected will send two dollars to the officer hav- 


ing charge of the competition attended by that competitor, 

for the betterment of the competitors’ mess. . x 
It being impracticable for the enlisted competitors to utilize 

rations of any kind, commutation thereof will be paid in ad- 


vance at the rate of one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) a day 
for each man for the number of days’ travel required under 
this order. ; 

3. The Army competitions will be under the supervision of 
the commanding general, Department of the Lakes, who is 
charged with the arrangement of all necessary details, and 
who, on completion of the competitions, will order all the en- 
listed men connected therewith to return to their proper sta- 
tions, excepting those who succeed in obtaining places on the 
Army teams, and these, with such commissioned competitors 
as shall make scores equal to or greater than the smallest 
scores made on the Army teams, will, if they so desire, be 
sent by the commanding general, Department of the Lakes, to 
Camp Perry, Port Clinton, Ohio, to take part in the National 
Individual Match, the National Pistol Match, and the matches 
of the National Rifle Association; the National Matches will 
begin at that place on Aug. 21. The officer in charge of the 
Army competitions and all officers who serve as his assistants 
in conducting those competitions, when they have completed 
their duties in connection therewith, will also be directed by 
the commanding general, Department of the Lakes, to proceed 
to Camp Perry in time to report to the executive officer of the 
National Match not later than Aug. 20, 1908, for duty in con- 
nection with the National Matches. All officers and enlisted 
men connected with the National Matches will be sent by the 
commanding general, Department of the Lakes, to their proper 
stations upon the completion of those matches. 

Enlisted men who are members of the Army teams or of the 
United States Cavalry Team or the United States Infantry 
Team may be granted furloughs of not exceeding twenty days 
in returning to their respective stations. ; a8 

It being impracticable for the enlisted competitors to utilize 
rations of any kind, commutation thereof will be paid in ad- 
vance at the rate of one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) a day 
for each man for the number of days’ travel required under 
this order. 


G.O. 32, MARCH 9, 1908, WAR DEPT. 

I. Amends Paragraphs 122, 213, 320, 915, 961, 999, 1229 
and 1191, Army Regulations. The black face type shows the 
amendments. . 

122. When a report is received of the apprehension or sur- 
render of a deserter at a post other than the station of his 
company, his company commander will immediately forward 
his descriptive list, military record, and statement of accounts, 
and the names of the witnesses and a brief statement of the 
evidence expected from each, together with a complete set of 
charges against the deserter, to the officer who makes the re- 
port. In cases reported to the War Department under the 
provisions of Par. 118, the descriptive list, military record 
and statement of accounts will be furnished by the Adjutant 
general of the Army, and the charges will then be preferred 
at the post where the prisoner is held. é : 

213. The field or union of the national flag in use in the 
Army will, from and after July 4, 1908, consist of forty-six 
stars, in six rows, the first, third, fourth and sixth rows to 
have eight stars, and the second and fifth rows seven stars 
each, in a blue field, arranged as follows: 














420. Under no circumstances will regimental, bakery, com- 
pany, mess, hospital, post exchange, or band funds be taken 
away from the post where the organization to which they per- 
tain is stationed, except as may be ry to pay indebted 
ness or for deposit in a bank. 

Should the officer who is custodian of any of these funds be 
absent from the post, on leave or otherwise, for any period 
beyond three and less than ten days, he will leave the funds 
with the officer acting in his place, taking memorandum re- 
ceipt therefor. If an officer is to be absent for more than ten 
days he will regularly transfer the funds of which he is cus- 
todian to his successor. 

Company, post exchange, bakery and other funds authorized 
by: Par. 312 will, if deposited in a bank, be placed under theic 
official designation, as, for example, Company Fund, Company 
B, 21st Infantry, and not to the credit of the officer who is 
custodian. 

915. Is amended by adding the following: When property 
ordered ‘‘to be turned in to depot’’ on the recommendation 
of an inspector is found, upon receipt at the depot, to be in 
such condition that it cannot be made suitable for issue, it 
may be destroyed or broken up under such instructions as may 
be given by the head of the department concerned. 

961. Charges against an enlisted man forwarded to the 
authority competent to appoint a general court-martial for 
his trial will be accompanied by the statement of service 
properly filled out, the proper evidence of previous convictions, 
if any, and a brief statement of the evidence expected from 
each witness, together with a statment of any other available 
evidence in the case. 

999. A civilian not in government employ duly summoned 
to appear as a witness before a military court will receive 
$1.50 a day for each day actually spent by him in attendance 
upon the court, but in Alaska, east of the 141st degree of 
west longitude, he will receive $2 a day, and west of that de- 
gree $4 a day. He will receive five cents a mile for going 
from his place of residence to the place of trial or hearing, 
and five cents a mile for returning, but in Alaska, east of the 
141st degree of west longitude, he will receive ten cents a 
mile, and west of that degree fifteen cents a mile. In Wyo- 
ming, Montana, Washington, Oregon, California, Utah, New 
Mexico, Arizona, Porto Rice and Cuba, he will receive fifteen 
cents for each mile necessarily traveled over any stage line or 
by private conveyance, and in Porto Rico and Cuba ten cents 
for each mile over any railway in such travel. 

1129. Is amended by adding the following after the figures 
**1142’’: Transportation for 250 pounds of baggage, including 
150 pounds usually carried free by railroads, is authorized for 
Army nurses when they join for duty under the first order, 
upon permanent change of station, and on return to their 
homes upon annulment of contract. 

Receipts covering an excess of baggage will contain certifi- 
cates as to whether transportation for such excess has been 
furnished. 

1191. This is amended so as to read ‘‘100 enlisted men’’ in 
connection with the allowance of corn brooms, scrubbing 
brushes, and mops. 

II. Paragraphs 641, Army Regulations, as amended by Par. 
I, G.O. 9, W.D., Jan. 17, 1907, and by Par. II, G.O. 256, 
W.D., Dec. 31, 1907; 1079, Army Regulations, as amended 
by Par. I, G.O. 185, W.D., Sept. 4, 1907, and 1474, A.R., 
as amended by G.O. 189, W.D., Dec. 15, 1904, are further 
amended to read as follows: 

641. The giving or taking of a receipt for public money in 
blank or in advance of actual payment, or the signing of a 
check for public money in blank, is prohibited. 

1079. Public animals inspected and found unsuited for one 
branch of the Service may be transferred to another for which 
they are fitted. When of no further use for any branch of 
the Service they will be submitted to an inspector and if con- 
denmed sold at public auction or destroyed under the following 
circumstances: list, to terminate suffering (from disease or 
other cause); 2d, to prevent contagion; 3d, on account of in- 
curable disease or injury; 4th, on account of old age, when 
to sell them for work in the hands of irresponsible persons 
would be cruel and cause suffering to the animals. 

There is no change in the remainder of the paragraph. 

1474. The only change made in this paragraph is to add 
after the words ‘‘Hot Springs, Arkansas, to order him there,’’ 
on the twenty-second line the words: ‘‘and an attendant when 
necessary.’’ 





G.O. 38, MARCH 10, 1908, WAR DEPT. 
I. Amends so much of G.O. 140, W.D., June 25, 1907, as 
relates to the issue of corn brooms and scrubbing brushes. 
II. Sections two and three, Par. 6, page 6, G.O. 169, W.D., 


Aug. 14, 1907, are amended to read as follows: 
* * * * * ” 


On the full dress coat the badges will be worn in the man- 
ner prescribed for badges of military societies in Par. 8 of 
this order. 

With the dress coat and the olive drab wool Service uni- 
form a section of ribbon of the prescribed badge 3-8 inch 
long and of the full width of the ribbon will be worn in lieu 
of the badge by those entitled thereto; these ribbons to be

CIRCULAR 13, WAR DEPT., 1908. 

Sets forth the conditions approved by the Secretary of War 
for which details to the Army School of the Line should be 
made. It is stated that the ‘‘selection for detail to the Army 
School of the Line should be limited to officers of known 
ability, experience, fine record and proved scholarly attain- 
ments, as long as officers of this type are available who desire 
the detail. No officer should be selected who does not desire 
the detail. 

‘*‘The question as to whether an officer is a graduate of 
West Point or the contrary should be given no consideration 
whatever in making selections for this detail. A non-graduate 
of West Point should not be deprived of the opportunity to 
graduate from the School of the Line, provided he has the 
mental qualifications necessary to cause his instruction there 
to benefit the Service, and has sliown himself worthy of the 
detail of having been conspicuous for attention to duty and 
efficiency therein. On no other ground can a West Pointer or 
anyone else lay claim to the detail.’’

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. at Fort 
Crook, Neb., of which Col. Cornelius Gardener, 16th Inf., was 
president, and Capt. Harry F. Dalton, 16th Inf., was judge 
advocate, for the trial of 2d Lieut. John A. Barry, 2d U.S. Cav. 

The charge was “Conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military dsicpline.” 

The specifications alleged that Lieutenant Barry while on 
duty at Forts Snelling, Des Moines, and at Anamosa, Iowa, 
having received official communication from Capt. James 
Ronayne, 28th Inf.: 1st Lieut. A. M. Hall, 28th Inf.; Colonel 
West, 2d Cav.; Adjutant Gen. H. P. McCain; Capt. E. G. 
Ovenshine, 28th Inf., and from the Quartermaster General of 
the Army, neglected to make prompt reply, or acknowledge the 
receipt of the official communication. It was also alleged that 
the accused failed to give propey attention to the communica- 
tions, that he failed to comply with Cir. 25, W.D., 1906, that 
he failed to properly account for certain property. 

He was found guilty of the charge, and of several of the 
specifications, and not guilty of others, and was sentenced, ‘‘to 
forfeit to the United States $100 of his pay.” 

Brigadier General Morten, commanding the Department of 
the Missouri in reviewing the proceedings says: 

“In the foregoing case of 2d Lieut. John A. Barry, 2d 
Cav., the court ‘excepts,’ in its findings to the first, seventh 
and eighth specifications, the words ‘and did fail and neglect to 
comply with the requirements of Cir. No. 25, W.D., 1906, in 
regard thereto’; this apparently not through a lack of evidence 
to sustain his allegation, but in deference to the plea of 
accused that he did not become aware of the contents of this 
circular until about Oct. 8, 1907, or more than a year after its 
promulgation. This plea, in the opinion of the reviewing au- 
thority, should have been disregarded. 

“‘An order affecting a military person becomes operative as 
to such person when he has received military notice of its ex- 
istence and contents; that is, if the order be general in char- 
acter it becomes operative when it has been formally promul- 
gated to the command to which it pertains.’—(Davis’s Military 
Law, 288.) Thus a general order or circular emanating from the 
War Department, which sets forth a binding general rule 
of action, intended for the guidance of the Army as a whole, 
becomes operative upon its publication and distribution ; and 
every officer is charged with the duty of familiarizing himself 
with the contents thereof within a reasonable time. If he has 
omitted this duty he cannot be permitted to plead his own 
neglect in extenuation or excuse of his failure to comply with 
the provisions of such an order or circular. J ’ 

“Subject to the foregoing remarks the procedings, findings 
and sentence are approved. The sentence will be duly executed. 
Orders have heretofore been issued releasing Lieutenant Barry 
from arrest and restoring him to duty.’’

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A NEW MEDICAL CORPS BILL. 


A new Medical Corps bill has been introduced in the 
Senate by Mr. Depew by request, S. 6001. It is the same 
as the bill that follows: 


H.R. 18885, Mr. Cocks (by request).—That from and after 
the approval of this act the Medical Department of the U.S. 
Army shall consist of a Medical Corps and a Medical Reserve 
Corps, as hereinafter provided; and the Hospital Corps, as now 
provided by law, shall constitute the enlisted force of the Medical 
Corps, the Nurse Corps, and dental surgeons, as now established 
by law. 

Sec. 2. That the Medical Corps, thrceugh its officers, shall 
have supervision and control of the hygiene and sanitation of 
posts, camps, commands, and troops under such regulations 
as the President may establish, with authority to issue and en- 
force such orders as will prevent or diminish disease, except 
that, when such orders interfere with necessary war operations, 
the military commander may suspend them. 

Sec. 3. That when the Army is engaged in active military 
operations (that is, when a state of war exists) the trans- 
portation necessary to transport medical and hospital stores and 
supplies of all kinds and the sick and wounded of the Army, 
whether by land or water, shall be under the exclusive control 
of the Medical Corps. 

Sec. 4. That the officers of the Medical Corps shall consist 
of one major general, who shall be chief of the corps; five 
brigadier generals, twenty colonels, twenty-four lieutenant col- 
onels, 120 majors, and 316 captains and first lieutenants, who 
shall have rank, pay, and allowances of officers of correspond- 
ing grades in the Cavalry arm of the Service. Immediately fol- 
lowing the approval of this act all officers of the Medical De- 
partment then in active service shall be recommissioned in the 
grades in the Medical Corps established by this act, in the order 
of their seniority, and without loss of relative rank in the Army. 

Sec. 5. That so many of the senior officers of the corps as 
may be necessary, the chief of the corps excepted, shall be as- 
signed to duty as sanitary inspectors and medical directors 
upon the staff of commanders of departments, divisions, corps, 
and armies as may be organized; that their duties shall relate 
to the administration and inspection of the Medical Corps and 
the protection of the troops against disease in their respective 
departments. divisions, corps, or armies. 

Sec. 6. That there shall be established a department of 
pharmacy with a commissioned officer at the head, who shall 
rank as colonel, and with such number of commissioned sub- 
ordinates with rank of majors, captains, and lieutenants as may 
be determined by the chief of the Medical Corps and the Sec- 
retary of War, all of whom must be graduates of some recog- 
nized college of pharmacy. This department shall be charged 
with the purchase and distribution of all medical and hospital 
supplies; the care, preservation, and -preparation of medicine, 
dressings, books, and appliances, and the sterilization and care 
of all instruments. It shall also be charged with the clerical 
work, the maintenance of records and correspondence relating 
to hospitals and their inmates, the rendering of returns, re- 
ports, and records pertaining to the sick and wounded. 

Sec. 7. That promotions in the Medical Corps to fill vacan- 
cies in the several grades created or caused by this act, or here- 
after occurring, shall, except in the case of the chief of the 
corps, be made according to seniority, subject to such examina- 
tions as are now established by law for officers of the line and 
other staff corps. 

Sec. 8. That no person shall receive an appointment as first 
lieutenant in the Medical Corps unless he shall have been ex- 
amined and approved by an Army medical board consisting of 
not less than three surgeons or asistant surgeons designated 
by the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 9. That no officer of the Medical Corps shall be pro- 
moted therein until he shall have successfully passed an ex- 
amination before an Army medical board consisting of not less 
than three officers of the Medical Corps to be designated by the 
Secretary of War, such examinations to be prescribed by the 
Secretary of War and to be held at such time anterior to the 
accruing of the right to promotion as may be for the best in- 
terests of the Service: Provided, That should any officer of 
the Medical Corps fail in his physical examination and 
found incapacitated for service by reason of physical disability 
contracted in the line of duty he shall be retired with the rank 
te which his seniority entitled him to be promoted, but if he 
should be found disqualified for promotion for any other reason 
a second examination shall not be allowed, but the Secretary 
of War shall appoint a board of review, to consist of three 
medical officers superior in rank to the officer examined, none of 
whom shall have served as a member of the board which ex- 
smined him. If the unfavorable finding of the examining board 
is approved by the board of review, the officer reported dis- 
qualified for promotion shall, if a first lieutenant or captain, 
be honorably discharged from the Service with one year’s pay, 
and if a major or lieutenant colonel shall be debarred from 
promotion, and the officer next in rank, if found qualified, shall 
be promoted to the vacancy. If the action of the examining 
board is disapproved by the board of review, the officer shall 
be considered qualified and shall be promoted. 

See. 10. That nothing in this act shall be construed to legis- 
late out of the Service any officer now in the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army, nor to affect the relative rank for promotion 
of any medical officer now in the Service, or who may here- 
after be appointed therein, as determined by the date of his 
appointment or commission. 

Sec. 11. That for the purpose of securing a reserve corps 
of medical officers available for military service the President 
of the United States is authorized to issue commissions as first 
lieutenants therein to such graduates of reputable schools of 
medicine, citizens of the United States, as shall from time to 
time, upon examination to be prescribed by the Secretary of 
War, be found physically, mentally, and morally qualified to 
hold such commissions, the persons so commissioned to consti- 
tute and be known as the Medical Reserve Corps. The com- 
missions so given shall confer upon the holders all the au- 
thority, rights and privileges of commissioned officers of the 
like grade in the Medical Corps of the United States Army, 
except promotion, but only when called into active duty as 





hereinafter provided and during the period of such active 
duty. Officers of the Medical Reserve Corps shall have rank in 
said corps according to date of their commissions therein, and 
when employed on active duty, as hereinafter provided, shall 
rank next below all other officers of like grade in the United 
States Army: Provided, That contract surgeons now in the 
military service who receive the favorable recommendation of 
the Surgeon General of the Army shall be eligible for appoint- 
ment in said Reserve Corps without further examination. 

Sec. 12. That in emergencies the Secretary of War may 
order officers of the Medical Reserve Corps to active duty in 
the service of the United States in such numbers as the public 
interests may require and may continue such officers on such 
duty so long as their services are necessary: Provided, That 
nothing in this act shal) be construed as authorizing an officer 
of the Medical Reserve Corps to be ordered upon active duty, 
as herein provided, who is unwilling to accept such service, 
nor to prohibit an officer of the Medical Reserve Corps not 
designated for active duty from serving with the militia, or 
with the Volunteer troops of the United States, or in the Ser- 
vice of the United States in any other capacity; but when so 
serving with the militia or with Volunteer troops or when em- 
ployed in the Service of the United States in any other capacity, 
an officer of the Medical Reserve Corps shall not be subject to 
call for duty under the terms of this section: And provided 
further, That the President is authorized to honorably discharge 
from the Medical Reserve Corps any officers whose services are 
no longer required: And provided further, That officers of the 
Medical Reserve Corps who apply for appointment in the Medi- 
cal Corps of the Army may, upon the recommendation of the 
Surgeon General, be placed on active duty by the Secretary 
cof War and ordered to the Army Medical School for instruction 
and further examination to determine their fitness for com- 
mission in the Medical Corps. 

See. 13. That officers of the Medical Reserve Corps when 
called upon active duty in the Service of the United States, as 
provided in Sec. 8 of this act, shall be subject to the laws, 
regulations, and orders for the government of the Regular 
Army, and during the period of such service shall be entitled 
to the pay and allowances of first lieutenants of the Medical 
Corps with increase for length of service now allowed by law, 
said increase to be computed only for time of active duty: Pro- 
vided, That no officer of the Medical Reserve Corps shall be 
entitled to retirement or retirement pay, nor shall he be en- 
titled to pension except for physical disability incurred while 
in active duty and in line of duty.

viving officers of the Volunteer Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps who served during the Civil War.

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Secretary Metcalf, after a cabinet meeting March 13, 
announced the itinerary of the battleship fleet for its re- 
turn to the Atlantic coast. The fleet will leave San 
Francisco July 6 for Honolulu, then go to Samoa and 
Australia, stopping at Sydney or Melbourne, which has not 
been settled. Then the fleet will sail for Manila. No 
friendly visits will be made to any country.

THE PAY BILL AS ‘PASSED. 

As it was finally amended and passed the Senate March 
6, Mr. Warren’s pay bill reads as follows: 

S. 4030, To fix the pay of the Army.—Be it enacted, etc., 
That the pay of officers of the Army is hereby increased es 
follows: Of lieutenant generals, 5 per centum; of major generals, 
10 per centum; of brigadier generals, 15 per centum; of col- 
onels, lieutenant colonels, and majors, 20 per centum; of cap- 
tains, first lieutenants, and second lieutenants, 25 per centum; 
and the pay of cadets at the Military Academy is hereby in- 
creased 25 per centum: Provided, That Sec. 1267 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States is hereby repealed: Provided fur- 
ther, That nothing in this section is intended to increase or 
change or shall be construed as increasing or changing the 
present pay or allowances of any officer in the U.S. Navy, and 
the effect of this section shall only be upon the officers of the 
Army herein enumerated; and Sec. 13 of an act entitled ‘‘An 
act to reorganize and increase the efficiency of the personnel of 
the Navy and Marine Corps of the United States,’’ approved 
March 3, 1899, shall not be construed as changing the pay of 
any naval officer by reason of the provisions of this act, which 
shall apply solely to the pay of officers of the Army. 

Sec. 2. That upon the death of any commissioned officer or 
enlisted man of the Army while in the line of duty, there shall 
be paid to the widow, or to the widow and children of such 
officer or enlisted man, or to his legal representative, if there 
be no widow or childrer, in addition to the arrearages of salary 
then due, an amount equa! to six months’ of the salary which 
he was enjoying ai the time of his death. 

Sec. 3. That the average pay of enlisted men of the Army 
as now established is hereby increased 40 per centum. 

Sec. 4. That nothing herein contained shall be construed so 
as to reduce the pay or allowances now authorized by law for 
eny officer or enlisted man of the Army; and all laws or parts 
of laws inconsistent with the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed. 


In view of the statement of Mr. Hale that a bill will 
be presented in reference to the pay of the Navy and 
also of the proviso added at the end of the first section of 
the bill, Mr. Curtis, of Kansas, withdrew the following 
amendment presented by him Feb. 14: 


Insert as a new section after Section 2: ‘‘Sec. 3. That 
hereafter the pay and allowances, except forage and mileage, 
which shall be governed by existing law, of officers of the 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Revenue-Cutter Service shall be the 
same in every respect, according to rank and length of ser- 
vice, as the pay and allowances of officers of corresponding 
rank and length of service of the Army.’’ 


Mr. Culberson, of Texas, objected to an increase in the 
pay of lieutenant generals on the ground that they are 
already getting $13,000 a year, but he waived his objec- 
tion when he found that they were getting only $11,000. 

Mr. Teller, of Colorado, said that he had “not hedrd 
complaint of this increase of pay from anybody,” but he 
himself objected to giving the President power to deter- 
mine the pay of enlisted men as an unjustifiable and un- 
constitutional increase in the power of the President. He 
“If he can increase the pay to-day he can cut the 
pay down to-morrow. I believe in all times in every part 
of the world that has been recognized. It has always 
been recognized in every liberty-loving country that there 
was danger from the army. The history of the world 
has shown that in ages past great armies have determined 
who shall be the executive of the greatest and most pow- 
erful nations of the world.” It might have been well to 
ask Mr. Teller for an illustration of this in modern times, 
under constitutional government and where the control of 
appropriations for the military establishment is in the 
hands of the representatives of the people. 

Mr. Scott, of West Virginia, presented the letter of 
Major Norton, which appears elsewhere in this issue. He 
said: “There are a few Senators, perhaps, on this floor 
who had the distinction of carrying a knapsack and gun. 
They know what it is and what it has been for a common 
soldier to serve his country at $13 a month. I certainly 
hope that in this bill being passed now, when it comes to 
be incorporated in the appropriation bill there will at 
least not be any reductions, but, if anything, that the in- 
crease proposed now in the pay of the non-commissioned 
officers and privates may be increased.” 

In reference to the amendment offered by Senator Ba- 
con to give the families of those dying in the Service six 
months’ pay, Mr. Warren, who had charge of the bill, 
said: ‘Under our present lines of promotion captains 
are largely men away beyond 40, and sometimes they are 
50 years of age. The consequence is that officers marry 
late in life, and so when an officer dies he leaves a widow 
usually without any money and a family of children at 
just the age when they need money most to educate them. 


said: 
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I thank the Senator very much for his forethought in 
offering the amendment, which I most cheerfully accept, 
and I wish it were even more liberal.” 

As originally presented the amendment allowed only 
two months’ pay. Finding that it was received so fa- 
vorably, Mr. Bacon increased the allowance to six months’ 
pay. After some discussion the proviso was altered on 
the suggestion of Mr. McLaren before adoption, so as to 
include enlisted men. Mr. McLaren said: “I have no 
objection to a sum being paid to the widow and to the 
orphans of the officer who dies in the service of his coun- 
try, but there ought also te be some provision made for 
the dependent relatives of the private soldier who dies in 
the service of his country. I therefore move to amend 
the amendment by adding, after the word ‘officer,’ wher- 
ever it-occurs, the words ‘or enlisted man.’” It is a note- 
worthy fact that the amendments increasing the liberal 
provisions of the bill were made by Southern members, 
Senators Bacon, of Georgia, and McLean, of Mississippi. 

The House Naval Committee on March 12 reported the 
new Navy Pay Bill favorably. The bill provides that 
the pay and allowances, except for age and mileage, which 
shall be governed by existing law, of all officers of the 
Navy and Marine Corps shall be the same as the pay and 
allowances of officers of corresponding rank in the Army; 
that the pay of midshipmen, warrant officers, mates and 
paymaster’s clerks be increased 25 per cent.; that the 
pay and allowances of midshipmen after graduation at 
the Naval Academy shall be the same as that provided 
for second lieutenants of the Army, not mounted; that 
the pay of all enlisted, warrant and appointed officers and 
enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps on the re- 
tired list shall hereafter be based on the pay of commis- 
sioned, warrant and appointed officers. The report says: 
“The midshipmen are underpaid, and it is in the interest 
of the Service and the country that they should be paid 
sufficient to meet the actual and reasonable expenses 
which are forced upon their positions. It has been shown 
that a great majority start out in debt, and on the pres- 
ent pay it is impossible to live as is intended our officers 
should do, and keep free from debt, no matter how eco- 
nomical they may be. Your committee believes that such 
conditions should not exist, and that ample means should 
be provided for the officers of both the Army and Navy 
to enable them to maintain their positions in a creditable 
manner.” 
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THE MEDICAL CORPS BILL. 

The legislative history of S. 1424, “to increase efficiency 
of the Medical Department of the Army,” is as follows: 
It was introduced by Mr. Warren, Dec. 9, and referred 
to the Military Committee of the Senate. Jt was re- 
ported in the Senate Jan. 14, and passed the Senate 
Jan. 28. It was then referred to the Military Committee 
of the House, Jan. 29, and reported back Feb. 4, with 
the amendments, fixing the number of colonels at four- 
teen, instead of sixteen; lieutenant colonels at twenty, 
instead of twenty-four; majors at one hundred, instead 
of one hundred and ten, and limiting examinations for 
promotion to officers below the rank of lieutenant colonel. 
The following provisos are also added: “Provided further, 
That any contract surgeon, not over twenty-nine years 
of age at date of his appointment as contract surgeon, 
shall be eligible to appointment in the Regular Corps.” 
“And provided further, That any offieer of the Medical 
Reserve Corps who is subject to call and who shall be 
ordered upon active duty as herein provided, and who 
shall be unwilling and refuse to accept such service, shall 
forfeit his commission.” 

Another bill “for the reorganization of the Army Medi- 
cal Department’? was introduced this week by Mr. Cocks 
by request. It appears under the Heading ““A New Med- 
ical Corps Bill,’ on page 737, and is H.R. 18885. It 
gives the Surgeon General the rank of major, and pro- 
vides for five brigadier generals, twenty colonels, twenty- 
four lieutenant colonels, one hundred and twenty majors 
and three hundred and sixteen captains and first lieuten- 
ants, 

With the hope of obtaining properly qualified sur- 
geons to fill the existing vacancies in the Medical De- 
partment of the Army, Surgeon General O’Reilly is 
sending out circulars stating that at the examinations to 
be held in May the examining boards will have authority 
to accept certificates of graduation from reputable medi- 
cal colleges in lieu of the examination on general sub- 
jects hitherto required of applicants. Accepted candi- 
dates will then be placed in the Army Medical School 
in Washington for a six months’ course, at the end of 
which those found duly qualified will be commissioned 
according to the percentage of fitness attained. It is 
extremely doubtful, however, whether the concessions 
which the Surgeon General is willing to make in the 
matter of examinations will bring into the Medical De- 
partment a suflicient number of young surgeons to fill 
the existing vacancies. The medical service of the Army 
as now organized is not attractive to surgeons of the re- 
quired ability. The pay is inadequate, the work is hard 
and promotion is discouragingly slow. The attendance 
at the Army Medical School is steadily decreasing, there 
having been only twenty-four applicants for admission 
at the examinations held in April, 1907, none at all from 
the cities which have the best facilities for imparting 
medical education. It is not believed that this year’s 
examinations, which are to be held at Army posts in the 
neighborhood of the home of candidates, will be any 
more fruitful in results than were those of last year. The 
urgent needs of the Medical Department can be met only 
by legislation to increase both the personnel and the pay 
of the Medical Corps along the lines of the bill now 





pending in the House. -This measure has passed the 
Senate three times, and its further neglect would be 
little short of a crime against the Army. 

Speaking of the situation in the Medical Department 
in his last annual report, Surgeon General O'Reilly said: 
“In the leading foreign armies the proportion of medical 
officers is fifty per cent. greater than in. ours, although 
they have a large reserve corps of trained medical officers 
to draw upon in case of war or other emergencies. This 
office is constantly embarrassed by demands for medical 
officers that cannot be supplied, and little can be done in 
the way of preparation for great emergencies with a 
personnel that is not sufficient to meet the little emer- 
gencies that occur in time of peace.” 
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REPORT ON TESTS OF REVOLVERS. 


The report of the board of Army officers convened by 
S.0. No. 305, W.D., Dec. 28, 1906, to test such revolvers 
and automatic pistols as may be referred to the board 
by the Chief of Ordnance, has been issued as an appen- 
dix to the annual report of the Chief of Ordnance. The 
board, originally consisting of Col. Philip Reade, 23d 
Inf.; Major Joseph T. Dickman, 13th Cav., and Capts. 
Guy H. Preston, 13th Cav.; Ernest D. Scott, 5th Field 
Art., and John H. Rice, Ord. Dept., was subsequently 
increased by the addition of Capt. William M. Cruik- 
shank, 5th Field Art. This board conducted elaborate 
tests with various revolvers and pistols at the Spring- 
field Armory and several unofficial but entirely trust- 
worthy reports concerning them were published in the 
ArMy AND Navy JourNAt while the tests were still in 
progress. ‘The weapons referred to the board by the 
Chief of Ordnance were the following, all being of .45 
caliber: Automatic pistols, the Colt, Luger, Savage, 
Knoble, single action; Knoble, double action; Bergmann, 
White Merrill; double action revolvers, the Colt, Smith 
and Wesson; automatic revolver, the Webley-Fosbery. 

After due consideration of the requirements for revol- 
vers and pistols for mounted service, the board reported 
that it did not recommend the Webley-Fosbery automatic 
revolver, the Knoble automatic pistols, the Bergmann au- 
tomatic pistol or the White-Merrill automatic pistol. 
This left for further consideration the Luger, Colt and 
Savage automatic pistols and the Colt and Smith and 
Wesson revolvers. These mentioned weapons were sub- 
jected to further tests, including the dust test and the 
rust test, as a result of which the board made the fol- 
lowing recommendations: (1) That sufficient Colt double- 
action revolvers, caliber .45, be issued to arm the troops 
in the Philippines as soon as practicable. (2) That suffi- 
cient Colt automatic pistols, caliber .45, to completely 
arm three troops of Cavalry be obtained and issued for 
a service test of not less than one year. (3) That suffi- 
cient Savage automatic pistols, caliber .45, to arm com- 
pletely three troops of Cavalry be obtained and issued 
for a service test of not less than one year. (4) That 
one troop of Cavalry stationed at each of the posts to 
which the automatic pistols may be assigned be armed 
completely with Colt double-action revolvers, caliber .45, 
for a period of not less than one year. (5) That the pis- 
tols and revolvers so issued be used to the exclusion of 
the present weapons, which should be turned in. (6) 
That the troop commanders to whose organizations the 





pistols and revolvers referred to above may be issued be 


carefully chosen for their interest in the selection of a 
proper weapon. (7) That these pistols and revolvers be 
used in all respects as are the present revolvers in drills, 
target practice, maneuvers, etc., and that a complete and 
detailed record be kept of all misfires, malfunctions, and 
jams, and of the repairs necessary to keep the arms in 
a serviceable condition. (8) That at the end of one year 
after date of issue complete and detailed reports be sub- 
mitted by the respective troop commanders to the Ad- 
jutant General. 

As for the Luger automatic pistol, the board reported 
that although it possesses manifest advantages in many 
particulars, it is not recommended for a service test be- 
cause its certainty of action, even with Luger ammuni- 
tion, is not considered satisfactory, because the final seat- 
ing of the cartridge is not by positive spring action, and 
because the powder stated by Mr. Luger to be necessary 
for its satisfactory use is not now obtainable in this 
country. 

The above recommendations having been referred to 
the Chief of Ordnance, he reported that the Ordnance 
Department had no double action revolvers on hand and 
that as it would cost in the neighborhood of $40,000 to 
provide a sufficient number to arm the troops im the Phil- 
ippines, he recommended that it be not done unless there 
was reason to expect serious military operations in the 
islands. The Chief of Ordnance also dissented from the 
recommendation for the issue of Colt double action re- 
volvers to troops in the United States. The other recom- 
mendations of the board he approved. The endorsements 
of the Chief of Ordnance, as noted above, were approved 
by the Acting Chief of Staff, Gen. William P. Duvall. 
Orders were subsequently placed with the Colt’s Patent 
Fire-Arms Manufacturing Company for 200 Colt auto- 
matic pistols, and with the Savage Arms Company for 
200 Savage automatic pistols. The Savage Company de- 
clined the order fer the number of weapons ordered, but 
accepted it after the Chief of Ordnance announced that 
200 Luger pistols would be purchased in lieu of the 
Savage pistols. 





The question as to whether the President should order 
the logs of the battleship fleet sent via San Diego to 
Washington for use in the inquiry before the Senate Na- 
val Committee has been the subject of severa] long des- 








patches the past week from Admiral Eyans. The matter 
is still in abeyance, but there is little probability that the 
logs will be placed before the committee. 
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In a recent lecture Brig. Gen. A. S. Daggett, U.S.A., 
went somewhat out of his way to express a critical, not to 
say a contemptuous, opinion of his fellow soldiers, declar- 
ing in effect that a soldicr “leading an upright Christian 
life” is subject to the “‘jeers and jibes” of his fellows. As 
a matter of fact, nowhere is religion more respected than 
in our Army, and it is unjust to assert that a man has 
any difficulty in the Army in leading an “upright Chris- 
tian life,” except as he is assailed by the temptations 
which in any community necessarily accompany associa- 
tion with one’s fellows in miscellaneous company. There 
is a form, however, of religious self-assertion which is not 
popular in the Army. Soldiers are accustomed to put 
their own estimate on a man’s character and it is an es- 
timate that takes little account of prayers or mere pro- 
fessions. Nor do they take kindly to religious advice or 
religious criticism, for advice and criticism necessarily in- 
volve an assertion of superiority. Soldiers are quite will- 
ing to have a superior example set them, they being at 
liberty to follow it or. not, as they think proper, but they 
quite naturally object to having the liberty of others 
made their law, and to be put under compulsion to fol- 
low the habits others may think proper to adopt. On 
one occasion we heard an excellent lady, in a public 
address, criticizing our soldiers in Cuba because they 
did not enter heartily into the spirit of the religious 
exercises she was conducting according to her special 
methods—methods offensive to a large class of Chris- 
tian believers and especially to those who, while 
they are not accustomed to make a public display of 
their religious opinions and religious emotions, are yet 
moved to the profoundest depths of their nature by re- 
ligious sentiment and religious conviction. The mischief 
of General Daggett’s criticisms of the Army is in the fact 
that they are addressed to civilian audiences and are 
adapted to encourage those erroneous ideas of the Army 
which have done so much harm and which form one of 
the chief obstacles in the way of obtaining a practicable 
military organization. General Daggett is a soldier of 
most excellent record and in his military virtues he right- 
ly represents the Army, but not in the peculiar opinions 
he is so fond of exploiting.

The War Department will have on hand at the Na- 
tional Matches at Camp Perry, O., this year, more Regu- 
lar troops than ever before, and possibly more officers. 
It is probable that every state and territory, with one or 
two exceptions, will be represented, together with the 
various branches of the Service and the colonial posses- 
sions. More prizes will be offered than ever before, the 
range facilities will be greater and the attendance will 
undoubtedly be the greatest in the history of this coun- 
try. The National Matches will begin on Aug. 21, with 
the National Team Match, to be followed by the National 
Individual and the National Pistol Matches. The Na- 
tional Rifle Association will arrange its program so that 
its matches can be completed the day before the two days 
allotted for practice for the National Matches. Just be- 
fore the National Rifle Association matches those of the 
Ohio State Rifle Association, including the contest for 
the Herrick Trophy, one of the handsomest in the world, 
will be shot. It is probable that the New Jersey Rifle 
Association will follow with its matches during the first 
week in September, as usual. Ohio will do her best to 
properly care for the visitors. Transportation facilities 
will be greatly improved and arrangements will be made 
for subsistence, which promises to improve the cuisine. 
The new Springfield rifle and new ammunition will be 
tried for the first time ina national match, and the marks- 
men are looking toward the information to be thus se- 
cured, with the greatest eagerness. The coming meeting 
promises to be the most important as well as the largest 
ever held in this country. 
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The Senate Military Committee Thursday ordered a fa- 
vorable report to be made on the bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Warren providing an increase of 650 officers for the 
Army. ‘This measure is one that was suggested by the ur- 
gent recommendation of Secretary Taft that some ade- 
quate provision should be made for the constant drain on 
the Army caused by the steadily increasing demand for 
ofticers for detached service. ‘The necessity for a ful! 
complement of officers with regiments that are stationed 
in the Philippines and Cuba throws the burden of the de- 
tached service on a lesser number of regiments, and these 
are seriously at a disadvantage in consequence. There is 
every prospect that the Senate will pass the bill. The 
action of the House, however, is more problematical in 
view of the distrust of any legislation, no matter how 
worthy or necessary that adds a dollar to the bulk of ap- 
propriations in a campaign year. 








Senator Foraker expresses strong confidence in his 
ability to handle the fight for the men of the 25th Infan- 
try before the Senate so as to win a vindication for them. 
He has all the while been playing for position and has 
been determined to push the final struggle for the negro 
troops into the middle of a political campaign when their 
votes are in demand. There are many supporters for the 
Foraker, rather than the President’s bill, for the restora- 
tion of rights to the discharged men. The former pro- 
vides that they shall be paid full pay for the time they 
have been out of the Army and enables them to be rein- 
stated upon taking an oath that they were not in any way 
engaged in the Brownsville affray. The President’s bill 
requires that the men whom he unequivocally called mur- 
derers in December, 1906, shall now be required to prove 
their innocence before they can enlist, 
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THE SIXTIETH CONGRESS. 


The Acting Secretary of War has submitted an esti- 
mate of appropriation for relief of Major G. H. Bingham 
to the Speaker of the House on March 5. It calls for the 
sum of $321.67,.being the amount of charges paid by 
him for the storage of baggage of officers on duty with 
the forces in military occupation of the island of Cuba, 
there being no warehouses owned or rented by the United 
States in New York available for the storage of the bag- 
gage at that time. 

On S.R. 40, providing that transportation by sea of 
material for the Panama Canal shall be in American 
vessels, an amendment is pending’in the Senate authoriz- 
ing the construction of vessels for such use by the Canal 
Commission; also one excluding South Atlantic ports 
from the restrictions of the bill. 

S. 1754, authorizing the Secretary of Agriculture to 
secure title for the U.S. to certain lands in California, for 
the creation of the “Calaveras Bigtree National Forest,” 
and providing that the special forest-reserve fund ob- 
tained from the forest-reserve resources within the state 
of California be made available, passed the Senate March 
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The Senate has passed S.R. 6, directing the selection 

of a site and the erection of a pedestal for a bronze 
statue in Washington, District of Columbia, in honor of 
John Witherspoon, a signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
endence. 
, S.R. 9, authorizing the Secretary of War to furnish 
a condemned cannon to the board of .regents of the Uni- 
versity of South Dakota, at Vermilion, S.D., was report- 
ed without amendment March 9. 

S. 1036, for the relief of locators of military bounty 
land warrants, ete., has heen reported in the Senate with 
amendments. 

S. 5617, authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to ac- 
cept and care for gifts presented to vessels of the Navy 
of the United States, was on March 6 reported in the 
Senate without amendment. In a report of the Naval 
Committee it is stated the total cost of such gifts will ap- 
proximate $250,000, and this valuable property is now 
without legal status, and that in case of theft there 
is no redress. A table shows that the value of the 
gifts on the various ships of our Navy runs all the way 
from $30 for a loving cup on the Arkansas to $26,500 
for silver service, ete., on the Pennsylvania; the 
service on the New York being valued at $14,855, Rhode 
Island $10,702, Georgia $10,500, Missouri $10,000. 

S. 5949, introduced in the Senate March 6, requires 
that all persons operating wireless telegraph apparatus 
for commercial intercourse between the states or with 
foreign nations shall be licensed, the Secretary of Com- 
merece to determine the form of such license. That in 
time of war the President may ciose, use or control any 
such station or apparatus, and that for the purpose of 
preventing or minimizing interference between the naval 
and the military wireless telegraph stations and the pri- 
vate or commercial wireless stations in bona fide opera- 
tion at the time of the passage of this act, the President 
shall establish regulations to govern said private or com- 
mercial stations. That it shall be the duty of every per- 
son or corporation using or operating a wireless telegraph 
apparatus pursuant to a license granted under this act 
to answer wireless ealls and signals from and for any 
other person or corporation so licensed. That any per- 
son or corporation who shall willfully or maliciously in- 
terfere with the sending or receiving of wireless tele- 
graphic messages or signals by or on behalf of the. gov- 
ernment of the United States or by using or operating a 
wireless telegraph instrument pursuant to a license grant- 
ed under this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. That 
no person or corporation shall use or operate any ap- 
paratus for wireless telegraphy on a foreign ship whilst 
that ship is.in territorial waters of the United States oth- 
erwise than in accordance with the regulations made for 
that purpose by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

In the Senate March 6, 1908, Mr. Nelson offered the 
following amendment to the bill making appropriations 
for the naval service for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
¢ “That the use of irons, single or double, as a 
form of punishment in the Navy of the United States, 
whether imposed by a naval commander or the judgment 
of a court-martial, is hereby abolished.” 

Senate Report No. 322, accompanying H. R. 15655, 
gives the following estimate of increased cost of pensions 
resulting from the provisions of this bill, figured on the 
pension rolls of June 30, 1907:

H.J. Res. 134, authorizing the President to appoint for- 
mer Midshipman Archibald G. Stirling to be an ensign in 
the United States Navy, to take the position he is entitled 
to, by order of merit, as shown by his examination for 
final graduation, passed the House March 7. 

H.R. 12499, restoring to the roll of the Navy the name 
of Clarence Frederick Chapman, as ordinary seaman and 
to honorably discharge him from the Navy regardless of 
findings of a court-martial held in his case, and to pay 
him $316 pay forfeited by him by the findings of such 
court-martial, was on March 7 amended in committee 
by striking out the clause relating to restoration of pay, 
and adding a proviso that no pay, bounty or emoluments 
le allowed by reason of the bill’s passage. The House 
so passed the bill 

The House has passed the bill, H.R. 1276, to place 
William S. Shacklette, one of the sufferers by the Ben- 
nington disaster, on the retired list, as a hospital steward. 
giving him the rank and three-fourths of the sea pay of 
a pharmacist in the Navy. 





H.R. 16471, for the relief of George H. Penrose, Q.M. 
D., passed the House with minor amendments on March 
7. Also H.R. 17056, for the relief of Capt. Charles FE. 
Morton, 16th U.S. Inf. 

In the House on March 10 the following resolution 

was passed: 
_ Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be, and he hereby 
is, requested, if not incompatible with the public interests, 
to send to the House of Representatives, as early as may be 
practicable, all letters and data as to the cost and legal status 
under which the Congress may exercise immediate or future 
action for the removal of the wreck of the United States batile- 
ship Maine and provide burial for the dead now lying with 
the hulk in the harbor of Havana, Cuba. 

H.J. Res. 101, for the erection of a memorial statue to 
Commo. John D. Sloat, at Monterey, Cal., passed the 
House on March 4. 

The House Naval Committee have reported in favor of 
H.R. 7807, to place John Crowley on the retired list of 
the Navy, stating that as “his service seems to have been 
long, continuous, and honorable, and he has spent prac- 
tically his entire life in the service of his country, he 
should be allowed to come under the benefits of the gen- 
eral law passed soon after his retirement and which af- 
fects all cases similar to his.” Also H.R. 17059, for the 
relief of Mate William Jenney, U.S.N., retired, and the 
eight other retired mates who have been placed on the 
retired list with the rank and pay of one grade above 
that actually held by them at time of retirement, stating 
that the passage of this bill is necessary if these officers 
are to receive the relief it was intended to give them in 
previous legislation. Both bills are recommended by the 
Department. 

The Navy Department has made unfavorable report 
upon the bills (H.R. 5288 and H.R. 4151) for the relief 
of Lieut. Comdr. J. E. Morse, U.S.N., retired, as the De- 
partment is convinced that the finding of the retiring 
board was erroneous, and Lieutenant Commander Morse 
has twice heretofore been the beneficiary of Congressional 
action increasing his pay on the retired list. 

The bill, S. 1931, to grant a part of the Fort Niobrara, 
Neb., Military Reservation to the village of Valentine for 
a site for a reservoir, was reported in the House on 
March 7, with committee amendments making the grant 
an “easement in, on and over” for the purpose of supply- 
ing water to the village, instead of granting title outright, 
and was so passed. 

Favorable reports on the following measures have been 
made by the House Naval Committee. H.R. 6289, to amend 
the act making appropriation for the naval service, ap- 
proved June 29, 1906, providing that officers of the Navy 
above the grade of captain who served with credit in the 
Regular or Volunteer forces during the Civil War prior to 
April 9, 1865, otherwise than as cadets, and were retired 
prior to June 30, 1899, on account of wounds or disa- 
bility incident to the Service, or on account of age or 

after forty years’ service, shall receive the same pay and 
allowances from June 29, 1906, as are or may be provid- 
ed by or in pursuarce of law for the retired officers of 
corresponding rank in the Army. H.R. 7620, to establish 
a naval militia and define its relations to the general gov- 
ernment. H.R. 5774, for the relief of Lieut. Comdr. Ken- 
neth McAlpine. ‘This bill was taken up in the House on 
March 7, but went over under objection. The House Na- 
val Committee has reported in favor of H.R. 16927, for 
the same purpose, saying that it is apparent that the dis- 
missal of this officer from the U.S. Navy was a punish- 
ment grossly in excess of the offense alleged, and that the 
restoration of the rank and numbers to this officer which 
were lost to him by his dismissal from the Service is an 
act of justice, and is due him in view of his record pre- 
vious to the offense for which he was removed and since 
his restoration by act of Congress. 

The Ifouse Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
without amendment, H.R. 4781, to authorize the Chief 
of Ordnance, U.S. Army, to receive twelve 3.2-inch 
breech-loading field guns, carriages, caissons, limbers and 
their pertaining equipment from the State of Massachu- 
setts. Also II.R. 11792, to authorize commissions to issue 
in the case of officers of the Army retired with increased 
rank. 

H.R. 14596. granting condemned cannon for war mon- 
ument at Trenton, N.J., was favorably reported in the 
House on March 10. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has sub- 
mitted an adverse report on H.R. 17556, to grant an hon- 
orable discharge from the military service to Robert C. 
Gregg, who was a first lieutenant of the 49th Regiment, 
U.S. Volunteer Infantry. 

The House Military Committee has reported in favor 
of H.R. 18689, to furnish two condemned cannon to the 
city of Winchester, Va. 

H.R. 393, providing that the inhabitants of Porto 
Rico shell be citizens of the United States, has been 
amended by the House Committee by adding the words 
“and citizens of Porto Rico.” 

‘The House Military Committee on March 10 made ad- 
verse report on H.R. 13996, to appoint Thomas Little a 
second lieutenant in the Army and to place him on the 
retired list. 

H.R. 4781, to authorize the Chief of Ordnance, U.S. 
Army, to receive twelve three and two-tenths-inch breech- 
loading field guns, carriages, caissons, limbers, and their 
pertaining equipment from the state of Massachusetts, 
_ = March 10 committed to the Committee of the 
Whole. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has reported in 
favor of H.R. 10416, a bill to correct the naval record of 
Lieut. Hilary Williams, U.S.N., amended by striking out 
the words “Charles T. Owens” and inserting in lieu there- 
of the words “Henry C. Dinger.” In June, 1904, Lieu- 
tenant Williams failed professionally in his examination 
for promotion and was suspended from promotion for one 
year. During this period of suspension 47 officers who 
were originally below him passed above him. The evi- 
dence before the committee showed that for seventeen 
months immediately preceding his examination the lieu- 
tenant was on recruiting duty, which prevented adequate 
preparation for his examination. The committee deemed 
the loss of 47 numbers by Lieutenant Williams was too 
severe a penalty to be imposed, and especially in view 
of the fact that Lieutenant Williams has been highly 
recommended by his superior officers since his reduction. 
In view of all the circumstances connected with this case 
the committee deem that a loss of ten numbers would be 
sufficient punishment to impose, and with this amend- 
ment the committee recommend that the bill pass. This 
is in accordance with the recommendation of the Depart- 
ment. 

The bill H.R. 18794, which appears under our bills 
before Congress. provides that hereafter the pay and al- 
lowances, including longevity. of the commissioned med- 
ical officers of the Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service shall be the same, excepting forage, as those of 
the commissioned medical officers of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army; that the pay and allowances, includ- 
ing longevity, of said officers after retirement shall be the 
same as that allowed by law and regulations to Regular 


‘of the list: 


medical officers of like grade in the Army. Also that the 
officers in charge of the divisions of zoology, pharmacol- 
ogy. and chemistry, in the Hygienic Laboratory shall be 
entitled to leaves of absence and waiting orders as now 
allowed by law and regulations to commissioned officers 
of the Service, and their pay, and allowances of longevity, 
and commutation shall be the same as those received by 
professors of the Military Academy at West Point. The 
division of pathology and bacteriology shall be in charge 
of a commissioned medical officer as now provided by 
regulation. 

House Document No. 704 contains a communication 
from the Superintendent of the document room, in which 
is given the following statement showing the large in- 
crease both in number and ‘bulk of printed matter re- 
ceived at the document room during the past six Con- 
gresses, omitting resolutions and treaties:

MEARING ON THE LILLEY CHARGES. 


Representative Lilley, of Connecticut, who is a mem- 
ber of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, was be- 
fore that body on March 9 for examination regarding 
his charge that the Holland Boat Company and _ the 
Electric Boat Company had exerted improper influence 
on legislation concerning appropriations for submarine 
boats. Mr. Lilley declined to be sworn, saying that he 
did not care to give his evidence that day. He submitted 
a list of witnesses he desired to have summoned among 
them being the names of officers and attorneys of the 
Hlectric Boat Company. He also handed in a letter 
signed by himself alleging that he was being shadowed 
by detectives, and asking the committee to consider the 
propriety of subjecting a member of the House to sucla 
treatment. The committee then decided to adjourn the 
hearing until March 12, and on that day Mr. Lilley again 
appeared and read a sworn statement. He stated that 
he had been visited by various manufacturers doing 
business in Connecticut, who asked him to vote in the 
Committee on Naval Affairs in favor of the submarines 
built by the Electric Boat Company. The plan of that 
company, he declared, was to have its agents approach 
constituents of Congressmen and induce them to influence 
their Congressmen to vote for the Holland type of sub- 
marine. The influence of manufacturers in support of 
this plan, he said, was gained by promising to give them 
contracts in case the boat company got a contract from 
the government. When asked to specify a manufacturer 
who had thus attempted to influence his vote in com- 
mittee, Mr. Lilley named Franklin H. 'faylor, of Water- 
bury, who had asked him to vote for a certain motion 
that would be introduced in the committee. The motion 
was introduced and duly passed, but Mr. Lilley could 
not recall whether he had voted for it or not. He also 
named a Mr. Ferry, connected with the American Brass 
Company, as having asked him to vote for a motion that 
would be introduced in the committee. Mr. Lilley was 
requested to name other members of the committee who 
had been approached with reference to legislation relating 
to submarines, but he declined, remarking that the com- 
mittee might call them and let them answer for them- 
selves. He knew that certain members had been given 
up by the boat company as hopeless, and not to be in- 
fluenced. He declared that the practice of the Electric 
Boat Company was to employ an attorney in every dis- 
trict represented by a member of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs, hoping in some way to control the vote of 
such members on legislation concerning submarines. 

Representative Hobson, of Alabama, late naval con- 
structor, U.S.N., also appeared before the committee, of 
which he, too, is a member, on March 12. He testified 
that a proposal had been made to him by Lawrence 
Spear, a representative of the Electric Boat Company, 
who was a fellow midshipman at the Naval Academy, 
and later his fellow member of the same construction 
corps of the Navy. According to Mr. Hobson’s state- 
ment Mr. Spear asked for an appointment in regard to 
a matter of ‘mutual interest.” He had not granted an 
appointment. Eventually Mr. Spear got him on the 
telephone and told him that he understood he—Hobson— 
wished to be appointed on the Naval Committee. Mr. 
Spear added that his company had influence with the 
Speaker and would use it if Mr. Hobson would vote 
“right” on the submarine. The proposition was that 
Mr. Hobson should receive the support of Mr. Williams, 
of Mississippi, for the Naval Committee, and the Electric 
Boat Company “would do the rest.” 

Mr. Hobson stated that he was appointed to the Naval 
Committee on his official application. It was known to 
his friends in the House that he wanted to get on that 
committee. He had not urged his own appointment, and 
he did not know whether any of his friends had urged it, 
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NAVAL HEARING CONTINUED. 

The hearing before the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs with regard to questions arising from recently 
published criticisms on American warship design and 
construction has continued during the present week, the 
officers who have testified including Rear Admirals 
George C. Remey and Caspar F. Goodrich, Capt. Cameron 
McR. Winslow, Comdr. Albert L. Key and Lieut. Rich- 
ard D. White. 

Admiral Remey, the first officer examined this week, 
told the committee he would locate the armor belt with 
reference to the proper load water line when the ship 
is equipped to go into battle. He thought it the duty of 
a commander of a battleship to have full stores on board, 
if possible, in going into battle. He excepted coal, but 
thought the bunkers should be at least two-thirds full. 
He said he never could believe in the open turret, and 
thought the guns should be completely isolated from the 
ammunition handling rooms. Though unfamiliar with 
the hoists now used, he said he had no hesitancy in in- 
dorsing the interrupted hoist. He opposed sacrificing 
safety for rapidity of fire. 

Rear Admiral Goodrich, who followed, not only con- 
demned the location of the armor belt as too low in the 
water, but he insisted that suggestions for improvements 
in the Navy did not receive proper consideration; im- 
portant recommendations he made for the improvement 
of battleships had been ignored by the Navy Department. 
Admiral Goodrich stated that he had criticised the armor 
belt as being too low “in the Service foruam—our Naval 
Institute.” 

Admiral Goodrich told how in 1902 he had advised 
in a letter to the Secretary the doing away with the 
military masts. “That letter bore no fruit,” he added 
with a smile, ‘‘although in later years the idea I ad- 
vanced has been adopted.” As early as 1895 he had con- 
demned the building of armored cruisers and advised the 
construction of battleships instead. “If my words had 
been heeded then we would now have a dozen or more 
good battleships instead of a like number of armored 
cruisers,” said Admiral Goodrich. 

Asked to say where, in his judgment, the water line 
armor belt ought to be located, both Admirals Remey 
and Goodrich declared that the water line ought not to 
be higher than the middle of the armor belt when the 
ship was carrying full ammunition, full stores and two- 
thirds coal. Both admirals agreed that the ships in 
the U.S. Navy compared favorably with those of other 
navies. “They are good ships, but we older officers be- 
lieve they can be made better,” said Admiral Goodrich. 

The Admiral’s criticisms of present methods of con- 
struction, briefly put, were that the shutter gives greater 
safety to the ammunition hoists than they possess without 
these devices, but that they are not absolutely safe at 
that; that the two stage or interrupted hoist is better 
than the direct hoist with shutters; that a twelve-inch 
gun is to be preferred to the eleven-inch gun and the 
thirteen-inch gun is better than either. 

Lieutenant White condemned the location of the armor 
belt as too low and favored the two stage ammunition 
hoist. As to the construction of turrets, he said that 
safety demands that the turret proper shall be structural- 
ly separate from the ammunition handling room. Re- 
curring to the location of the armor belt he stated that if 
it were possible for a ship to get into action at the de- 
signed load draft the present location would be about 
right, but it was his observation that the ships had great- 
er drafts than those designed. He thought the drafts 
would be still greater under war conditions. His opin- 
ion was the same as that of Commander Sims. 

Captain Winslow, who appeared on March 10, cited 
the Russian fleet in the battle of the Sea of Japan as 
an illustration of the danger of going into action with 
the armor belt too far under water. A two-thirds supply 
of all stores would make all American battleships too 
low, and therefore the armor belt should be raised. He 
could not state the exact amount, as he said it would 
vary on the different ships. There was no need, said 
Captain Winslow, for more than four feet of armor below 
the water line. 

The witness was asked to compare certain types of 
American ships with the contemporary class of British 
ships. He took the Connecticut and the Lord Nelson, 
and in gunnery said the British ship has made better 
records for rapid shooting with her battery of 9.2-inch 
guns than had been made with the Connecticut’s eight- 
inch guns. He thought this achievement was due prob- 
ably to the hoists. “I would say the Lord Nelson is the 
more powerful ship,” said the Captain. He added that 
the Michigan and the South Carolina were a great im- 
provement over the Lord Nelson, and “possibly superior 
to anything in the British navy. On all of the ships now 
under command of Admiral Evans the armor belt is 
misplaced, because it is too low. When Admiral Evans’s 
fleet left Hampton Roads most of them showed less 
than a foot of armor above the water line.” 

Captain Winslow stated that he never had written the 
Department concerning the defects he had found in hat- 
tleship construction, but that he knew the faults had 
been pointed out by other officers. As to ammunition 
hoists, Captain Winslow said that we had not had safety 
in the past, but that he was not familiar with the new 
direct hoist, with automatic shutters. In the case of 
the explosion on the Massachusetts in 1903 it was found 
that the damage was due to the open turret and the in- 
effectiveness of the direct hoist. ‘Naval officers had pre- 
dicted that just such accidents would occur, and the 
fault should haye been corrected then,” said Captain 
Winslow. “This information had been given to the De- 
partment. He said he did not know where to fix the re- 
sponsibility for the failure to correct the fault, unless it 
was in the fact that there was constant change in the 
Department through frequently shifting civilian secre- 
taries.” 

Commander Key, who appeared before the committee 
on March 10 and 11, stated that he wished to show that 
the testimony given by Chief Constructor Capps was 
wrong and that he thought he could prove that the de- 
signs of American battleships were wrong. Chairman 
Hale instructed the witness that the committee itself 
would pass upon the question of error in its review of 
the examination. Nevertheless, Commander Key was 
permitted on March 11 to lay before the committee the 
information which it had rejected the day before. He 
based his testimony on the report and recommendations 
of the Walker Board on May 18, 1906, approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy, and showing that the normal 
draught of a ship should be fixed by the normal weight 
she carried. In the ship’s construction since that time 
the normal draught fixed by designers was fictitious, he 
said, hence the armor belt was not carried sufficiently 
high above the water line. 

Commander Key presented a table showing details of 
construction of the ships built since the recommendations 


of the Walker board, tending to show that the recommen- 
dations had been disregarded and that the ships at best 
were too heavy. 

“How would you lighten the ship? What would you 
take off?” inquired Mr. Tillman. 

“You could take off some of the guns that are not 
needed,” replied Commander Key. “The guns on the 
superimposed turrets are not needed.” . . 

“But we are not building any more ships with super- 
imposed turrets,” suggested Mr. Hale. 4 

“I spoke of the older ships,’ replied the witness. 

“But we have discarded the superimposed turrets, and 
I don’t believe there is any disposition to return to them, 
so it is not necessary to discuss them,” said Mr. Hale. 

“Tf Admiral Walker’s board made recommendations 
which have been disregarded, who is responsible?” in- 
quired Mr. Tillman. : ; 

“The Board of Construction is responsible,” replied 
Commander Key. He added that under the present Ad- 
ministration organization of the Navy Department there 
is no one to see that the orders of the Secretary are 
obeyed; that the present departmental organization per- 
mits the bureau chiefs and Board on Construction to 
pass upon their own work without any technical super- 
vision or co-ordination, an indefensible system, both in 
theory and practice. 

“Who selects the boards?’ 

“The Secretary of the Navy.’ 

“Doesn’t the President dictate them?” 

“No, I think not.” 

Senator Tillman asked, ‘“‘What were your duties as na- 
val aide to the President?’ 

Commander Key hesitated and answered: “They were 
largely social. I appeared in uniform at official func- 
tions.” 

“Did you not show great interest in the personnel 
bill?” inquired Mr. Hale. 

Commander Key admitted that he had been active in 
pressing the measure, but his activity had been among 
Navy officers. This line of testimony reminded a member 
of the committee that Commander Key had been reported 
as saying that he would “kindle a fire under every Sena- 
tor and Congressman” on the personnel bill. He denied 
that he had inspired the letters sent to Congress on the 
subject. “They were put out by midshipmen,” said he. 

“Did you make recommendations to the President on 
naval matters?’ inquired Senator Martin, of Virginia. 

“No; that is not a part of the duty of the naval aide 
to the President.” 

“Then I see no need for a naval aide,” remarked Mr. 
Martin. 

Discussing the ammunition hoists, Commander Key de- 
elared that they were unsafe and the naval constructors 
had refused to follow the example of foreign nations. 
Certain unsafe conditions had existed for eight years. 
Failure to follow the principle of isolating the handling 
room by means of the indirect hoist, he declared, was re- 
sponsible for the accident on the Missouri.

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ISHAM’S PLEA FOR HIGH BXPLOSIVE SHELL. 


In a letter to the House Naval Committee Mr. W. S. 
Isham makes a strong argument for a practical test of 
the blow needed to sink an armored battleship. What he 
wants is to decide whether it is possible to fire a ten- 
or twelve-inch shell and penetrate eleven-inch armor at 
a distance of five thousand yards, or whether the really 
effective fire is not the discharge of a high explosive 
shell on contact with the enemy’s hull on the outside and 
without penetration. 

“The question at issue is simple,’ says Mr. Isham. 
“The minimum fighting range of battleships is five thou- 
sand yards, fixed by the range at which they may be 
destroyed by the enemy’s torpedoes. Now can our large 
guns at such ranges penetrate the twelve-inch Kruppized 
armor protecting the vitals of modern battleships? If 
not, the public and Congress have been misinformed 
and about $200,000,000 of public treasure has been wast- 
ed on worthless constructions. The opinion of practically 
all progressive officers has always been that such pene- 
tration could not be secured, and that the matter should 
be tested. Moreover, the reports on the effects of gun 
fire in the Russo-Japanese War show that penetration 
of thick armor was not secured in a single instance, al- 
though hundreds of hits were scored, but that the sinking 
of Russian ships was due to their being overloaded with 
coal, bringing down their armor belts and protective decks 
below the water line, causing them to sink whenever their 
thin armor was penetrated, a defect which is criticised at 
length in the article referred to by Reuterdahl. 

“I understand, moreover, that testimony has already 
been taken before this committee, which shows that pene- 
tration has never been secured at five thousand yards. 
In other words, our battleships are constructed upon a 
supposition of penetration rather than upon a fact. I be- 
lieve you will order a test to be made at once. The ad- 
vantages claimed for outside explosive shell are so 
numerous and so pronounced that a recital of a few of 
the more important of these would seem sufficient to in- 
sure the immediate adoption of some shell of this class 
if the welfare of the nation is to be the deciding factor.”

SCHEME FOR PAYING SERVICE DEBTS. 


In a letter addressed to the Chairman of the Senate 
Military Committee, dated March 5, Major Thomas H. 
Norton, U.S.A., retired, a banker in Wheeling, W. Va., 
says: “Being in a position to know to some extent the 
financial embarrassments of a large number of officers of 
the Army, I beg to say that never before has there exist- 
ed such urgent necessity for some action by the War De- 
partment, or some legislation by Congress, for the relief 
for the oppressed and debt burdened officers who are now 
serving the country at home and abroad, or who have de- 
voted the best years of their lives to the Service and who 
are now on the retired list.” 

Enclosed with this letter was a copy of a letter sent to 
the Paymaster General, U.S.A., by Major Norton, Jan. 
11, 1907, in which he said: “In some cases it may be 
true that debts have been contracted by reckless disregard 
of the principles of rigid economy imposed on officers of 
subordinate rank by reason of the meager compensation 
allowed them by law; in other cases debts have been con- 
tracted through dire necessity, and if from any cause an 
officer once becomes a debtor, and resorts to the expedient 
of borrowing money to pay his debts, he is confronted by 
the necessity of paying an exorbitant rate of interest for 
the use of the money. It is the practice of mercantile 
firms all over the country to encourage officers and their 
families to purchase goods on credit, but if they require 
money to pay their debts, the banks as a rule will not ex- 
tend accommodation without convertible collateral, which 
not one officer in one hundred can furnish, so that if they 








borrow at all it must be through the agency of brokers, 
who in turn obtain funds from the banks, and charge a 
commission for assuming legal liability for the payment 
of the debt. Thus it becomes impossible for an officer of 
the Army or Navy, who is destitute of private means, to 
obtain a joan in case of emergency without submitting to 
a rate of discount so excessive that sooner or later he 
becomes inextricably involved, and in course of time is 
likely to be reported to the Department for the non-pay- 
ment of debts. 

“T have reason to believe that at least 25 per cent. of 
all officers below the rank of field officer, and a good 
many above that grade are financially embarrassed, and 
it is useless to attempt to conceal the fact that a great 
many officers have been absolutely forced to violate the 
regulation adopted in 1890, prohibiting the hypothecation 
of pay accounts prior to maturity, in order to avoid the 
humiliation of being reported to the Department for a 
failure to discharge their private debts. I know and 
probably you know that there are firms still doing busi- 
ness in officers’ pay accounts, though it is a violation of 
law. It can be readily understood that the unfortunate 
officer who from whatever cause occupies this irksome 
and dangerous position labors constantly under a mental 
strain that to some extent must impair his professional 
usefulness by depriving him of that spirit of independence 
which is essential to the proper discharge of his official 
duties.” 

Major Norton accordingly suggested that the War and 
Navy Departments should ascertain from officers if they 
had any private debts on which they were obliged to pay 
interest in excess of six per cent., “and I would suggest 
that the Secretaries use their personal influence, or au- 
thorize some responsible person to undertake to negotiate 
with a syndicate of banks or bankers in New York or 
elsewhere, to advance to any officer who may apply for it 
through official channels, a loan not to exceed one year’s 
pay of such officer, charging 6 per cent. per annum and 
securing the loan by the assignment of a life insurance 
policy, with an agreement on the part of the borrower to 
keep said policy in force and effect by the payment of the 
premium due thereon until said loan has been duly can- 
celed. I believe that with the quasi consent of the De- 
partment such an arrangement could be effected, and 
that the banks would be glad to earn the amount of in- 
terest named, provided the business could be thus concen- 
trated and surrounded with proper safeguards.” 

The Paymaster General did not take kindly to this sug- 
gestion, and it was no doubt beyond his province. That the 
suggestion is not altogether without merit is perhaps 
shown by the fact that some years ago when Congress re- 
fused to vote an appropriation for the pay of the Army, 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL succeeded in arranging 
with a firm of New York bankers to advance $500,000 to 
officers of the Army on the security of their pay accounts.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A Mare Island, Cal., correspondent in writing to us 
under date of March 5 says: “Word has just been re- 
ceived here that eight of the battleships of Rear Admiral 
Evans’s fleet, the entire torpedo flotilla and all of the 
auxiliaries, with the exception of one, are to come to 
Mare Island for repairs upon their arrival in San Fran- 


cisco after their Jong trip from the Atlantic coast. The 
news, learned only to-day, has been hailed with the great- 
est delight, both at the yard and in Vallejo, for the com- 
ing of the battleships is the best thing that could possibly 
happen for the advancement of the Mare Island Yard. 
Up to the present time no battleships have ever come to 
Mare Island, an anchorage off the lighthouse being the 
nearest approach that any has made. The battleships 
will be docked at San Francisco before coming here, as 
the yard at present has no dock large enough to accom- 
modate them. All repairs, however, will be made on them 
here, the length of their stay being governed by the 
amount of work which it may be found necessary to do. 
The torpedo flotilla and the auxiliaries will not only be 
repaired, but also docked here, so that this yard has an 
¢€normous amount of work ahead, and it will be necessary 
to materially increase the force, now the largest in its 
history. The other eight battleships and one of the aux- 
iliaries will go to the Bremerton Navy Yard, there to be 
docked and repaired.” 


It is stated at the Navy Department that the Bliss 
firm, for which William Esser has been working, possess 
no secrets regarding our high explosives; consequently 
no importance is attached to his arrest for attempted sale 
of such secrets to the German government. 


A firm of cigar importers have sent out a post card 
bearing a full-size illustration of a one-pound shell, ac- 
companied by the following notice: ‘Owing to the ef- 
forts of His Excellency President Roosevelt and The 
Hague Congress in the direction of universal peace, it is 
anticipated that the use of munitions of war will soon be- 
come antiquated or obsolete. A number of the genuine 
U.S. government one-pound shells have therefore been 
converted into “Hague” cigar cutters, suitable for all 
sizes of cigars. They may be obtained of us.” 


The U.S.S. Mayflower, which grounded on Thim- 
ble Shoals, in lower Chesapeake Bay, March 6, while 
bound from Washington to the Norfolk Navy Yard, was 
successfully floated March 7 and proceeded to the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard. She sustained no damage. 

The U.S.S. St. Louis and Milwaukee have been ordered 
placed in reserve at the navy yard, Puget Sound, Wash. 

Three bluejackets on the U.S.S. Maryland have had 
their names officially mentioned by Captain Thomas for 
meritorious conduct during the target practice at Magda- 
lena Bay. They are J. J. Donnelly, J. C. King and J. 
Green. These men, respectively, first loader, hoistman 
and rammerman, on one of the cruiser’s 8-inch guns, 
obeyed the orders to look into the breech of the gun after 
each shot to discover if there was any scrap of burning 
powder or canvas left in the bore, and they found on one 
occasion fire in the gun after the discharge. Quickly sig- 
naling to lower the ammunition car, the men rushed the 
charges back to the handling room, promptly taking the 
precautions which saved the ship from a repetition of the 
Georgia disaster. The orders to inspect the bore after 
each shot were issued after the Georgia disaster, the 
temptation being to omit the precaution in the haste to 
fire rapidly. 

Lieut. John N. Ferguson, U.S.N., in charge of the after 
turret eight-inch gun of the U.S.S. Pennsylvania, in prac- 
tice at Magdalena Bay on Jan. 21 made 25 hits out of 25 
shots. ‘The rapidity of firing was 2.8 shots per minute. 
The record is all the more remarkable because of the 
fact that it was done with a new gun crew after only 
a few days’ practice. 

The degree of completion of vessels under construction 
for the U.S. Navy on March 1, 1908, as shown by the 
official records, was as follows: Battleships: Idaho, 
97.25; New Hampshire, 99.30; South Carolina, 39,05;

Salem, 94.31. Torpedoboat destroyers: No. 17, 6.88; 
No. 18, 6.80; No. 19, 8.40; No. 20, 5.38; No. 21, 4.91. 
Submarine torpedoboats: No. 9, 99; No. 13, 23; No. 14, 
23; No. 15, 23; No. 16, 16.30; No. 17, 7.50; No. 18, 
7.50; No. 19, 7.50. Colliers: Vestal, 69.40; Prometheus, 
38.40. Tug boats: Patapsco, 45; Patuxent, 45.50. 

The submarine Viper. which left Annapolis on a 600- 
mile cruise, was compelled to abandon her trial on ac- 
count of an accident to her cylinder. She returned to 
Annapolis March 7, having covered 150 miles at an aver- 
age speed of 9.65 knots. 

The Pacific Fleet, in command of Rear Admiral James 
II. .Dayton, has practically completed its spring target 
practice at Magdalena Bay, Cal., and has established 
several new records in gunnery. The Albany, according 
to unofficial reports to the Navy Department, has made 
a new record for five-inch guns and the armored cruiser 
St. Louis for eight-inch guns. 

A successful trial of the battleship Mississippi over the 
Guantanamo course is reported. With practically no 
preparation and with a crew which has been aboard the 
vessel less than a month, the Mississippi covered the mile 
course at the rate of 16.75 knots an hour. The Navy 
Department is much gratified over the result. 

The U.S. collier Abarenda from Rio de Janeiro arrived 
at New York March 10. She brought three men charged 
with deserting from ships of the Pacific Fleet at Rio de 
Janeiro. Aboard the Abarenda at San Juan, Walter R. 
Weichert, first mate, was murdered by Alexander Dixon, 
a carpenter, on Feb. 20. Dixon, who surrendered him- 
self to H. M. Bostwick, third mate, and asked that he 
be placed in irons, was left for trial with the federal 
officials at San Juan. Fifteen of the Abarenda’s comple- 
ment were also left as witnesses in the case. 

The engines for the submarine Octopus will soon be 
completed, and it will not be long now before the boat 
will be turned over to the Navy Department and placed 
in commission. While this boat is the standard boat of 
her type, she has been unfortunate, and the Cuttlefish 
and Viper, which were begun after she was laid down, 
have been in commission six months. The Octopus dur- 
ing her acceptance trials at Newport last July sunk and 
her crew lost contro! of her, and at one time thought their 
lives were Jost. In trying to get her up the engines were 
practically ruined. By means of the compressed air ap- 
paratus the boat was got to the surface and a terrible 
catastrophe was avoided in the nick of time. The Octo- 
pus had, previous to this adventure, competed in the 
contest with the Lake boat for the $3,000,000 hung up by 
Congress to be awarded in contracts to the company hav- 
ing the winning boat. It was on the result of this con- 
test that the proposition was advanced in the House Na- 
val Committee to give contracts for submarines to the 
makers of the Octopus, without competition by any other 
concern. 

Rudolph Temple, a water tender on the battleship Ohio, 
died at sea March 10 from consumption. Temple enlist- 
ed in New York in May, 1896, and his mother, Mrs. R. 
Temple, lives at No. 76 Blackwall street, New London, 
Conn. This information was received at the Navy De- 
partment by wireless to San Diego. The Ohio is with 
Admiral Evans’s fleet. 

The bill introduced by Representative Hobson pro- 
viding that civilian professors attached to the Naval 
Academy shall be retired at the age of sixty-two, or 
when found incapacitated for active service, was con- 
sidered by the House Naval Committee Wednesday, 
March 11. Prof. A. N. Brown, professor of English 
and librarian at the Academy, addressed the committee 
on the merits of the proposition. The idea is to make a 
retired professor emeritus with three-fourths pay after 
he has served twenty-five years at the Academy. Pro- 
fessor Brown said that the aim was simply to place the 
Academy professors on the same basis as emeritus pro- 
fessors under the Carnegie plan. The Weeks bill giving 
retired officers whose retirement is due to disabilities 
incurred in service for active duty the rank, pay and 
allowances of officers of the active list of like length of 
active service was taken up and discussed without any 
conclusion thereon.

A Boston newspaper despatch reports that sixty-five 
men confined in the naval prison at Charlestown were 
pardoned March 12 because the place is overcrowded.

Next week 150 of the 
prisoners will be removed to the new naval prison at 
Portsmouth, N.H., leaving but 100 at Charlestown. 

The Navy pay office in New York is to be moved April 
15 from the old Stewart building, 280 Broadway, to the 
United States Express building, Trinity Place, Green- 
wich and Rector streets. A large space on the eighth 
floor of this handsome modern structure has been leased 
on very favorable terms, and the greater convenience of 
the place makes it a welcome change of abode for the 
pay service. The large number of merchants in New 
York and from various parts of the country who have 
business to transact with the pay office will be glad of 
the move. 

The Castine is to be overhauled at the Portsmouth 
yard and fitted for service as a “mother” boat for sub- 
marines. In all about $21,000 is to be spent on her. 
She is to be provided with capacious tanks for gasoline 
for the submarines, is to have a machine shop, tubes 
for torpedo drill for the men on the submarines, and 
storage rooms for the large amount of gear that will be 
needed for the little divers and which must be kept near 
by, but cannot be carried on them. 

The next number of the Navy Medical Bulletin, which 
is now due, has among the numerous interesting and 
valuable articles by naval medical officers one by Sur- 
geon Ammen Farenholt on the practice of tattooing 
among seafaring men. The origin of the custom and the 
meaning of it, with the traditions and superstitions that 
attend it, and the practical value of it for purposes of 
identification in the Navy will be brought out, and the 
whole finely illustrated from some remarkable specimens 
of the art that have been observed. 

There will be an examination May 1 for assistant pay- 
masters in the Navy who are entitled to promotion. 
For all who can reach Washington the examination will 
be held there, and for those at sea the questions will be 
forwarded and the papers returned to Washington to 
the same board for marking. 

The arrangements for-shipping supplies for the battle- 
ship fleet from San Diego have been working out in good 
shape the past week. The fresh meat is being slaughtered 


and packed at Los Angeles and San Diego under the in- 
spection of special inspectors from the Department of 
Agriculture. The sausage and prepared meats have been 
shipped from Chicago, and the flour and other supplies 
have arrived at San Diego from nearby sources of pro- 
duction. The Culgoa will take these on next Tuesday 
and head southward to rejoin the fleet.

Ar- 
rangements are now being considered for the practice of the 
troops elsewhere until a new range can be purchased and 
equipped.

The reviewing officer and special guests were next pleasantly 
entertained at a collation by Colonel Appleton and his officers.

Before one of the largest audiences ever in the armory, the 
12th N.Y., under command of Col. George R. Dyer, paraded 
for review by Gen. Charles F. Roe on the night of March 10, 


and certainly made a fine showing. It was one of the 
best exhibitions the regiment has given in the armory in years, 
and following so scon upon the recent splendid showing the 
command made at its annual muster, conclusively proves that 
the recent exodus of some officers has not harmed the regiment 
in the least, nor has it shaken, in any way, the interest of the 
men in their work. A steadier and more cleanly looking lot 
of men in the ranks one would not wish for, and they cer- 
tainly deserve great credit for the handsome showing they made.

MICHIGAN. 


Major Edward D. Ellis, of Detroit, Mich., took occasion to 
call on Owosso military men recently, and congratulated them 
on their advancement in the National Guard service. He is 
particularly pleased with the selection of Major M. J. Phillips 
to be inspector of small arms practice for the brigade and the 
appointment of three assistants with the rank of captain, one 
for each regiment. By the appointment of these ordnance cap- 
tains,” said Major Ellis, ‘Michigan has taken a very progres- 
sive step, which I believe will be followed by other states. All 
cecognize the imperative need of an inspector of rifle practice 
in each regiment of thé National Guard, if not in the Army. 
Such an officer has charge of the indoor target work in the 
winter and the outdoor work in the summer. He should be a 
typical rifle crank and have nothing but rifle practice boosting 
to attend to. 

“The chances in war would be much better, for in time of 
war, the officer would be placed in charge of the ammunition 
‘or the regiment and would have no other duties to perform or 
distract his attention. The recent meeting of the National 
Guard Association in Boston recognized the need of legislation 
to cover this matter, which has since been brought before Con- 
gress for the purpose of creating the position of regimental 
ordnance officer in the Regular Army with the rank of captain. 
Meanwhile, Michigan has taken this advanced step by another 
route, having appointed from among the expert riflemen of the 
brigade three captains of ordnance and assigned one to duty 
with each regiment to work under the general direction of the 
brigade inspector of small arms practice. It is a step in the 
right direction, but in case of war, these officers would be left 
behind, inasmuch as there is no provision for taking them, and 
the government would thus be deprived of their expert and 
valuable service. The national law should be remedied at once 
in this particular.”

NOTES FROM CUBA. é 
Camp Columbia, Cuba, March 4, 1908. 

The Cleveland Grays, a military organization from Oleveland, 
Ohio, which dates back to the Civil War period, arrived in 
Havana last week and left on March 3 for the United States. 
During their short stay in Cuba they took advantage of many 
of the beautiful and interesting sights, and did not forget to 
visit Camp Columbia, where nearly one thousand soldiers are 
stationed. They witnessed parade and guard mounting here 
and in the evening attended the ball as guests of the officers and 
their ladies. On Saturday, Feb. 29, they attended the polo 
game at the camp oval. They were escorted around camp by 
Captain Gilchrist, an old member of the organization. The 
Cleveland Grays consist of seventy-nine members, although the 
party that came with them to the island numbers nearly 200. 

Count Speck Von Sternberg, German Ambassador to the 
United States, visited Camp Columbia Feb. 29, and all of the 
Artillery troops turned out for his inspection. A half day 
was spent by the Count and Baroness at the post as guests 
of Col. William L. Pitcher, commanding the post, and Major 
c. G. Treat, I.G. Count Sternberg gave expression to many 
commendable words concerning the splendid condition and ap- 
pearance of the American soldiers, and the beauty and attrac- 
tiveness of Camp Columbia.

The battery, under Captain Gatley’s plan, is divided into two 
organizations, scouts are detailed and a lieutenant placed in 
charge of, each organization, Then positions are secured, 
scouting begun, and batue opened. It is, a beneficial course 
in driving, handling horses through precarfous and almost im- 
passable roads, gun-sighting, range finding, securing safe posi- 
tions and scouting.

Answer: The 9th and 10th 
Regiments of Cavalry, and the 24th and 25th Regiments 
of Infantry, U.S.A., are colored regiments. 

J. P. asks: (1). I have re-enlisted in the U.S. Navy, but have 
not received the five-dollar increase, the reason for which is 
the fact of my not being a eitizen of the United States. Can 
T put in a back claim for this increase dating from Feb. 4, 
1908 (which is the day I re-enlisted) after I become a citizen? 
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(2) Can I become a citizen, having served five years continuous 
service, without witness or first papers, on presentation of my 
certificate of continuous service? Answer: (1). No. (2). Yes, 
before any United States court and without any trouble if you 
show you have been in the Service five years. 

N. J. B. writes: R. F. contends that Par. 102% A.R., as per 
G.O, 218, W.D., 1907, contemplates that sergeants, first class, 
H.C., can be reduced—I say not. Who is right? Answer: 
Sergeants, first class, H.C., could not be reduced. They would 
more likely in any case requiring discipline be dishonorably 
discharged. Par. 1435 A.R., distinctly states that sergeants, 
first class, though liable to discharge will not be reduced. 

T. H. R. asks: (1). Is a man who served in the Marine 
Corps with the China Relief Expedition at Tientsin, China, 
from Aug. 22 until Oct. 10, 1900, and who is now in the 
Army, entitled to a China campaign medal? (2). To whom 
should [ apply? Answer: (1). Yes. (2). Apply to Gen. 
A. G, Elliott, commanding U.S.M.C., Washington, D.C. 

N.—A boatswain in the Navy is a warrant officer, and his 
pay the first three years after appointment is $1,200 at sea, 
and $900 on shore. A carpenter is also a warrant officer and 
receives the same pay. 

CONSTANT READER.—Your inquiry was previously an- 
swered with the advice to apply through official channels for 
the information you desire. That is the only way that the Com- 
missary Department will give the information.

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INTERPRETATIONS OF REVISED INFANTRY DRILL 
REGULATIONS, U.S. ARMY, 1904. 
Copyright, 1908, by W. C. and F. P. Church. 

P. W. C. asked—in a recent issue—the position of the regi- 
mental sergeant major when the regiment is passing in review 
at parade. We desire to amend the reply given to the ques- 
tion, as follows: The regimental non-commissioned staff march- 
ing in review is six paces in front of captain of first company 
of first battalion. See answer to ‘‘Subscriber’’ in current 
issue. The interpretation under heading of Par. 350, Inf. 
Drill Reg., with Interpretaiions, published by us, should be 
amended accordingly. 

STICKLER asks: Has Par. 18, Guard Manual, been amend- 
ed? I see in the Journal of Feb. 8 a circular from one of the 
Departments which orders guard mounting by company. An- 
swer: There has been no amendment to the paragraph you men- 
tion; the Circular was evidently issued under authority of 
Par. 521, Inf. Drill Reg. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: I have a faint recollection of having 
seen in your paper a decision as to the correct position of the 
ofiicer of the day at retreat formation, but have been unable 
te find it again. Should the officer of the day stand with arms 
folded during the sounding of ‘‘retreat,’’ or should he take 
the position of ‘‘parade rest,’’ as given in School of Soldiers 
in the Drill Regulation? Answer: He should take same forma- 
tion that the troops take—parade rest. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: (1) Will you be good enough to let 
me know the exact position of the several fractions of an in- 
fantry regiment marching in column according to the principles 
of review? (2) Should litters be carried by the Hospital Corps 





in ceremonies? (3) At regimental inspection should the bat- 
talion staff and non-commissioned staff be inspected with the 
regimental staff or with their own battalions? Answer: The 
C.O. leads, his staff follows at six paces in rear, the lieutenant 
colonel on the right; then the adjutant and other officers ac- 
cording to rank. All medical officers assigned to the regiment 
parade on the regimertal staff. Orderlies and mounted trumpet- 
ers are three paces behind the staff. The band is twenty- 
four paces behind the C.O.; drum major three paces in front 
of its front rank. The major of first battalion is twelve paces 
in rear of the rear rank of the band; the battalion staff is 
three paces to his rear, their front being equal to the front 
of the column, unless there be but one, in which case he is 
posted three paces to the rear and one to the right of the 
major. The front rank of the first company is twenty-four 
paces in rear of the major, its captain three paces in front, 
while six paces in front of him marches the regimental non- 
commissioned staff with the non-commissioned staff of the 
first battalion on their left, the front of the combined staffs 
being equal to the front of the column. The major of the 
second battalion is company distance in rear of the rear rank 
of last company of the first battalion, with his staff posted as 
prescribed for the first battalion. The non-commissioned staff 
of the second and third battalions are posted six paces to the 
front of the leading captains; if there be but one he maintains 
the same relative distance and marches in the trace of the right 
guides. (2) Litters would be carried if so ordered at hospital 
corps inspection at hospital Not in the ceremony of review. 
(3) The battalion staff and non-commissioned staff would be 
inspected with their respective battalions. 

CAPTAIN writes: How do companies take their position in 
regiment in the National Guard of states where there are one 
company stations? Is it customary to permanently assign 
companies to certain battalions, or do their positions in regi- 
ment vary in aceordance with the rank of their C.0.! Are 
majors permanently assigned to certain battalions, or do they 
assume command of battalions according to their relative 
rank, the senior on the right? What is the custom in the 
Regular Service, and is the militia supposed to comply with 
these requirements in order to fully comply with the ‘‘Dick 
Bill’’? Answer: Separate companies are usually assigned to 
provisional battalions or regiments; the senior captain of com- 
panies so assigned having the right of line. It is not cus- 
tomary in the N.G. to permanently assign companies to bat- 
talions in regiments; they usually vary according to rank of 
company commander. Majors are assigned according to rank, 
senior on the right. In the regular establishment the senior 
major in an original formation would be placed in command 
of Companies A, B, C, D; second senior to E, F, G, H; third 
senior to I, K, L, M. In no case are the company changed 
to other battalions. In the N.G. the arrangement of companies 
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to such details of organization as this, in the N.G 

PENN. writes: A discussion has arisen here as to the proper 
way of executing the command, close chamber. Par. 59, Inf. 
Drill Reg. Our regiment will enter on the annual spring 
inspection in about two weeks, and as the present inspecting 
officer claims that the ‘trigger should be pulled, from the 
position of port arms, in executing close chamber, we wish 
to know before inspection which is proper,-to pull the trigger 
before carrying the hand to the small of the stock, or to first 
carry the hand to the small of the stock and pull the trigger 
from the position of port arms? Answer: Par. 129 directs that 
at command inspection, arms, ‘‘ * * * execute port arms 

* * open chamber * * * close chamber * * *.’’ 
If armed with U.S. magazine rifle, model 1898, close chamber 
is executed as prescribed in Par. 59, Appendix, which directs 
‘ss * * * pull the trigger, and carry the right hand to 
snfall of the stock.’’ There is an amendment, by the General 
Staff, of Par. 138, Appendix (Load), which reads as follows: 
“‘The right hand should be carried to the small of the stock 
after turning the bolt handle down.’’ ‘This, however, does 
not apply to Par. 59, Appendix. It would be obviously im- 
proper to pull the trigger from the position of port arms. If 
armed with the new Springfield model, Par. 59 of the text 
would apply. 

ALABAMA writes: (1) How many movements are there in ex- 
ecuting right shoulder, arms, from port, arms? (2) Explain 
the movement of each squad when a company is in line and 
the following command is given: Line of squads on first squad, 
march? (3) Can each squad be moved to its respective position 
by a flank movement, such as left face, forward, mareh? (4) 
Is there such a command, or position, as recover, arms? (5) 
In carrying the haversack and canteen, are the straps sup- 
porting them placed beneath the cartridge belt both front and 
rear, or are only the front straps placed underneath? (6) If a 
company is marching in column of squads, with the guides on 
the left, and the command column left, march, is given, does 
the first squad move forward until on a line with the 
guide and then change direction to the left, or does it change 
direction immediately at the command, march, and the guide 
take his position in front of left man of first squad? An- 
swer: (1) Three. (2) At the command, line of squads on first 
squad, march, the first squad moves straight to the front, if no 
other direction has been indicated; the squads on the left of 
in a regiment is usually left to the discretion of the colonel. 
It will probably be some time before the Dick bill will reach 
the first squad change direction half left, that is, they ex- 
ecute a left half turn, and when each has gained the proper 
interval, a right half turn is executed and the march to the 
front resumed. If the movement is made from a halt, the 
base (or first) squad stands fast; the others make a full change 
of direction, march away from the base, incline slightly to the 
rear, make a second change of direction when the proper in- 
terval has been gained, and halt on the line. (3) No. (4) 
Recover, arms, is no longer authorized. In the first drill regu- 
lations, at the command recover, the finger was withdrawn from 
the trigger of the rifle; at the command, arms, the piece was 
carried to the old position of ready. (5) It was the custom 
to place the front haversack strap under the belt. — (6) Change 
direction immediately without regard to the position of the 
guide. 

MACON writes: (1) In any commands for firings, the dis- 
tance being given, when is the sight leaf lowered, if raised? 
Is it lowered after firing the number of rounds designated (if 
firing with counted cartridges) or at the command, order, time 
enough being allowed before the command of execution, arms? 
(2)Being at the position of order arms, fix bayonets, is given. 
Par. 69, Appendix: Execute parade, rest, etc. * * 
glancing at the muzzle, resume the order, drop the left hand 
by the side. After fixing the bayonet onto the piece, and just 
before resuming the order, should a complete parade rest be 
executed? Also in unfixing bayonets, should a complete parade 
rest be executed before resuming the order? I note that the 
D.R. merely state ‘‘resume the order, drop the left hand by the 
side.’’ (3) Loading being executed by the numbers, when are 
the numbers broken? At the command, two, or at the com- 
mand, fire. That is, for instance, load having been executed, 
after the command, two, ready, aim, now, instead of company 
(squad) fire, cease firing, are the numbers broken before the 
command, fire? I hold that the numbers are broken at the com- 
mand, two, as no cadence can be used in handling cartridges. 
Answer: (1) The Infantry Drill Regulations do not contemplate 
the lifting of the sight leaf. However, we assume that troops 
armed with rifles equipped with rear sight, model 1901, would 
lower the leaf at command lock, pieces, as prescribed in Par. 
144A, Appendix; also at preparatory command, order. (2) 
There is no authority for executing ‘‘a complete parade rest’ 
after the bayonet is fixed to the barrel—or unfixed. (3) We 
fail to grasp the meaning of your question. 

ALASKA writes: (1) Has the command, eyes right (left), 
taken the place of port arms in all cases? (2) Is it proper 
for a non-commissioned officer in command of a guard under 
arms (or detachment thereof), while on the march, to salute 
all officers by giving the command, eyes right (left), before 
giving the prescribed rifle salute? A says no, according to 
Par. 589, Inf. Drill Reg., 1904. B says yes, according to 
Pars. 83 and 186, Manual of Guard Duty, 1902. (3) Does 
a man have to have thirty years’ service before he can apply 
for retirement? (4) What is the guide im all matters re- 
lating to the duties of guards? A says the proper books are 
Infantry Drill Regulations, 1904, and Manual of Guard Duty, 
while B says that the Manual of Guard Duty and the US. 
Army Regulations are the only ones, Artiele 42, Par. 445, 


U.S. Army Regulations, corroborates B’s statement, Answer: 
(1) The - of port, arms, as & marching salute, is no longer 
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authorized. Eyes, right (left), rendered as a marching salute, 
is synonymous to present, arms, rendered as a salute in line 
at a halt. (2) Par. 385, Army Regulations, prescribes that 
ig ky tae: Troops under arms will salute as prescribed in 
drill regulations.’’ We assume that as Par. 589, Inf. Drill 
Reg., does not, except the guard; eyes, right (left), would 
only be given as prescribed in that paragraph, and in view of 
the above, a non-commissioned officer in command of a detach- 
ment of the guard would not command eyes, right (left), be- 
fore giving the prescribed rifle salute, unless the officer saluted 
was the officer of the day, the commanding officer, or his su- 
periors. (3) See Army Regulations, Article 20. (4) Drill 
Regulations, Regulations for the Army of the U.S., Manual of 
Guard Duty. 

GEORGIA writes: There is a point at issue among the 
officers of our battalion, as regards locking the piece (model 
of 1898) without command. As I desire a correct, complete 
and indisputable interpretation of this, I would like to quote 
the different authorities quoted in the Drill Regulations on this 
point: Par. 54 (Gen. Rules), 4th: ‘‘The piece is habitually 
carried locked, * * *,’* Par. 54, Appendix: ‘‘This does 
not signify that, after the command, squad, load, pieces should 
be locked without command. The paragraph refers to the model 
of 1898 rifle, which _is locked only at command as given in 
144A, Appendix.’’ Par. 137: ‘‘The piece is always locked (turned 
to the safe) after executing cease, firing.’’ Par. 138, page 52: 
‘‘Being in line at order arms: Squad 2—load. At the com- 
mand, * * * (two) * * *, turning down the handle; 
turn the safety lock to the safe, carry the hand to the small 
of the stock.’’ Par. 138, Appendix, page 9: ‘‘This is correct. 
The model 1898 rifle is locked only at command, as given in 
Par. 144A, Appendix.’’ Par. 137, Appendix, refers to Par. 
137, as previously quoted. Par. 138, Appendix, has also been 
previously quoted. Par. 139, page 53: To fire by volley. 
« * *; **at the command, ready, turn the safety lock at 
the ‘ready’.’’ Par. 144: Cease firing, * * and all pieces 
are locked.’’ Par. 144A, Appendix, page 10: ‘‘The assump- 
tion that pieces should be locked after the command, squad, 
load, has been given would be incorrect, when armed with the

model 1898 rifle.’’ Par. 145, page 56: ‘‘Unload, * a 

the piece is locked.’’ Par. 145, Appendix, page 245: * * * 

‘‘turn the safety lock to the left’? * * *, Par. 157, 
* * 


eighteenth line: * , ‘‘lock pieces at completion of 
loading,’’ “* * *, Par. 139, Appendix, page 9, thirteenth 
line: ‘‘The word ‘‘ready’’ is applicable to the model of 1898 
rifle. The rifle may have been locked by command, prior to 
giving the commands. When the second command, * * A 
which refers only to the model of 1898 rifle.’’ It appears that 
where Par. 144A states the fact, it would be incorrect to lock 
pieces at the command, squad, load, then, there should be no 
word or command of ready, when armed with the model of 1898 
rifle. From all the information at hand it appears that, where 
one paragraph says, lock, pieces, the Appendix says, it refers 
only to the model 1898 rifle; and another paragraph quotes 
the fact that it would be wrong to lock the pieces, when armed 
with the model 1898 rifle. And it appears that, where the 
Drill Regulations is explaining movements for the new Spring- 
field, the commands given refer to the Krag, and vice versa. 
Answer: The Appendix of the Revised Infantry Drill Regula- 
tions is prescribed for the use of troops armed with U.S. 
magazine rifle, model 1898. It is not contemplated that those 
paragraphs of the text which are modified in the appendix 
should be used (by troops so armed). Accordingly, the first, 
third and fourth sections of Par. 54 of the text does not apply 
to troops so armed, and to habitually carry the (1898) piece 
locked is obviously incorrect. Par. 137, Appendix, as amended 
by War Department, G.O. 135, 1907, reads as follows: ‘‘Par. 
137 of the text does not apply to the U.S. magazine rifle, model 
1898.’’ Accordingly, the piece is not locked. Par. 138, Ap- 
pendix, governs. The words ‘‘turn the safety lock to the right 
and’’ were stricken out by War Department, G.O. 135, 1907. 
Accordingly, the piece is not locked. Par. 139: ‘‘Ready’’ 
would be applicable; the piece may have been locked by .com- 
mand, as prescribed in Par. 144A, Appendix. If it had not 
been locked the word ‘‘ready’’ would not be used. Par. 144, 
Appendix, does not prescribe the pieces should be locked. Par. 
145, Appendix, does not prescribe the pieces should be locked. 
The expression, ‘‘turn the safety lock to the left,’’ is neces- 
sary, as, should the piece have been locked as ‘prescribed in 
Par. 144A, Appendix, it would be necessary to turn the safety 
lock to the left in order to open chamber. Par. 157 is cor- 
rect. Under the rule of Par. 22 (which applies to model 
1898, there being no modification of that paragraph in the 
Appendix), in extended formation pieces are kept loaded with- 
out formal command; consequently, whenever they are loaded 
without command, they must necessarily be locked without 
command. We cannot agree with you that there is any con- 
tradiction in paragraphs if the modifications in Appendix are 
closely applied. Armed with 1898 model, at command, squad, 
load, pieces would be loaded as prescribed in Par. 138, Ap- 
pendix (and amended as shown above). Pieces would not be 
locked unless the command, lock, pieces, was given after the 
command, load. Should latter command net be given, the word 
‘*‘ready’’ would be superfluous and would not be used. If 
pieces had been locked by command, the word ‘‘ready’’ would 
be used to unlock them. In extended formation, when troops 
armed with 1898 model load their pieces without formal com- 
mand, they then lock them without formal command, but not 
in any other case. 

NEW JERSEY asks: (1) Par. 352 says that the regiment 
forms by battalions. Does this mean that the battalion is 
formed on the regimental line, or does it mean that the bat- 
talions are formed, first, and marched on the regiment line, as 
in the formation for parade? (2) Par. 363, forming line from 
column of squads. Do the guides precede their companies on 
the line, or is the battalion halted first, and the new alignment 
established? Answer: (1) Battalions are formed on their own 
parade ground and then marched on the regimental line. (2) 
Being in column of squads to form line to the right or left, as 
contemplated in Par. 363, guides would not be posted at all, 
The movement is simultaneous, not successive.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

A Leipzig engineer has patented what he calls “curve 
shoes,’ with broad soles and pneumatic tires, suitable, 
says the Scientific American, for walking and running on 
any kind of surface. They are elliptical in shape and 
have the appearance of squashed bicycle wheels. They 
are attached to the regular shoe and strapped to the leg. 
The pressure of the shoe on the ground compresses a 
spring which, when the shoe is raised, impels it forward 
without requiring any exertion on the part of the wearer. 
By the use of the curve shoes the speed of walking may 
be doubled with the natural and easy motions of walking, 
which are far less irksome and fatiguing than the tread- 
mill action, uncomfortable seat and festering of the hands 
of the bicyclist. These ‘‘seven-league boots” are recom- 
mended for marches, as the length of the curve shoe is so 
great that a distance equal to twice the natural pace is 
gained at each step. 

A report from St. Petersburg states that the Ministry 
of Marine have laid before the Defense Committee of the 
Duma three alternative naval estimates. The first pro- 
vides for no new constructions; the second promises an 
expenditure of £45,006,000, spread over a period of four 
years, and includes the construction of four battleships, 
besides torpedoboats, and the re-establishment of naval 
bases in the Baltic; the third, which is favored by the 
government, covers ten years’ expenditure, amounting to 
over £200,000,000, and provides for the expenditure this 
year of £8,700,000, rising gradually to £25,000,000 in 
1914, and subsequently dropping to £17,000,000, which 
will be the normal yearly amount of naval expenditure. 
The proposal further provides that the new vessels are all 
te be constructed in Russia. 

The date for the Bisley rifle meeting this year has been 
set for July 18 to 25. 

Continental critics hold that the Japanese carried to 
an extreme their telephone system, and that their supreme 
commanders were often dangerously renioved from the 
possibility of feeling the pulse of action; further, that 
now more than ever it is imperative that the commander 
should be able to gauge the situation by what he actually 
sees. 

In connection with the coaling record recently made by 
the battleship King Edward VII., flagship of Admiral 
Lord Charles Beresford, at Portsmouth by taking in from 
a collier 1,180 tons of coal in four hours and five minutes 
—an average of 288.9 tons per hour—an interesting com- 
parison with these figures is afforded by the perform- 
ances of the German Active Battle Fleet for 1907, which 
were published in a recent issue of the Marine Rund- 
schau. The best figure for one hour’s coaling was the 
Wettin’s 425 tons, though her general average was only 
185. Next to her came the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse 
with 865 tons as her best hour’s work, and an average of 
181 tons, and then the Wittelsbach, with 358 tons for the 
best hour, and the high average for six hours of 222 tons. 

Lord Roberts, in his book, tells a good story of a na- 
tive Indian servant who had been told to prepare a bath 
at a certain hour. A fierce attack was in the meanwhile 
delivered by the enemy, and in the thick of it the servant, 
who had made his way through the storm of bullets, sud- 


denly appeared among the headquarters staff. “Sahib,” 
said he to his master, “your bath is ready.” An even 


better story is told by J. H. Settle. which comes from 
the Malakand, in Chitral, and which concerns a subal- 
tern who was awakened one morning by a brother sub- 
altern’s servant pulling at his foot. “Sahib,” whispered 
the servant, anticipating wrath, “sahib, what am I to do? 
My master told me to wake him at half-past six, and he 
has not gone to bed till seven!” 

The expenditure on new naval construction by Great 
Britain in the past eleven years has totaled £95,241,000, 
of which £5,051,000 was expended in 1897, rising to 
£11,263,000 in 1904, and descending to £8,118,000 in 
1907. 

The Italia Militaire e Marina says, that for the Italian 
naval maneuvers of 1910-11, the naval forces of the first 
line will comprise four battleships of 19,000 tons, six bat- 
tleships of 13,000 tons, four armored cruisers of 10,000 
tons, three armored cruisers of the Garibaldi type, with a 
certain number of torpedoboats and destroyers, 

The recent speed trials of the new German warships 
are stated to have shown a considerable increase on the 
contract speeds. The battleship Pommern, 13,040 tons, 
over a measured mile reached a speed of 19.21 miles, 
whereas the contract speed was 18 miles. The turbine 
cruiser Stettin has also exceeded her contract speed, w ~y e 
the armored cruiser Gneisenau on her trial trip did 23.8 
miles an hour, an increase of 1.3 miles above her cadens 
speed. 

Portugal, the scene of the recent terrible tragedy, is 
thoroughly up-to-date in her field Poe hag She has just 
had constructed an automobile 5.9-inch howitzer battery, 
intended for the entrenched camp at Lisbon. Experi- 
ments with this battery have shown that on a good hard 
road, free from mud, a speed of from 3 to 3 1-2 miles 
per hour may be attained, diminishing to 1 1-4 or 1 7-8 
miles per hour on slopes of 1 in 16 or 1 in 20. On ex- 
ceptionally bad or steep roads the engine must be an- 
chored and the guns, ete., hauled on.
